DATA DI CTlI ONARY
The data dictionary describes the file and provides character |ocations for
each variable and each table. It has two elenents, the identification

section and the table (matrix) section.

In the identification section, the conponents include the field name; the
data dictionary reference nane, a short menonic for use with software



packages; field size; starting position; and data type (al phabetic, nu-
meric, or al phanuneric).

The identification section of the data dictionary is identical for al
summary tape files. It provides a |ist of the geographic codes or refers
the user to the appropriate source. Review the footnotes carefully; they
provi de explanations for various terns. These footnotes are listed at the
end of the identification section of the data dictionary.

The table (matrix) section provides information on the table (matrix)
nunber; table (matrix) description; nunber of inplied decimals in each cel
(if not 0); starting position within the record, within the segment, and
for all cells within the first-level variable; and cell coordinates.

SUMVARY LEVEL SEQUENCE CHARTS AND GEOGRAPHI C AREA COMPONENT CODES

guence identifies the geography of the summary |evel; the prior codes

sinply define the hierarchy. For exanple, in summary |evel 140, the

hierarchy listed is State-county-census tract/block nunbering area (BNA). The record
actually contains data for a census tract/BNA within a given county and State.

When reading the Summary Level Sequence Charts chapter, it is inportant to
recogni ze that dashes (--) separate the individual hierarchies while

sl ashes (/) separate different types of geography within the sane

hi erarchy.

After identifying the sunmary |evel code, turn to chart 1 at the end of
this chapter to determ ne the geographic area codes and area
characteristics provided on CO-ROM for this summary |level. Renenber that
an asterisk (*) indicates a code in that field. The code may be one of the
standard codes descri bed bel ow.

The Summary Level Sequence Charts chapter al so provi des geographic
conponent code information. This code identifies the various geographic
conmponents for which the record is repeated within the sunmary | evel.
These conponent codes are provided in the data dictionary beginning in



position 14. For exanple, the Summary Level Sequence Chart for STF 3A

i ndicates that the sunmary |l evel for State records (040) has geographic
conponent codes 00, 40, 42, 43, and 44. By turning to the geographic
conponent variable in the data dictionary, you can determ ne that the
tables for summary level 040 (State) are available for total geography

| and (geographi c conponent=40), tribal jurisdiction statistical area
(geographi ¢ conponent=42), tribal designated statistical area (geographic
conmponent =43), and Al aska Native village statistical area (Al aska only)

In short, always check the geographic codes, the summry | evel (beginning
in position 11 of the data dictionary), and the geographi c conponent code
(beginning in position 14 of the data dictionary) for conplete
identification of an STF 3 record.

The codes are the sane size as the field; that is, a three-
character field will have three synbols. These standard codes are listed
bel ow.

Where these codes are specifically defined in the data dictionary, the
defi ned code shoul d be used. For exanple, in the division code description
on the data dictionary (position 89), the code for the Pacific Division is
indicated as "9." This "9" should be interpreted as the division code,

not as "not in," the standard code for "9."

USER NOTE 1

Age Reporting--Review of detailed 1990 i nformation indicated that
respondents tended to provide their age as of the date of conpletion of the

guestionnaire, not their age as of April 1, 1990. |In addition, there may
have been a tendency for respondents to round up their age if they were
close to having a birthday. It is likely that approximtely 10 percent of

persons in nost age groups are actually 1 year younger. For nobst single
years of age, the misstatenments are |argely offsetting. The problemis nost
pronounced at age 0 because persons lost to age 1 may not have been fully
of fset by the inclusion of babies born after April 1, 1990 and because
there may have been nore rounding up to age 1 to avoid reporting age as O
years. (Age in conpleted nonths was not collected for infants under age
1.)

The reporting of age 1 year older than age on April 1, 1990 is likely to
have been greater in areas where the census data were collected later in
1990. The magnitude of this problemwas nmuch less in the three previous
censuses where age was typically derived fromrespondent data on year of
birth and quarter of birth. (For nore information on the design of the age
guestion, see the discussion on conparability under “Age” in appendix B.)

USER NOTE 2

Clarification of Differences Between 100-Percent Counts and Sanpl e

Esti mat es- - Esti nat ed popul ati on and housing unit totals based on

tabul ations fromonly the sanpl e questionnaires (sanple tabul ati ons) may
differ fromthe official counts as tabulated from every census
guestionnaire (100-percent tabulations). Such differences result, in part,
because the sanple tabul ati ons are based on information froma sanpl e of
househol ds rather than fromall households (sanpling error). Differences
al so can occur because the interview situation (length of questionnaire,
effect of the interviewer, and so forth) and the processing rules differ
somewhat between the 100-percent and sanple tabul ations. These types of
differences are reflected in what is called nonsanpling error. (For a nore
detail ed description of nonsanpling error, see Appendix C, "Accuracy of the
Data," in the technical documentation for Summary Tape File 3.)

The 100-percent data are the official counts and should be used as the
source of information on itenms collected on the 100-percent questionnaire,
such as race, Hispanic origin, age, and nunber of rooms in housing. This
is especially appropriate when the primary focus is on counts of the

popul ation or housing units for small areas such as census tracts, block
groups, and for American |Indian and Al aska Native areas. For estinmates of
counts of persons and housing units by characteristics asked only on a
sanpl e basis (such as education, |abor force status, income, and source of
water), the sanple estimtes should be used within the context of the error
associated with them

Many users are interested in tabulations of itens collected on the sanple
cross-classified by itens collected on a 100-percent basis such as age,
race, gender, Hispanic origin, and housing units by tenure. G ven the way
the wei ghts were applied during sanple tabul ations, generally there is
exact agreenent between sanple estimtes and 100-percent counts for tota
popul ati on and total housing units for nost geographic areas. At the state
and higher levels, we also would expect that sanple estimtes and 100-
percent counts for popul ation by race, age, gender, and H spanic origin and
for housing units by tenure, number of rooms, and so on, would be
reasonably simlar and, in some cases, the sane. At smaller geographic

| evel s, including census tract, there is still general agreenent between
100- percent counts and sanple estinmates of total population or housing
units. At smmller geographic |evels, however, there will be expected

di fferences between sanple estimtes and 100-percent counts for popul ation
by race, age, gender, and Hispanic origin and for housing units by tenure,
nunber of roons, and so on. |In these cases, users may want to consider
usi ng derived measures (nean, nedian, and so on) or percent distributions.
Whet her using absol ute nunbers or derived neasures for small popul ation
groups and for a small nunber of housing units in small geographic areas,
users shoul d be cautioned that the sanpling error associated with these
data nay be | arge

Even though the differences between sanple estimtes and 100-percent counts
for these categories are generally small, the differences for the American



Indian as well as the Hispanic origin populations are relatively |arger
than for other groups. The follow ng provides some explanation for these
di ff erences.

State-level sanple estimates of the nunber of Anerican Indians are
general ly higher than the correspondi ng 100-percent counts. It appears the
differences are primarily the result of proportionately higher reporting of
“Cherokee” tribe on sanple questionnaires. This phenonenon occurs
primarily in off-reservation areas. The reasons for the greater reporting
of Cherokee on sanple forns are not fully known at this tinme. The Census
Bureau will do research to provide nore information on this phenonenon.

For the Hispanic origin population, sanple estimtes at the state | evel are
generally lower than the correspondi ng 100-percent counts. The mpjority of
difference is caused by the 100-percent and sanple processing of the

Hi spani ¢ question on the sanpl e questionnaire when the respondent did not
mar k any response category. When processing the sanple, we used witten
entries in race or Hispanic origin as well as responses to questions only
asked on the sanple, such as ancestry and place of birth. These procedures
led to a | ower proportion of persons being assigned as Hispanic in sanple
processi ng than were assigned during 100-percent processing. The Census
Bureau will evaluate the effectiveness of the 100-percent and sanple
procedures.

As we have done in previous censuses, we will evaluate the quality of the
data and make this information available to data users. |In the neanwhil e,
bot h 100-percent and sanple data serve very inportant purposes and,

t herefore, should be used within the limtations of the sanpling and
nonsanpl i ng errors.

AMERI CAN | NDI AN AND ALASKA NATI VE AREA
Al aska Native Regi onal Corporation (ANRC)

Al aska Native Regi onal Corporations (ANRC s) are corporate

entities established under the Al aska Native Clains Settlenment Act of
1972, Public Law 92-203, as amended by Public Law 94-204, to conduct
bot h busi ness and nonprofit affairs of Al aska Natives. Alaska is
divided into 12 ANRC s that cover the entire State, except for the
Annette |slands Reserve. The boundaries of the 12 ANRC s were
established by the Departnment of the Interior, in cooperation with

Al aska Natives. Each ANRC was designed to include, as far as
practicable, Alaska Natives with a common heritage and common

i nterests. The ANRC boundaries for the 1990 census were identified by
the Bureau of Land Managenent. A 13th region was established for Al aska
Natives who are not permanent residents and who chose not to enroll in



one of the 12 ANRC s; no census products are prepared for the 13th
region. ANRC s were first identified for the 1980 census.

Each ANRC is assigned a two-digit census code ranging from 07 through
84. These census codes are assigned in al phabetical order of the
ANRC' s.

Al aska Native Village (ANV) Statistical Area

Al aska Native villages (ANV's) constitute tribes, bands, clans,
groups, villages, comrunities, or associations in Al aska that are
recogni zed pursuant to the Al aska Native Clainms Settlement Act of 1972,
Public Law 92-203. Because ANV's do not have |l egally designated
boundari es, the Census Bureau has established Al aska Native village
statistical areas (ANVSA's) for statistical purposes. For the 1990
census, the Census Bureau cooperated with officials of the nonprofit
corporation within each participating Al aska Native Regi ona
Corporation (ANRC), as well as other know edgeable officials, to
del i neat e boundari es that enconpass the settled area associated with
each ANV. ANVSA's are |ocated within ANRC s and do not cross ANRC
boundaries. ANVSA's for the 1990 census replace the ANV's that the
Census Bureau recogni zed for the 1980 census.

Each ANVSA is assigned a four-digit census code ranging from 6001

t hrough 8989. Each ANVSA also is assigned a five-digit FIPS code. Both
the census and FIPS codes are assigned in al phabetical order of
ANVSA' s

Anerican I ndi an Reservation and Trust Land

American I ndi an Reservation--Federal Anerican Indian reservations are areas
wi th boundaries established by treaty, statute, and/or executive or court
order, and recogni zed by the Federal Governnent as territory in which
Anerican Indian tribes have jurisdiction. State reservations are |ands held
in trust by State governments for the use and benefit of a given tribe.

The reservations and their boundaries were identified for the 1990

census by the Bureau of Indian Affairs (Bl A), Departnment of Interior

(for Federal reservations), and State governments (for State

reservations). The names of American |Indian reservations recogni zed by

St ate governnments, but not by the Federal Governnent, are followed by
"(State)." Areas conposed of reservation |ands that are

adm nistered jointly and/or are clainmed by two reservations, as

identified by the BIA are called "joint areas," and are treated

as separate Anmerican |Indian reservations for census purposes.

Federal reservations nay cross State boundaries, and Federal and State
reservati ons may cross county, county subdivision, and place
boundari es. For reservations that cross State boundaries, only the
portion of the reservations in a given State are shown in the data
products for that State; the entire reservations are shown in data
products for the United States.

Each American Indian reservation is assigned a four-

digit census code ranging from 0001 through 4989. These census codes are
assigned in al phabetical order of American Indian reservations

nati onwi de, except that joint areas appear at the end of the code

range. Each Anerican Indian reservation also is assigned a five-digit



FI PS code; because the FIPS codes are assigned in al phabetical sequence
of American Indian reservations within each State, the FIPS code is
different in each State for reservations in nore than one State.

Trust Land--Trust |ands are property associated with a particular Anerican
I ndi an reservation or tribe, held in trust by the Federal Governnent. Trust
| ands may be held in trust either for a tribe (tribal trust I|and) or

for an individual nenber of a tribe (individual trust |and). Trust

| ands recogni zed for the 1990 census conprise all tribal trust |ands

and inhabited individual trust |ands |ocated outside of a reservation
boundary. As with other American |Indian areas, trust |ands nay be

| ocated in nore than one State. Only the trust lands in a given State

are shown in the data products for that State; all trust |ands

associated with a reservation or tribe are shown in data products for

the United States. The Census Bureau first reported data for triba

trust lands for the 1980 census.

Trust |l ands are assigned a four-digit census code and a five-digit FIPS
code, the sanme as that for the reservation with which they are

associ ated. Trust |ands not associated with a reservation are presented
by tribal name, interspersed al phabetically anong the reservations.

Tribal Designated Statistical Area (TDSA)

Tribal designated statistical areas (TDSA' s) are areas, delineated

outsi de Okl ahoma by federally- and State-recognized tribes without a |and
base or associated trust |ands, to provide statistical areas for which the
Census Bureau tabul ates data. TDSA s represent areas generally containing
t he American | ndian popul ati on over which federally-recognized tribes have
jurisdiction and areas in which State tribes provide benefits and services
to their nenbers. The nanes of TDSA' s delineated by State-recognized tribes
are followed by "(State)." The Census Bureau did not recognize TDSA' s

bef ore the 1990 census.

Each TDSA is assigned a four-digit census code ranging from 9001

t hrough 9589. The census codes are assigned in al phabetical order of
TDSA' s nati onwi de. Each TDSA also is assigned a five-digit FIPS code in
al phabetical order within State.

Tribal Jurisdiction Statistical Area (TJSA)

Tribal jurisdiction statistical areas (TJSA' s) are areas,

del i neated by federally-recognized tribes in Cklahonma without a
reservation, for which the Census Bureau tabul ates data. TJSA's
represent areas generally containing the Anerican |Indian popul ation
over which one or nore tribal governnents have jurisdiction; if triba
officials delineated adjacent TJSA's so that they include sone
duplicate territory, the overlap area is called a "joint use

area,"” which is treated as a separate TJSA for census purposes.

TIJSA's replace the "Historic Areas of Okl ahoma (excluding urbanized
areas)" shown in 1980 census data products. The Historic Areas of

Okl ahorma conprised the territory located within reservations that had
| egally established boundaries from 1900 to 1907; these reservations
wer e dissolved during the 2- to 3-year period preceding the statehood
of Okl ahoma in 1907. The Historic Areas of Cklahoma (excluding

ur bani zed areas) were identified only for the 1980 census.



Each TJSA is assigned a four-digit census code ranging from 5001

t hrough 5989. The census codes are assigned in al phabetical order of
TJSA' s, except that joint areas appear at the end of the code range.
Each TJSA also is assigned a five-digit FIPS code in al phabetical order
wi t hi n Okl ahoma

AREA MEASUREMENT

Area nmeasurenents provide the size, in square kiloneters

(also in square mles in printed reports), recorded for each geographic
entity for which the Census Bureau tabul ates data in general -purpose
data products (except crews-of-vessels entities and ZI P Codes). (Square
kil ometers may be divided by 2.59 to convert an area neasurenent to
square mles.) Area was calculated fromthe specific set of boundaries
recorded for the entity in the Census Bureau's geographic data base
(see "TICER'). On machine-readable files, area neasurenents are

shown to three decimal places; the decinmal point is inplied. In printed
reports and listings, area neasurenents are shown to one deci nal

The Census Bureau provides neasurements for both | and area and tota
water area for the 1990 census; the water figure includes inland,
coastal, Great Lakes, and territorial water. (For the 1980 census, the
Census Bureau provided area neasurenents for |and and inland water.)
The Census Bureau will provide neasurenents for the conponent types of
water for the affected entities in a separate file. "Inland

wat er" consists of any |ake, reservoir, pond, or simlar body of

water that is recorded in the Census Bureau's geographic data base. It
al so includes any river, creek, canal, stream or sinilar feature that
is recorded in that data base as a two-di nensional feature (rather than
as a single line). The portions of the oceans and related | arge
enmbaynents (such as the Chesapeake Bay and Puget Sound), the Gulf of
Mexi co, and the Caribbean Sea that belong to the United States and its
territories are considered to be "coastal" and

“territorial" waters; the Great Lakes are treated as a separate

water entity. Rivers and bays that enpty into these bodies of water are
treated as "inland water" fromthe point beyond which they are

narrower than one nautical mile across. ldentification of |and and
inland, coastal, and territorial waters is for statistical purposes,
and does not necessarily reflect legal definitions thereof.

By definition, census blocks do not include water within their
boundaries; therefore, the water area of a block is always zero. Land
area neasurenments may di sagree with the information displayed on census
maps and in the TICGER file because, for area measurement purposes,
features identified as "intermttent water" and "gl acier”

are reported as |land area. For this reason, it nmay not be possible to
derive the land area for an entity by summing the land area of its
conponent census bl ocks. In addition, the water area neasurenent
reported for sone geographic entities includes water that is not

i ncluded in any | ower-level geographic entity. Therefore, because water
is contained only in a higher-1level geographic entity, summng the

wat er neasurenments for all the conponent | ower-Ievel geographic
entities will not yield the water area of that higher-level entity.
This occurs, for exanple, where water is associated with a county but
is not within the |egal boundary of any minor civil division, or the
water is associated with a State but is not within the |egal boundary



of any county. Crews-of-vessels entities (see "Census Tract and

Bl ock Numbering Area" and "Bl ock”) do not enconpass territory

and therefore have no area neasurenents. ZlI P Codes do not have specific
boundari es, and therefore, also do not have area neasurenents.

The accuracy of any area neasurenent figure is limted by the

i naccuracy inherent in (1) the |location and shape of the various
boundary features in the data base, and (2) rounding affecting the
last digit in all operations that conpute and/or sumthe area
measur enents.

BLOCK

Census bl ocks are smal| areas bounded on all sides by visible

features such as streets, roads, streams, and railroad tracks, and by
i nvi si bl e boundaries such as city, town, township, and county limts,
property |lines, and short, inmaginary extensions of streets and roads.

Tabul ati on bl ocks, used in census data products, are in nost cases the
same as collection blocks, used in the census enunmeration. In sone
cases, collection blocks have been "split" into two or nore parts
required for data tabul ati ons. Tabul ati on bl ocks do not cross the
boundari es of counties, county subdivisions, places, census tracts or
bl ock nunmberi ng areas, American Indian and Al aska Native areas,
congressional districts, voting districts, urban or rural areas, or
urbani zed areas. The 1990 census is the first for which the entire
United States and its possessions are bl ock-nunbered.

Bl ocks are nunbered uniquely within each census tract or BNA. A bl ock
is identified by a three-digit number, sonetinmes with a single

al phabetical suffix. Block nunbers with suffixes generally represent
col l ection blocks that were "split" in order to identify separate
geographic entities that divide the original block. For exanple, when a
city limt runs through data collection block 101, the data for the
portion inside the city is tabulated in block 101A and the portion
outside, in block 101B. A block number with the suffix "z"

represents a "crews-of-vessels" entity for which the Census

Bureau tabul ates data, but that does not represent a true geographic
area; such a block is shown on census maps associated with an anchor
synbol and a census tract or block nunmbering area with a .99 suffix.

BLOCK GROUP (BG)
Geographic Bl ock Group

A geographic block group (BG is a cluster of blocks having the sane
first digit of their three-digit identifying nunbers within a census
tract or block nunbering area (BNA). For exanple, BG 3 within a census
tract or BNA includes all blocks nunbered between 301 and 397. In nost
cases, the nunbering involves substantially fewer than 97 bl ocks.
Geographic BG s never cross census tract or BNA boundaries, but may
cross the boundaries of county subdivisions, places, Anmerican |ndian
and Al aska Native areas, urbanized areas, voting districts, and
congressional districts. BG s generally contain between 250 and 550
housing units, with the ideal size being 400 housing units.



Tabul ati on Bl ock G oup

In the data tabul ati ons, a geographic BG may be split to present

data for every uni que combi nati on of county subdi vision, place,
Anerican Indian and Al aska Native area, urbanized area, voting
district, urban/rural and congressional district showm in the data
product; for exanple, if BG3 is partly in a city and partly outside
the city, there will be separate tabulated records for each portion of
BG 3. BG s are used in tabulating decennial census data nationw de in
the 1990 census, in all block-nunbered areas in the 1980 census, and in
Tape Address Register (TAR) areas in the 1970 census. For purposes of
data presentation, BG s are a substitute for the enuneration districts
(ED s) used for reporting data in many parts of the United States for
the 1970 and 1980 censuses, and in all areas for pre-1970 censuses.

BOUNDARY CHANGES

The boundari es of sonme counties, county subdivisions, Anmerican

I ndi an and Al aska Native areas, and many incorporated places, changed
bet ween those reported for the 1980 census and January 1, 1990.
Boundary changes to legal entities result from

1. Annexations to or detachnents fromlegally established governnental
units.

2. Mergers or consolidations of two or nore governnental units.

3. Establishment of new governnmental units.

4. Disincorporations or disorganizations of existing governnmental units.

5. Changes in treaties and Executive Oders.

The historical counts shown for counties, county

subdi vi si ons, and places are not updated for such changes, and thus
reflect the popul ation and housing units in the area as delineated at
each census. Information on boundary changes reported between the 1980
and 1990 censuses for counties, county subdivisions, and incorporated
pl aces is presented in the "User Notes" section of the technica
docunent ati on of Summary Tape Files 1 and 3, and in the 1990 CPH 2,
Popul ati on and Housing Unit Counts printed reports. For

i nformati on on boundary changes for such areas in the decade preceding
ot her decenni al censuses, see the Nunber of Inhabitants

reports for each census. Boundary changes are not reported for sone
areas, such as census designated places and bl ock groups.

Census Division

Census divisions are groupings of States that are

subdi vi sions of the four census regions. There are nine divisions,

whi ch the Census Bureau adopted in 1910 for the presentati on of data.

Census Regi on

Census regions are groupings of States that subdivide the United

States for the presentation of data. There are four regions--Northeast,
M dwest, South, and West. Each of the four census regions is divided
into two or nore census divisions. Prior to 1984, the M dwest region
was naned the North Central region. From 1910, when census regi ons were
established, through the 1940's, there were three regions--North,

Sout h, and West.

CENSUS TRACT AND BLOCK NUMBERI NG AREA

Bl ock Numberi ng Area (BNA)

Bl ock numbering areas (BNA' s) are smull statistical subdivisions of

a county for grouping and nunbering bl ocks in nonnetropolitan counties

where | ocal census statistical areas comm ttees have not established
census tracts. State agencies and the Census Bureau delineated BNA's



for the 1990 census, using guidelines simlar to those for the
del i neation of census tracts. BNA's do not cross county boundari es.

BNA's are identified by a four-digit basic nunber and nmay have a
two-digit suffix; for exanple, 9901.07. The deci mal point separating
the four-digit basic BNA nunber fromthe two-digit suffix is shown in
printed reports, in mcrofiche, and on census maps; in nmachi ne-readabl e
files, the decimal point is inplied. Many BNA's do not have a suffix;
in such cases, the suffix field is left blank in all data products. BNA
nunbers range from 9501 through 9989.99, and are unique within a county
(nunbers in the range of 0001 t hrough 9499. 99 denote a census tract).
The suffix .99 identifies a BNA that was popul ated entirely by persons
aboard one or nore civilian or mlitary ships. A "crews-of-

vessel s" BNA appears on census maps only as an anchor synbol with its
BNA nunmber (and bl ock numbers on maps show ng bl ock nunbers); the BNA
relates to the ships associated with the onshore BNA's havi ng the sane
four-digit basic nunmber. Suffixes in the range .80 through .98 usually
identify BNA's that either were revised or were created during the 1990
census data collection activities. Sonme of these revisions produced
BNA's that have extrenely small |and area and may have little or no
popul ati on or housing. For data analysis, such a BNA can be sunmari zed
with an adj acent BNA.

Census Tract

Census tracts are small, relatively permanent statistical

subdi vi sions of a county. Census tracts are delineated for al
nmetropolitan areas (MA's) and other densely popul ated counties by |oca
census statistical areas committees foll owi ng Census Bureau guidelines
(nore than 3,000 census tracts have been established in 221 counties
outside MA's). Six States (California, Connecticut, Del aware, Hawai i
New Jersey, and Rhode Island) and the District of Colunbia are covered
entirely by census tracts. Census tracts usually have between 2,500 and
8,000 persons and, when first delineated, are designed to be

honobgeneous with respect to popul ati on characteristics, econom c

status, and living conditions. Census tracts do not cross county
boundari es. The spatial size of census tracts varies w dely dependi ng
on the density of settlenent. Census tract boundaries are delineated
with the intention of being naintained over a long tinme so that
statistical conparisons can be made from census to census. However,
physi cal changes in street patterns caused by highway construction, new
devel opnent, etc., may require occasional revisions; census tracts
occasionally are split due to | arge popul ation growmh, or conbined as a
result of substantial population decline. Census tracts are referred to
as "tracts" in all 1990 data products.

Census tracts are identified by a four-digit basic nunber and may have
a two-digit suffix; for exanple, 6059.02. The deciml point separating
the four-digit basic tract nunber fromthe two-digit suffix is shown in
printed reports, in mcrofiche, and on census maps; in machi ne-readabl e
files, the decimal point is inplied. Many census tracts do not have a
suffix; in such cases, the suffix field is left blank in all data
products. Leading zeros in a census tract nunber (for exanple, 002502)
are shown only on machi ne-readable files.



Census tract nunbers range from 0001 through 9499.99 and are unique
within a county (nunbers in the range of 9501 through 9989.99 denote a
bl ock numbering area). The suffix .99 identifies a census tract that
was popul ated entirely by persons aboard one or nore civilian or
mlitary ships. A "crews-of-vessels" census tract appears on

census maps only as an anchor synbol with its census tract nunber (and
bl ock nunmbers on naps show ng bl ock nunbers). These census tracts
relate to the ships associated with the onshore census tract having the
same four-digit basic nunber. Suffixes in the range .80 through .98
usually identify census tracts that either were revised or were created
during the 1990 census data collection activities. Some of these

revi sions may have resulted in census tracts that have extrenely small

| and area and may have little or no popul ati on or housing. For data
anal ysis, such a census tract can be summari zed with an adjacent census
tract.

CONGRESSI ONAL DI STRI CT ( CD)

Congressional districts (CDs) are the 435 areas from whi ch persons
are elected to the U S. House of Representatives. After the
apportionment of congressional seats ampng the States, based on census
popul ati on counts, each State is responsible for establishing CD s for
the purpose of electing representatives. Each CDis to be as equal in
popul ation to all other CD's in the State as practicable, based on the
decenni al census counts.

The CD's that were in effect on January 1, 1990 were those of the 101st
Congress. Data on the 101st Congress appear in an early 1990 census
data product (Summary Tape File 1A). The CD s of the 101st Congress are
the sane as those in effect for the 102nd Congress. CD s of the 103rd
Congress, reflecting redistricting based on the 1990 census, are

summari zed in |ater 1990 data products (STF' s 1D and 3D, and 1990

CPH- 4, Popul ati on and Housi ng Characteristics for Congressiona

Districts of the 103rd Congress printed reports).

COUNTY

The primary political divisions of npst States are termned

"counties." In Louisiana, these divisions are known as

"parishes."” In Alaska, which has no counties, the county

equi val ents are the organi zed "boroughs" and the "census

areas" that are delineated for statistical purposes by the State of

Al aska and the Census Bureau. In four States (Maryland, M ssouri,
Nevada, and Virginia), there are one or nore cities that are

i ndependent of any county organi zati on and thus constitute prinmary
divisions of their States. These cities are known as "i ndependent
cities" and are treated as equivalent to counties for statistica
purposes. That part of Yell owstone National Park in Montana is treated
as a county equivalent. The District of Colunbia has no primary
divisions, and the entire area is considered equivalent to a county for
statistical purposes.

Each county and county equivalent is assigned a three-

digit FIPS code that is unique within State. These codes are assigned in
al phabetical order of county or county equivalent within State, except
for the independent cities, which follow the listing of counties.



COUNTY SUBDI VI SI ON

County subdivisions are the primary subdivisions of counties and
their equivalents for the reporting of decennial census data. They
i ncl ude census county divisions, census subareas, mnor civi

di vi sions, and unorgani zed territories.

Each county subdivision is assigned a three-digit census code in
al phabetical order within county and a five-digit FIPS code in
al phabetical order within State.

Census County Division (CCD)

Census county divisions (CCD s) are subdivisions of a county that

were delineated by the Census Bureau, in cooperation with State
officials and |l ocal census statistical areas committees, for
statistical purposes. CCD s were established in 21 States where there
are no legally established mnor civil divisions (MCD s), where the
MCD' s do not have governmental or adm nistrative purposes, where the
boundaries of the MCD s change frequently, and/or where the MCD s are
not generally known to the public. CCD s have no | egal functions, and
are not governnental units.

The boundaries of CCD' s usually are delineated to follow visible
features, and in npst cases coincide with census tract or bl ock
nunberi ng area boundaries. The nane of each CCD is based on a place,
county, or well-known |ocal nane that identifies its location. CCD s
have been established in the following 21 States: Al abama, Arizona,
California, Colorado, Del aware, Florida, Georgia, Hawaii, I|daho,

Kent ucky, Montana, Nevada, New Mexico, Cklahoma, Oregon, South

Carolina, Tennessee, Texas, U ah, Wshington, and Woning. For the 1980
census, the county subdivisions recognized for Nevada were MCD' s.

Census Subarea (Al aska)

Census subareas are statistical subdivisions of boroughs and census
areas (county equivalents) in Alaska. Census subareas were delineated
cooperatively by the State of Al aska and the Census Bureau. The census
subareas, identified first in 1980, replaced the various types of
subdi vi sions used in the 1970 census.

M nor Civil Division (MD)

M nor civil divisions (MCD' s) are the primary political or

adm ni strative divisions of a county. MCD s represent many different
kinds of legal entities with a wide variety of governnental and/or

adm nistrative functions. MCD s are variously designated as Anerican
I ndi an reservati ons, assessnent districts, boroughs, election
districts, gores, grants, magisterial districts, parish governing
authority districts, plantations, precincts, purchases, supervisors'
districts, towns, and townships. 1In sone States, all or sone

i ncorporated places are not |located in any MCD and thus serve as MCD' s
in their owm right. 1In other States, incorporated places are
subordinate to (part of) the MCD's in which they are |ocated, or the
pattern is m xed--sonme incorporated places are independent of MCD s and
ot hers are subordinate to one or nore MCD' s.



The Census Bureau recognizes MCD's in the followi ng 28 States:
Arkansas, Connecticut, Illinois, Indiana, |owa, Kansas, Louisiana

Mai ne, Maryl and, Massachusetts, M chigan, M nnesota, M ssissippi

M ssouri, Nebraska, New Hanpshire, New Jersey, New York, North
Carolina, North Dakota, OChio, Pennsylvania, Rhode I|Island, South Dakot a,
Vernont, Virginia, Wst Virginia, and Wsconsin. The District of

Col unbi a has no primary divisions, and the entire area is considered
equi valent to an MCD for statistical purposes.

The MCD's in 12 selected States (Connecticut, Mine, Massachusetts,

M chi gan, M nnesota, New Hanpshire, New Jersey, New York, Pennsylvani a,
Rhode Island, Vernont, and W sconsin) also serve as general -purpose

| ocal governnments. The Census Bureau presents data for these MCD' s in
all data products in which it provides data for places.

Unorgani zed Territory (unorg.)

In nine States (Arkansas, |owa, Kansas, Louisiana, Mine, M nnesota,
North Carolina, North Dakota, and South Dakota), sone counties contain
territory that is not included in an MCD recogni zed by the Census
Bureau. Each separate area of unorganized territory in these States is
recogni zed as one or nore separate county subdivisions for census
purposes. [Each unorgani zed territory is given a descriptive nane,

foll owed by the designation "unorg."

GEOGRAPHI C CODE

Geographic codes are shown primarily on machi ne-

readabl e data products, such as conputer tape and compact disc-read only
menory (CD-ROM, but al so appear on other products such as m crofiche;
they al so are shown on some census maps. Codes are identified as
"census codes" only if there is also a Federal Information

Processi ng Standards (FIPS) code for the sane geographic entity. A code
that is not identified as either "census" or "FIPS" is

usually a census code for which there is no FIPS equival ent, or for

whi ch the Census Bureau does not use the FIPS code. The exceptions,

whi ch use only the FIPS code in census products, are county,
congressional district, and netropolitan area (that is, metropolitan
statistical area, consolidated netropolitan statistical area, and
primary nmetropolitan statistical area).

Census Code

Census codes are assigned for a variety of geographic entities,

i ncludi ng Anerican Indian and Al aska Native area, census division
census region, county subdivision, place, State, urbanized area, and
voting district. The structure, format, and neani ng of census codes
appear in the 1990 census Geographic Identification Code Schene;

in the data dictionary portion of the technical docunentation for
summary tape files, CD-ROM s, and mcrofiche.

Federal Information Processing Standards (FlIPS) Code

Federal Information Processing Standards (FIPS) codes are assigned

for a variety of geographic entities, including Anerican |Indian and

Al aska Native area, congressional district, county, county subdivision,
metropol i tan area, place, and State. The structure, format, and neaning



of FIPS codes used in the census are shown in the 1990 census
Geographic ldentification Code Schenme; in the data

di ctionary portion of the technical docunentation for summary tape
files, CD-ROM s, and m crofiche.

The objective of the FIPS codes is to inprove the use of data resources
of the Federal Government and avoid unnecessary duplication and

i nconpatibilities in the collection, processing, and di ssem nation of
data. Mre information about FIPS and FIPS code docunmentation is

avail able fromthe National Technical Information Service, Springfield,
VA 22161.

United States Postal Service (USPS) Code

United States Postal Service (USPS) codes for States are used in al

1990 data products. The codes are two-

character al phabetic abbreviations. These codes are the sanme as the FIPS
t wo- char acter al phabetic abbreviations.

GEOGRAPHI C PRESENTATI ON
Hi erarchical Presentation

A hi erarchical geographic presentation shows the geographic entities

in a superior/subordinate structure in census products. This structure
is derived fromthe legal, adm nistrative, or areal relationships of
the entities. The hierarchical structure is depicted in report tables
by means of indentation, and is explained for nmachine-readable nedia in
t he discussion of file structure in the geographic coverage portion of
the abstract in the technical docunentation. An exanple of hierarchica
presentation is the "standard census geographic hierarchy":

Inventory Presentation

An inventory presentation of geographic entities is one in which al
entities of the sane type are shown in al phabetical or code sequence,

wi thout reference to their hierarchical relationships. Generally, an

i nventory presentation shows totals for entities that may be split in a
hi erarchi cal presentation, such as place, census tract/

bl ock numberi ng area, or block group. An exanple of a series of



i nventory presentations is: State, followed by all the counties in that
State, followed by all the places in that State. Graphically, this is
shown as:

HI STORI CAL COUNTS

Hi storical counts for total population and total housing units are
shown in the 1990 CPH-2, Popul ati on and Housing Unit Counts

report series. As in past censuses, the general rule for presenting
hi storical data for States, counties, county subdivisions, and places
is to show historical counts only for single, continually existing
entities. Stated another way, if an entity existed for both the current
and precedi ng censuses, the tables show counts for the preceding
censuses. Included in this category are entities of the same type
(county, county subdivision, place) even if they had changed their
nanmes. Also included are entities that nerged, but only if the new
entity retained the nane of one of the nerged entities. The historica
counts shown are for each entity as it was bounded at each census.

In cases where an entity was fornmed since a preceding census, such as a
new y incorporated place or a newy organi zed townshi p, the synbol
three dots "..." is shown for earlier censuses. The three-dot

symbol also is shown for those parts of a place that have extended into
an additional county or county subdivision through annexati on or other
revi sion of boundaries since the precedi ng census.

In a few cases, changes in the boundaries of county subdivisions caused
a place to be split into two or nore parts, or to be split differently
than in the preceding census. |If historical counts for the parts of the
pl ace as currently split did not appear in a precedi ng census,

"(NA)" is shown for the place in each county subdivision;

however, the historical popul ation and housing unit counts of the place
appear in tables that show the entire place. For counties, county
subdi vi si ons, and places formed since January 1, 1980, 1980 census
popul ati on and housing unit counts in the 1990 territory are reported
in the geographic change notes included in the "User Notes" text
section of 1990 CPH-2, Popul ati on and Housing Unit Counts,

and in the technical documentation of Summary Tape Files 1 and 3.

In sone cases, popul ation and housing unit counts for individual areas
were revised since publication of the 1980 reports (indicated by the
prefix "r"). In a nunber of tables of 1990 CPH 2

Popul ati on and Housing Unit Counts, 1980 counts are shown

for aggregations of individual areas, such as the nunber, popul ation,
and housing unit counts of places in size groups, or urban and rura
distributions. Revisions of population and housing unit counts for

i ndi vi dual areas were not applied to the various aggregations.



Therefore, it may not be possible to determ ne the individual areas in
a given aggregation using the historical counts; conversely, the sum of
t he counts shown for individual areas may not agree with the
aggregation.

| NTERNAL PO NT

An internal point is a set of geographic coordinates (latitude and

| ongitude) that is located within a specified geographic entity. A
single point is identified for each entity; for many entities, this
poi nt represents the approxi mate geographic center of that entity. |If
t he shape of the entity caused this point to be |ocated outside the
boundaries of the entity, it is relocated fromthe center so that it is
within the entity. |If the internal point for a block falls in a water
area, it is relocated to a land area within the block. On
machi ne-r eadabl e products, internal points are shown to six decinal

pl aces; the decimal point is inplied.

METROPOLI TAN AREA ( MA)

The general concept of a netropolitan area (MA) is one of a |arge

popul ati on nucl eus, together with adjacent comunities that have a high
degree of econom c and social integration with that nucleus. Sone MA's
are defined around two or nore nucl ei

The MA classification is a statistical standard, devel oped for use by
Federal agencies in the production, analysis, and publication of data
on MA's. The MA's are designated and defined by the Federal Ofice of
Management and Budget, following a set of official published standards.
These standards were devel oped by the interagency Federal Executive
Committee on Metropolitan Areas, with the aimof producing definitions
that are as consistent as possible for all MA's nationw de.

Each MA must contain either a place with a m ni mum popul ati on of 50, 000
or a Census Bureau-defined urbanized area and a total MA popul ati on of
at | east 100,000 (75,000 in New England). An MA conprises one or nore
central counties. An MA also nay include one or nore outlying counties
t hat have cl ose econom ¢ and social relationships with the centra
county. An outlying county nust have a specified |level of comuting to
the central counties and al so nust neet certain standards regarding
nmetropol i tan character, such as popul ation density, urban popul ation,
and population growth. In New England, MA's are conposed of cities and
towns rather than whole counties.

The territory, population, and housing units in MA's are referred to as
"metropolitan.” The netropolitan category is subdivided into

"inside central city" and "outside central city." The

territory, population, and housing units | ocated outside MA's are
referred to as "nonnetropolitan.” The nmetropolitan and

nonnmetropolitan classification cuts across the other hierarchies; for
exanple, there is generally both urban and rural territory within both
nmet ropol i tan and nonnetropolitan areas.

To nmeet the needs of various users, the standards provide for a
flexible structure of netropolitan definitions that classify an MA
either as a netropolitan statistical area (MSA) or as a consolidated
metropolitan statistical area (CMSA) that is divided into prinmary



nmetropolitan statistical areas (PMSA s). Docunentation of the MA
standards and how they are applied is available fromthe Secretary,
Federal Executive Committee on Metropolitan Areas, Popul ation Division
U S. Bureau of the Census, Washi ngton, DC 20233.

Central City

In each MSA and CMSA, the | argest place and, in sone cases,

additi onal places are designated as "central cities" under the

of ficial standards. A few PMSA's do not have central cities. The

| argest central city and, in some cases, up to two additional centra
cities are included in the title of the MA; there also are centra
cities that are not included in an MAtitle. An MA central city does
not include any part of that city that extends outside the MA boundary.

Consolidated and Primary Metropolitan Statistical Area (CMSA and
PMSA)

If an area that qualifies as an MA has nore than one mllion

persons, primary netropolitan statistical areas (PMSA' s) may be defined
within it. PMSA s consist of a |arge urbanized county or cluster of
counties that denopnstrates very strong internal econom c and socia
links, in addition to close ties to other portions of the |arger area.
When PMSA's are established, the larger area of which they are
conponent parts is designated a consolidated netropolitan statistica
area (CMSA).

Metropolitan Statistical Area (MSA)

Metropolitan statistical areas (MSA's) are relatively freestandi ng
MA's and are not closely associated with other MA's. These areas
typically are surrounded by nonnetropolitan counties.

Metropolitan Area Title and Code

The title of an MSA contains the nane of its largest central city

and up to two additional city nanes, provided that the additiona

pl aces neet specified | evels of popul ation, enploynment, and comuti ng.
Cenerally, a city with a popul ation of 250,000 or nore is in the title,
regardl ess of other criteria.

The title of a PMSA nay contain up to three place nanes, as determ ned
above, or up to three county nanmes, sequenced in order of population. A
CMSA title also may include up to three nanmes, the first of which
generally is the nost popul ous central city in the area. The second
nanme may be the first city or county name in the nost popul ous

remai ning PMSA;, the third name may be the first city or county nane in

t he next nost popul ous PMSA. A regional designation nmay be substituted
for the second and/or third nanmes in a CMSA title if such a designation
is supported by local opinion and is deened to be unanbi guous and
suitable by the Ofice of Management and Budget.

The titles for all MA's also contain the nane of each State in which

the area is |located. Each netropolitan area is assigned a four-digit

FI PS code, in al phabetical order nationwide. |If the fourth digit of the
code is a "2," it identifies a CMSA. Additionally, there is a



separate set of two-digit codes for CMSA's, al so assignhed
al phabetically.

OUTLYI NG AREAS OF THE UNI TED STATES

The Census Bureau treats the outlying areas as the statistica

equi valents of States for the 1990 census. The outlying areas are
Ameri can Sanpa, Guam the Commonweal th of the Northern Mariana |slands
(Northern Mariana |slands), Republic of Palau (Palau), Puerto Rico, and
the Virgin Islands of the United States (Virgin Islands). GCeographic
definitions specific to each outlying area are shown in appendi x A of
the text in the data products for each area.

PLACE

Pl aces, for the reporting of decennial census data, include census

desi gnat ed pl aces and incorporated places. Each place is assigned a
four-digit census code that is unique within State. Each place is also
assigned a five-digit FIPS code that is unique within State. Both the
census and FIPS codes are assigned based on al phabetical order within
State. Consolidated cities (see below) are assigned a one-character

al phabeti cal census code that is unique nationwide and a five-digit
FIPS code that is unique within State.

Census Designated Pl ace (CDP)

Census designated places (CDP's) are delineated for the decennia
census as the statistical counterparts of incorporated places. CDP's
conprise densely settled concentrati ons of population that are

i dentifiable by name, but are not legally incorporated places. Their
boundari es, which usually coincide with visible features or the
boundary of an adjacent incorporated place, have no | egal status, nor
do these places have officials elected to serve traditional nunicipa
functions. CDP boundaries may change with changes in the settl enent
pattern; a CDP with the same name as in previous censuses does not
necessarily have the same boundari es.

Begi nning with the 1950 census, the Census Bureau, in cooperation wth
State agencies and | ocal census statistical areas commttees, has
identified and delineated boundaries for CDP's. In the 1990 census, the
name of each such place is followed by "CDP." In the 1980 census,

"(CDP)" was used; in 1970, 1960, and 1950 censuses, these pl aces

were identified by "(U)," meaning "unincorporated place."

To qualify as a CDP for the 1990 census, an unincorporated comunity
nmust have net the following criteria

1. In all States except Al aska and Hawaii, the Census Bureau uses three
popul ation size criteria to designate a CDP. These criteria are:

a. 1,000 or nore persons if outside the boundaries of an urbanized
area (UA) delineated for the 1980 census or a subsequent specia
census.

b. 2,500 or nore persons if inside the boundaries of a UA delineated
for the 1980 census or a subsequent special census.



c. 250 or nore persons if outside the boundaries of a UA delineated
for the 1980 census or a subsequent special census, and within the
of ficial boundaries of an Anmerican Indian reservation recogni zed
for the 1990 census.

2. In Alaska, 25 or nore persons if outside a UA, and 2,500 or nore
persons if inside a UA delineated for the 1980 census or a subsequent
speci al census.

3. In Hawaii, 300 or nore persons, regardless of whether the community
is inside or outside a UA

For the 1990 census, CDP's qualified on the basis of the popul ation
counts prepared for the 1990 Postcensus Local Review Program Because
these counts were subject to change, a few CDP's may have fina
popul ati on counts | ower than the mnimuns shown above.

Hawaii is the only State with no i ncorporated places recogni zed by the
Bureau of the Census. All places shown for Hawaii in the data products
are CDP's. By agreenent with the State of Hawaii, the Census Bureau

does not show data separately for the city of Honolulu, which is
coextensive with Honol ulu County.

Consolidated City

A consol i dated governnent is a unit of |ocal governnment for which

the functions of an incorporated place and its county or minor civi

di vision (MCD) have nerged. The legal aspects of this action may result
in both the primary incorporated place and the county or MCD conti nui ng
to exist as legal entities, even though the county or MCD perforns few
or no governnmental functions and has few or no elected officials. Were
this occurs, and where one or nore other incorporated places in the
county or MCD continue to function as separate governnents, even though
t hey have been included in the consolidated government, the prinmary

i ncorporated place is referred to as a "consolidated city."

The data presentation for consolidated cities varies dependi ng upon the
geographic presentation. |In hierarchical presentations, consolidated
cities are not shown. These presentations include the seni -independent
pl aces and the "consolidated city (renmainder)." Were the

consolidated city is coextensive with a county or county subdi vision,
the data shown for those areas in hierarchical presentations are

equi valent to those for the consolidated governnent.

For inventory geographic presentations, the consolidated city appears

at the end of the listing of places. The data for the consolidated city
i nclude places that are part of the consolidated city. The
"consolidated city (remainder)" is the portion of the

consol i dated governnment m nus the sem -i ndependent places, and is shown
i n al phabetical sequence with other places.

In sutmmary presentations by size of place, the consolidated city is not
i ncluded. The places sem -i ndependent of consolidated cities are
categorized by their size, as is the "consolidated city

(renmi nder) . "



Each consolidated city is assigned a one-character al phabetic census
code. Each consolidated city also is assigned a five-digit FIPS code
that is unique within State. The sem -independent places and the
"consolidated city (remainder)" are assigned a four-digit census

code and a five-digit FIPS place code that are unique within State.
Both the census and FIPS codes are assigned based on al phabetical order
within State.

I ncor porated Pl ace

I ncor porated places recognized in 1990 census data products are

those reported to the Census Bureau as legally in existence on January
1, 1990 under the laws of their respective States as cities, boroughs,
towns, and villages, with the follow ng exceptions: the towns in the
New Engl and States, New York, and Wsconsin, and the boroughs in New
York are recognized as mnor civil divisions for census purposes; the
boroughs in Al aska are county equival ents.

POPULATI ON or housing unit DENSITY

Popul ati on or housing unit density is conmputed by dividing the tota
popul ati on or housing units of a geographic unit (for exanple, United
States, State, county, place) by its land area neasured in square

kil ometers or square nmles. Density is expressed as both "persons
(or housing units) per square kilometer" and "persons (or housing
units) per square mle" of land area in 1990 census printed reports.

STATE

States are the primary governnental divisions of the United States.
The District of Colunbia is treated as a statistical equivalent of a
State for census purposes. The four census regions, nine census

di vi sions, and their conponent States are shown under "CENSUS REG ON
AND CENSUS DI VISION' in this appendi x.

The Census Bureau treats the outlying areas as State equivalents for
the 1990 census. The outlying areas are Anmerican Sanpa, Guam the
Northern Mariana |slands, Palau, Puerto Rico, and the Virgin Islands of
the United States. Geographic definitions specific to each outlying
area are shown in appendix A in the data products for each area.

Each State and equivalent is assigned a two-digit nuneric Federa

I nformati on Processing Standards (FIPS) code in al phabetical order by
State nane, followed by the outlying area nanmes. Each State and

equi valent area also is assigned a two-digit census code. This code is
assigned on the basis of the geographic sequence of each State within
each census division; the first digit of the code is the code for the
respective division. Puerto Rico, the Virgin Islands, and the outlying
areas of the Pacific are assigned "0" as the division code. Each

State and equival ent area also is assigned the two-letter FIPS/ United
States Postal Service (USPS) code.

In 12 selected States (Connecticut, Mine, Massachusetts, M chigan

M nnesot a, New Hanpshire, New Jersey, New York, Pennsylvania, Rhode

I sl and, Vernont, and Wsconsin), the mnor civil divisions also serve

as general - purpose | ocal governments. The Census Bureau presents data for



these mnor civil divisions in all data products in which it provides data
for places.

TI GER

TIGER is an acronym for the new digital (conputer-

readabl e) geographic data base that autonates the mappi ng and rel ated
geographic activities required to support the Census Bureau's census
and survey progranms. The Census Bureau devel oped the Topol ogically

I nt egrated CGeographi c Encodi ng and Referencing (TI GER) Systemto
automat e the geographi c support processes needed to neet the mgjor
geographi c needs of the 1990 census: producing the cartographic
products to support data collection and nmap publication, providing the
geographic structure for tabulation and publication of the collected
data, assigning residential and enployer addresses to their geographic
| ocation and relating those |locations to the Census Bureau's geographic
units, and so forth. The content of the TIGER data base is nade
available to the public through a variety of "TIGER Extract"

files that may be obtained fromthe Data User Services Division, US.
Bureau of the Census, Washington, DC 20233.

UNI TED STATES

The United States conprises the 50 States and the District of

Colunmbia. 1In addition, the Census Bureau treats the outlying areas as
statistical equivalents of States for the 1990 census. The outlying
areas include Anerican Sanpa, Guam the Northern Mriana |slands,

Pal au, Puerto Rico, and the Virgin Islands.

URBAN AND RURAL

The Census Bureau defines "urban" for the 1990 census as

conprising all territory, population, and housing units in urbanized
areas and in places of 2,500 or nore persons outside urbanized areas.
More specifically, "urban" consists of territory, persons, and
housi ng units in:

1. Places of 2,500 or nore persons incorporated as cities, villages,
boroughs (except in Al aska and New York), and towns (except in the six
New Engl and States, New York, and W sconsin), but excluding the rura
portions of "extended cities."

2. Census designated places of 2,500 or nobre persons.

3. Oher territory, incorporated or unincorporated, included in
ur bani zed areas.

Territory, population, and housing units not classified as urban
constitute "rural." In the 100-percent data products,

"rural" is divided into "places of |less than 2,500" and

"not in places." The "not in places" category conprises

"rural" outside incorporated and census desi gnhated places and the
rural portions of extended cities. In many data products, the term
"other rural" is used; "other rural" is a residual category
specific to the classification of the rural in each data product.



In the sanple data products, rural popul ation and housing units are
subdi vided into "rural farnm and "rural nonfarm" "Rura

farm' conprises all rural househol ds and housing units on farns

(places from which $1,000 or nore of agricultural products were sold in
1989); "rural nonfarn conprises the renmining rural

The urban and rural classification cuts across the other hierarchies;
for exanple, there is generally both urban and rural territory within
both nmetropolitan and nonnetropolitan areas.

In censuses prior to 1950, "urban" conprised all territory,

persons, and housing units in incorporated places of 2,500 or nore
persons, and in areas (usually mnor civil divisions) classified as
urban under special rules relating to population size and density. The
definition of urban that restricted itself to incorporated pl aces
havi ng 2,500 or nore persons excluded many |arge, densely settled areas
nmerely because they were not incorporated. Prior to the 1950 census,
the Census Bureau attenpted to avoid sone of the nore obvi ous om ssions
by classifying selected areas as "urban under special rules."”

Even with these rules, however, many large, closely built-up areas were
excluded fromthe urban category.

To inprove its neasure of urban territory, population, and housing
units, the Census Bureau adopted the concept of the urbanized area and
del i neat ed boundaries for unincorporated places (now, census designhated
pl aces) for the 1950 census. Urban was defined as territory, persons,
and housing units in urbanized areas and, outside urbanized areas, in
all places, incorporated or unincorporated, that had 2,500 or nore
persons. Wth the follow ng three exceptions, the 1950 census
definition of urban has continued substantially unchanged. First, in
the 1960 census (but not in the 1970, 1980, or 1990 censuses), certain
towns in the New England States, townships in New Jersey and

Pennsyl vani a, and Arlington County, Virginia, were designated as urban.
However, nobst of these "special rule" areas would have been

classified as urban anyway because they were included in an urbanized
area or in an unincorporated place of 2,500 or nore persons. Second,
"extended cities" were identified for the 1970, 1980, and 1990
censuses. Extended cities primarily affect the figures for urban and
rural territory (area), but have very little effect on the urban and
rural popul ati on and housing units at the national and State | evel s--
al though for some individual counties and urbani zed areas, the effects
have been nore evident. Third, changes since the 1970 census in the
criteria for defining urbanized areas have pernitted these areas to be
defined around smaller centers.

Docunent ati on of the urbanized area and extended city criteria is
avail able fromthe Chief, Geography Division, US. Bureau of the
Census, Washington, DC 20233.

Ext ended City

Since the 1960 census, there has been a trend in sone States toward

the extension of city boundaries to include territory that is
essentially rural in character. The classification of all the

popul ation and |living quarters of such places as urban would include in
the urban designation territory, persons, and housing units whose
environnent is primarily rural. For the 1970, 1980, and 1990 censuses,



the Census Bureau identified as rural such territory and its popul ation
and housing units for each extended city whose closely settled area was
| ocated in an urbani zed area. For the 1990 census, this classification
al so has been applied to certain places outside urbani zed areas.

In sutmmary presentations by size of place, the urban portion of an
extended city is classified by the population of the entire place; the
rural portion is included in "other rural."

URBANI ZED AREA ( UA)

The Census Bureau delineates urbanized areas (UA's) to provide a

better separation of urban and rural territory, popul ation, and housing
inthe vicinity of large places. A UA conprises one or nore places
("central place") and the adjacent densely settled surrounding
territory ("urban fringe") that together have a m ni num of 50, 000
persons. The urban fringe generally consists of contiguous territory
having a density of |east 1,000 persons per square mle. The urban
fringe also includes outlying territory of such density if it was
connected to the core of the contiguous area by road and is within 1
1/2 road nmiles of that core, or within 5 road mles of the core but
separated by water or other undevel opable territory. Owher territory
with a popul ation density of fewer than 1,000 people per square nmle is
included in the urban fringe if it elimnates an enclave or closes an

i ndentation in the boundary of the urbanized area. The popul ation
density is determined by (1) outside of a place, one or nore contiguous
census blocks with a popul ation density of at |east 1,000 persons per
square mle or (2) inclusion of a place containing census bl ocks that
have at | east 50 percent of the population of the place and a density
of at least 1,000 persons per square mle. The conplete criteria are
avail able fromthe Chief, Geography Division, US. Bureau of the
Census, Washington, DC 20233.

Ur bani zed Area Central Pl ace

One or nore central places function as the dom nant centers of each

UA. The identification of a UA central place permts the conparison of
this domi nant center with the remaining territory in the UA. There is
no limt on the nunber of central places, and not all central places
are necessarily included in the UAtitle. UA central places include:

Each place entirely (or partially, if the place is an extended
city) within the UA that is a central city of a netropolitan area (M).

If the UA does not contain an MA central city or is |ocated outside
of an MA, the central place(s) is determ ned by popul ation size.

Ur bani zed Area Title and Code

The title of a UAidentifies those places that are nobst inportant

within the UA; it links the UA to the enconpassi ng MA, where
appropriate. |If a single MA includes nost of the UA, the title and code
of the UA generally are the sane as the title and code of the MA. |f
the UA is not nostly included in a single MA, if it does not include

any place that is a central city of the enconmpassing MA, or if it is

not located in an MA, the Census Bureau uses the popul ati on size of the
i ncluded places, with a preference for incorporated places, to



determine the UAtitle. The nane of each State in which the UAis
|located also is in each UAtitle.

The nuneric code used to identify each UA is the sane as the code for
the nostly enconpassing MA (including CVMSA and PMSA). |If MA title
cities represent nmultiple UA's, or the UAtitle city does not
correspond to the first nane of an MA title, the Census Bureau assigns
a code based on the al phabetical sequence of the UA title in
relationship to the other UA and MA titles.

VOTI NG DI STRI CT (VTD)

A voting district (VID) is any of a variety of types of areas (for
exanpl e, election districts, precincts, wards, legislative districts)
established by State and | ocal governments for purposes of elections.
For census purposes, each State participating in Phase 2 of the 1990
Census Redistricting Data Program outlined the boundaries of VID s
around groups of whol e census blocks on census maps. The entities
identified as VID s are not necessarily those legally or currently
established. Also, to neet the "whole block™ criterion, a State

may have had to adjust VTD boundaries to nearby bl ock boundari es.
Therefore, the VID s shown on the 1990 census tapes, listings, and maps
may not represent the actual VID's in effect at the tinme of the census.
In the 1980 census, VID's were referred to as "election

precincts."

Each VTD is assigned a four-character al phanunmeric code that is unique
Wit hin each county. The code "ZZZZ" is assigned to

nonpartici pating areas; the Census Bureau reports data for areas coded
"z27Z."

ZI P CODE\ R

ZI P Codes are adnministrative units established by the United States
Postal Service (USPS) for the distribution of mail. ZIP Codes serve
addresses for the nost efficient delivery of mail, and therefore

general ly do not respect political or census statistical area
boundaries. ZI P Codes usually do not have clearly identifiable
boundari es, often serve a continually changing area, are changed
periodically to neet postal requirenents, and do not cover all the |and
area of the United States. ZIP Codes are identified by five-digit codes
assigned by the USPS. The first three digits identify a major city or
sectional distribution center, and the last two digits generally

signify a specific post office's delivery area or point. For the 1990
census, ZIP Code data are tabulated for the five-digit codes in STF 3B
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POPULATI ON CHARACTERI STI CS

AGE- - The data on age were derived fromanswers to questionnaire

item5, which was asked of all persons. The age classification is based
on the age of the person in conplete years as of April 1, 1990. The age
response in question 5a was used nornmally to represent a person's age.
However, when the age response was unacceptable or unavail able, a
person's age was derived from an acceptable year-of-birth response in
guestion 5b.

Data on age are used to determine the applicability of other questions
for a person and to classify other characteristics in census
tabul ati ons. Age data are needed to interpret nobst social and economc
characteristics used to plan and exam ne many prograns and policies.
Therefore, age is tabulated by single years of age and by nany

di fferent groupings, such as 5-year age groups.

Some tabul ati ons are shown by the age of the househol der. These data
were derived fromthe age responses for each househol der. (For nore
i nformati on on househol der, see the discussion under "Household Type
and Rel ationship.")

Medi an Age--This neasure divides the age distribution into two equal parts:
one-hal f of the cases falling bel ow the median val ue and one-hal f above
the value. Generally, nedian age is conputed on the basis of nore

detail ed age intervals than are shown in sone census publications;

thus, a nmedian based on a less detailed distribution may differ

slightly froma correspondi ng nedi an for the sane popul ati on based on a
nore detailed distribution. (For nore information on nedi ans, see the

di scussi on under "Derived Measures.")

Limtation of the Data--Counts in 1970 and 1980 for persons 100 years old
and over were substantially overstated. |nprovenents were nmade in the

guestionnaire design, in the allocation procedures, and to the respondent
instruction guide to attenpt to mnimze this problemfor the 1990 census.

Revi ew of detailed 1990 census information indicated that respondents
tended to provide their age as of the date of conpletion of the
qgquestionnaire, not their age as of April 1, 1990. In addition, there

may have been a tendency for respondents to round their age up if they
were close to having a birthday. It is likely that approximtely 10

percent of persons in nobst age groups are actually 1 year younger. For

nost single years of age, the m sstatenents are largely offsetting. The
probl emis nost pronounced at age O because persons |lost to age 1 may not
have been fully offset by the inclusion of babies born after April 1, 1990,



and because there may have been nore rounding up to age 1 to avoid
reporting age as 0 years. (Age in conplete nonths was not collected for
i nfants under age 1.)

The reporting of age 1 year older than age on April 1, 1990, is likely
to have been greater in areas where the census data were collected
later in 1990. The nagnitude of this problemwas much |less in the three
previ ous censuses where age was typically derived fromrespondent data
on year of birth and quarter of birth. (For nmore information on the
desi gn of the age question, see the section below that discusses
"Conparability.")

Conparabi lity--Age data have been collected in every census. For the first
time since 1950, the 1990 data are not available by quarter year of age.
Thi s change was nade so that coded information could be obtained for both
age and year of birth. In each census since 1940, the age of a person

was assigned when it was not reported. In censuses before 1940, with

t he exception of 1880, persons of unknown age were shown as a separate
category. Since 1960, assignnent of unknown age has been perfornmed by a
general procedure described as "inputation.” The specific

procedures for inmputing age have been different in each census. (For

more information on inputation, see Appendi x C, Accuracy of the Data.)

ANCESTRY- - The data on ancestry were derived fromanswers to
guestionnaire item 13, which was asked of a sanple of persons. The
guestion was based on self-identification; the data on ancestry
represent self-classification by people according to the ancestry
group(s) with which they nost closely identify. Ancestry refers to a
person's ethnic origin or descent, "roots," or heritage or the

pl ace of birth of the person or the person's parents or ancestors
before their arrival in the United States. Sonme ethnic identities, such
as "Egyptian" or "Polish" can be traced to geographic areas

outside the United States, while other ethnicities such as

"Pennsyl vani a Dutch" or "Cajun" evolved in the United

St at es.

The intent of the ancestry question was not to neasure the degree of
attachment the respondent had to a particular ethnicity. For exanple, a
response of "Irish" mght reflect total involvenent in an "Irish" comunity
or only a nenory of ancestors several generations renoved fromthe

i ndi vi dual

The Census Bureau coded the responses through an automated review,

edit, and codi ng operation. The open-ended wite-in ancestry item was coded
by subject-matter specialists into a nunmeric representation using a code
list containing over 1,000 categories. The 1990 code list reflects the
results of the Census Bureau's own research and consultations wi th nmany

et hnic experts. Many decisions were made to determ ne the classification of
responses. These decisions affected the grouping of the tabul ated data. For
exanpl e, the "Assyrian" category includes both responses of "Assyrian"

and "Chal dean. "

The ancestry question all owed respondents to report one or nore
ancestry groups. Wiile a | arge nunmber of respondents listed a single
ancestry, the mpjority of answers included nore than one ethnic entry.
Generally, only the first two responses reported were coded in 1990. |f
a response was in terms of a dual ancestry, for exanple, Irish-English,



the person was assigned two codes, in this case one for Irish and
anot her for English.

However, in certain cases, multiple responses such as "French

Canadi an," "Scotch-Irish," "Greek Cypriote," and "Bl ack Dutch" were
assigned a single code reflecting their status as unique groups. If a
person reported one of these unique groups in addition to another group
for exanmple, "Scotch-lIrish English," resulting in three terns, that person
recei ved one code for the unique group ("Scotch-Irish") and anot her one for
the remaining group ("English"). If a person reported "English Irish
French,” only English and Irish were coded. Certain combinations of
ancestries where the ancestry group is a part of another, such as "German-
Bavarian," the responses were coded as a single ancestry using the smaller
group ("Bavarian"). Al so, responses such as "Polish-Anerican" or
“Italian-Anmerican" were coded and tabulated as a single entry

("Polish" or "Italian").

The Census Bureau accepted "Anmerican" as a unique ethnicity if it
was given alone, with an anbi guous response, or with State nanes. |f
the respondent listed any other ethnic identity such as "ltalian
American," generally the "American” portion of the response

was not coded. However, distinct groups such as "American

I ndi an," "Mexican Anerican," and "African American" were

coded and identified separately because they represented groups who
consi dered thensel ves different fromthose who reported as

“I'ndian," "Mexican," or "African," respectively.

In all tabul ati ons, when respondents provi ded an unacceptabl e ethnic
identity (for exanple, an uncodeable or unintelligible response such as
"mul ti-national,"” "adopted,” or "I have no idea"), the answer was included
in "Ancestry not reported.”

The tabul ati ons on ancestry are presented using two types of data
presentations--one used total persons as the base, and the other used
total responses as the base. The followi ng are categories shown in the
two data presentations:

Present ati on Based on Persons:

Singl e Ancestries Reported--1Includes all persons who reported only one
ethnic group. Included in this category are persons with nultiple-term
responses such as "Scotch-Irish" who are assigned a single code.

Mul tiple Ancestries Reported--Includes all persons who reported nore than
one group and were assigned two ancestry codes.

Ancestry Uncl assified--Includes all persons who provided a response that
coul d not be assigned an ancestry code because they provided nonsensica
entries or religious responses.

Present ati ons Based on Responses:

Total Ancestries Reported--Includes the total nunmber of ancestries
reported and coded. |f a person reported a multiple ancestry such as
"French Danish," that response was counted twice in the tabul ati ons--once
in the "French" category and again in the "Danish" category. Thus, the



sum of the counts in this type of presentation is not the tota
popul ati on but the total of all responses.

First Ancestry Reported--Includes the first response of all persons who

reported at | east one codeable entry. For exanple, in this category, the
count for "Dani sh" would include all those who reported only Dani sh and

those who reported Danish first and then some other group

Second Ancestry Reported--1ncludes the second response of all persons who
reported a nultiple ancestry. Thus, the count for "Danish" in this
category includes all persons who reported Dani sh as the second response,
regardl ess of the first response provided.

The Census Bureau identified hundreds of ethnic groups in the 1990
census. However, it was inpossible to show information for every group
in all census tabul ati ons because of space constraints. Publications
such as the 1990 CP-2, Social and Economnic Characteristics

and the 1990 CPH 3, Popul ation and Housi ng Characteristics

for Census Tracts and Bl ock Numbering Areas reports show a limted
nunber of groups based on the nunber reported and the advice received
fromexperts. A nore conplete distribution of groups is presented in
the 1990 Sunmary Tape File 4, supplenentary reports, and a specia

subj ect report on ancestry. In addition, groups identified specifically
in the questions on race and Hi spanic origin (for exanple, Japanese,
Laoti an, Mexican, Cuban, and Spaniard), in general, are not shown
separately in ancestry tabul ati ons.

Limtation of the Data--Although some experts consider religious
affiliation a conponent of ethnic identity, the ancestry questi on was not
designed to collect any information concerning religion. The Bureau of the
Census is prohibited fromcollecting information on religion. Thus, if a
religion was given as an answer to the ancestry question, it was coded as
an "OQther" response.

Conparability--A question on ancestry was first asked in

the 1980 census. Although there were no conparable data prior to the
1980 census, related information on ethnicity was collected through
questions on parental birthplace, own birthplace, and | anguage which
were included in previous censuses. Unlike other census questions,
there was no i nputation for nonresponse to the ancestry question

In 1990, respondents were allowed to report nore than one ancestry
group; however, only the first two ancestry groups identified were
coded. In 1980, the Census Bureau attenpted to code a third ancestry
for selected triple-ancestry responses.

New cat egori es such as "Arab" and "West |ndian" were added to the 1990
guestion to neet inportant data needs. The "West |ndian" category excluded
"Hi spani c" groups such as "Puerto Rican" and "Cuban" that were identified
primarily through the question on Hispanic origin. In 1990, the ancestry
group, "Anerican" is recognized and tabulated as a unique ethnicity. In
1980, "Anmerican" was tabul ated but included under the category "Ancestry
not specified."

A major inprovenent in the 1990 census was the use of an automated
codi ng system for ancestry responses. The automated codi ng system used
in the 1990 census greatly reduced the potential for error associated



with a clerical review Specialists with a thorough know edge of the
subj ect matter reviewed, edited, coded, and resolved inconsistent or
i nconpl ete responses.

Cl TI ZENSHI P- - The data on citizenship were derived fromanswers to
questionnaire item 9, which was asked of a sanple of persons.

Citizen--Persons who indicated that they were native-born and foreign-born
persons who indicated that they have becone naturalized. (For nore

i nformati on on native and foreign born, see the discussion under "Place of
Birth.")

There are four categories of citizenship: (1) born in the United
States, (2) born in Puerto Rico, Guam the Virgin Islands of the United
States, or the Commobnweal th of the Northern Mariana |slands, (3) born
abroad of Anerican parents, and (4) citizen by naturalization

Nat uralized Citizen--Foreign-born persons who had conpl eted the
naturalization process at the time of the census and upon whomthe rights
of citizenship had been conferred.

Not a Citizen--Foreign-born persons who were not citizens, including
persons who had begun but not conpleted the naturalization process at the
time of the census.

Limtation of the Data--Evaluation studies conpleted after previous
censuses indicated that sone persons may have reported thensel ves as
citizens although they had not yet attained the status.

Conparability--Sim|ar questions on citizenship were asked in the censuses
of 1820, 1830, 1870, 1890 through 1950, 1970, and 1980. The 1980 questi on
was asked of a sanple of the foreign-born population. In 1990, both native
and foreign-born persons who received the | ong-form questionnaire were
asked to respond to the citizenship question.

EDUCATI ONAL ATTAI NMENT- - Dat a on educational attainment were derived from
answers to questionnaire item 12, which was asked of a sanple of persons.
Data are tabul ated as attai nnent for persons 15 years old and over. Persons
are classified according to the highest |evel of school conpleted or the
hi ghest degree received. The question included instructions to report the
| evel of the previous grade attended or the highest degree received for
persons currently enrolled in school. The question included response
categories which all owed persons to report conpleting the 12th grade

wi t hout receiving a high school diplom, and which instructed respondents
to report as "high school graduate(s)"--persons who received either a high
school diploma or the equivalent, for exanple, passed the Test of Genera
Educati onal Devel opnent (G E.D.), and did not attend college. (On the

M litary Census Report questionnaire, the | owest response category was
"Less than 9th grade.")

Instructions included in the 1990 respondent instruction guide, which
was nailed with the census questionnaire, further specified that
schooling conpleted in foreign or ungraded school systems should be
reported as the equivalent |evel of schooling in the regular Anmerican
system that vocational certificates or diploms from vocational

trade, or business schools or colleges were not to be reported unless
they were coll ege | evel degrees; and that honorary degrees were not to



be reported. The instructions gave "nedicine, dentistry,
chiropractic, optonetry, osteopathic nedicine, pharnmacy, podiatry,
veterinary nedicine, |aw, and theol ogy" as exanples of professiona
school degrees, and specifically excluded "barber school

cosnetol ogy, or other training for a specific trade" fromthe

pr of essi onal school category. The order in which they were |isted
suggested that doctorate degrees were "higher" than professiona
school degrees, which were "higher" than naster's degrees.

Persons who did not report educational attainment were assigned the
attai nment of a person of the same age, race or Spanish origin, and sex
who resided in the sane or a nearby area. Persons who filled nore than
one circle were edited to the highest |evel or degree reported.

Hi gh School Graduate or Higher--Includes persons whose hi ghest degree was a
hi gh school diploma or its equival ent, persons who attended col |l ege or

prof essi onal school, and persons who received a college, university, or

prof essi onal degree. Persons who reported conpleting the 12th grade but not
receiving a diplonma are not included.

Not Enrolled, Not Hi gh School G aduate--Includes persons of conpul sory
school attendance age or above who were not enrolled in school and were not
hi gh school graduates; these persons nmay be taken to be "high schoo
dropouts." There is no restriction on when they "dropped out" of school

and they may have never attended hi gh school

In prior censuses, "Median school years conpl eted" was used as

a sumuary nmeasure of educational attainment. In 1990, the median can
only be cal culated for groups of which less than half the nmenbers have
attended coll ege. "Percent high school graduate or higher" and
"Percent bachelor's degree or higher" are summary neasures which

can be calculated fromthe present data and offer quite readily

i nterpretabl e neasures of differences between popul ati on subgroups. To
make conparisons over tinme, "Percent high school graduate or

hi gher" can be cal cul ated and "Percent bachel or's degree or

hi gher" can be approximted with data from previ ous censuses.

Conparability--From 1840 to 1930, the census neasured educationa

attai nment by nmeans of a basic literacy question. In 1940, a single
question was asked on hi ghest grade of school conpleted. In the censuses of
1950 through 1980, a two-part question asking highest grade of schoo
attended and whether that grade was finished was used to construct highest
grade or year of school conpleted. For persons who have not attended
col l ege, the response categories in the 1990 educational attai nment
qgquestion shoul d produce data which are conparable to data on hi ghest grade
conpleted fromearlier censuses.

The response categories for persons who have attended col |l ege were

nodi fied fromearlier censuses because there was sone anbiguity in
interpreting responses in terns of the number of years of college

conpl eted. For instance, it was not clear whether "conpleted the

fourth year of college," "conpleted the senior year of

coll ege," and "col |l ege graduate" were synonynous. Research

conducted shortly before the census suggests that these terns were nore
distinct in 1990 than in earlier decades, and this change may have
threatened the ability to estimate the nunber of "coll ege

graduates” from the nunber of persons reported as having conpl eted



the fourth or a higher year of college. It was even nore difficult to
make i nferences about post-baccal aureate degrees and "Associ at e"
degrees from hi ghest year of college conpleted. Thus, conparisons of
post - secondary educational attainment in this and earlier censuses
shoul d be nmade with great caution.

In the 1960 and subsequent censuses, persons for whom educati ona

attai nment was not reported were assigned the sane attai nment |evel as
a simlar person whose residence was in the sanme or a nearby area. In
the 1940 and 1950 censuses, persons for whom educati onal attai nment was
not reported were not all ocated.

EMPLOYMENT STATUS--The data on enpl oynent status were derived from answers
to questionnaire itens 21, 25, and 26, which were asked of a sanple of
persons. The series of questions on enploynent status was asked of al
persons 15 years old and over and was designed to identify, in this
sequence: (1) persons who worked at any tinme during the reference week; (2)
persons who did not work during the reference week but who had jobs or

busi nesses from which they were tenporarily absent (excluding layoff); (3)
persons on |ayoff; and (4) persons who did not work during the reference
week, but who were | ooking for work during the |ast four weeks and were
avail able for work during the reference week. (For nore information, see

t he di scussion under "Reference Wek.")

The enpl oynent status data shown in this and other 1990 census

tabul ations relate to persons 16 years old and over. Sone tabul ations
showi ng enpl oynent status, however, include persons 15 years old. By
definition, these persons are classified as "Not in Labor

Force.". In the 1940, 1950, and 1960 censuses, enploynment status

data were presented for persons 14 years old and over. The change in
the universe was nmade in 1970 to agree with the official nmeasurenment of
the | abor force as revised in January 1967 by the U. S. Departnent of
Labor. The 1970 census was the |l ast to show enpl oynent data for persons
14 and 15 years ol d.

Enmpl oyed--All civilians 16 years old and over who were either (1) "at
wor k" --those who did any work at all during the reference week as
pai d enmpl oyees, worked in their own business or profession, worked on
their owmn farm or worked 15 hours or nore as unpaid workers on a
famly farmor in a famly business; or (2) were "with a job but not
at work"--those who did not work during the reference week but had

j obs or businesses fromwhich they were tenporarily absent due to
illness, bad weather, industrial dispute, vacation, or other persona
reasons. Excluded fromthe enployed are persons whose only activity
consi sted of work around the house or unpaid volunteer work for
religious, charitable, and simlar organizations; also excluded are
persons on active duty in the United States Arnmed Forces.

Unenpl oyed--All civilians 16 years old and over are classified as

unenpl oyed if they (1) were neither "at work"™ nor "with a job but not at
wor k" during the reference week, and (2) were |ooking for work

during the last 4 weeks, and (3) were available to accept a job. Also

i ncluded as unenpl oyed are civilians who did not work at all during the
reference week and were waiting to be called back to a job from which
they had been laid off. Exanples of job seeking activities are:



Regi stering at a public or private enploynent office
Meeting with prospective enpl oyers

I nvestigating possibilities for starting a professiona
practice or opening a business

Pl aci ng or answering advertisenents
Witing letters of application
Bei ng on a union or professional register

Civilian Labor Force--Consists of persons classified as enpl oyed or
unenpl oyed in accordance with the criteria described above.

Experi enced Unenpl oyed--These are unenpl oyed persons who have worked at any
time in the past.

Experienced Civilian Labor Force--Consists of the enployed and the
experienced unenpl oyed.

Labor Force--All persons classified in the civilian |Iabor force plus
menbers of the U S. Armed Forces (persons on active duty with the United
States Arny, Air Force, Navy, Marine Corps, or Coast Guard).

Not in Labor Force--All persons 16 years old and over who are not
classified as nmenbers of the labor force. This category consists mainly of
students, housew ves, retired workers, seasonal workers enunerated in an
of f season who were not |ooking for work, institutionalized persons, and
persons doing only incidental unpaid famly work (less than 15 hours
during the reference week).

Wor ker--This term appears in connection with several subjects: journey-to-
work itens, class of worker, weeks worked in 1989, and nunber of workers in
famly in 1989. Its neaning varies and, therefore, should be determn ned

in each case by referring to the definition of the subject in which it
appears.

Actual Hours Worked Last Week--Al|l persons who reported working during the
reference week were asked to report in questionnaire item 21b the nunber of
hours that they worked. The statistics on hours worked pertain to the
nunber of hours actually worked at all jobs, and do not necessarily reflect
the nunber of hours typically or usually worked or the schedul ed nunber of
hours. The concept of "actual hours" differs fromthat of "usua

hours" descri bed bel ow. The nunber of persons who worked only a

smal | nunber of hours is probably understated since such persons

someti nes consi der thenselves as not working. Respondents were asked to

i nclude overtime or extra hours worked, but to exclude |unch hours,

sick |l eave, and vacation |eave

Limtation of the Data--The census may understate the nunmber of enpl oyed
persons because persons who have irregular, casual, or unstructured jobs
sonmetines report thensel ves as not working. The nunber of enployed persons
"at work" is probably overstated in the census (and conversely, the

nunber of enployed "with a job, but not at work" is understated)

since sone persons on vacation or sick | eave erroneously reported



t hemsel ves as working. This problem has no effect on the total numnber
of enpl oyed persons. The reference week for the enploynent data is not
the sane for all persons. Since persons can change their enpl oynent
status from one week to another, the lack of a uniformreference week
may nmean that the enploynent data do not reflect the reality of the
enpl oynent situation of any given week. (For nore information, see the
di scussi on under "Reference Wek.")

Conparability--The questionnaire itens and enpl oynent status concepts for
the 1990 census are essentially the same as those used in the 1980 and 1970
censuses. However, these concepts differ in many respects fromthose
associated with the 1950 and 1960 censuses.

Si nce enploynent data fromthe census are obtained fromrespondents in
househol ds, they differ fromstatistics based on reports from

i ndi vi dual busi ness establishnments, farmenterprises, and certain
government prograns. Persons enployed at nore than one job are counted
only once in the census and are classified according to the job at

whi ch they worked the greatest nunmber of hours during the reference
week. In statistics based on reports from busi ness and farm
establ i shnments, persons who work for nore than one establishment may be
counted nore than once. Mdreover, sone tabul ations may exclude private
househol d workers, unpaid famly workers, and sel f-enpl oyed persons,
but may include workers | ess than 16 years of age.

An additional difference in the data arises fromthe fact that persons
who had a job but were not at work are included with the enployed in
the census statistics, whereas many of these persons are likely to be
excl uded from enpl oynent figures based on establishnent payrol

reports. Furthernore, the enpl oynent status data in census tabul ations
i ncl ude persons on the basis of place of residence regardl ess of where
they work, whereas establishment data report persons at their place of
wor k regardl ess of where they live. This latter consideration is
particularly significant when conparing data for workers who conmute
bet ween areas.

Census data on actual hours worked during the reference week may differ
fromdata from ot her sources. The census measures hours actually

wor ked, whereas some surveys neasure hours paid for by enpl oyers.
Conparability of census actual hours worked data nmay al so be affected
by the nature of the reference week (see "Reference Week").

For several reasons, the unenployment figures of the Census Bureau are
not conparable with published figures on unenpl oynment conpensation
clainms. For exanple, figures on unenploynment conpensation clainms

excl ude persons who have exhausted their benefit rights, new workers
who have not earned rights to unenpl oynment insurance, and persons

| osing jobs not covered by unenpl oyment insurance systens (including
sone workers in agriculture, domestic services, and religious

organi zations, and sel f-enployed and unpaid fam |y workers). In
addition, the qualifications for draw ng unenpl oynent conpensati on
differ fromthe definition of unenploynment used by the Census Bureau.
Persons working only a few hours during the week and persons with a job
but not at work are sonetinmes eligible for unenpl oyment conpensation
but are classified as "Enployed" in the census. Differences in

t he geographi cal distribution of unenploynment data arise because the



pl ace where clains are filed may not necessarily be the sanme as the
pl ace of residence of the unenpl oyed worker

The figures on enploynent status fromthe decennial census are
generally conparable with simlar data collected in the Current
Popul ati on Survey. However, sone difference nay exist because of
variations in enuneration and processing techniques.

FERTI LI TY--The data on fertility (also referred to as "children ever born")
were derived fromanswers to questionnaire item 20, which was asked of a
sanpl e of wonen 15 years old and over regardl ess of marital status.
Stillbirths, stepchildren, and adopted children were excluded fromthe
nunber of children ever born. Ever-married wonmen were instructed to include
all children born to them before and during their nost recent marriage,
children no longer living, and children away from hone, as well as children
who were still living in the hone. Never-married wonen were instructed to
include all children born to them

Data are nost frequently presented in ternms of the aggregate nunber of
children ever born to wonen in the specified category and in terns of

the rate per 1,000 wonen. For purposes of cal cul ating the aggregate,

t he open-ended response category, "12 or nore" is assigned a value of 13.

Limtation of the Data--Although the data are assunmed to be |l ess conplete
for out-of-wedlock births than for births occurring within marriage,

conpari sons of 1980 census data on the fertility of single women with other
census sources and administrative records indicate that no significant

di fferences were found between different data sources; that is, 1980 census
data on children ever born to single women were conplete with no
significant understatenents of childbearing.

Conparability--The wordi ng of the question on children ever born was the
same in 1990 as in 1980. In 1970, however, the question on children ever
born was asked of all ever-married wonen but only of never-nmarried wonen
who received sel f-adni nistered questionnaires. Therefore, rates and nunbers
of children ever born to single wonen in 1970 nmay be understated. Data
presented for children ever born to ever-married wonen are conparabl e

for the 1990 census and all previous censuses containing this question

GROUP QUARTERS- - Al | persons not living in households are classified by the
Census Bureau as living in group quarters. Two general categories of
persons in group quarters are recogni zed:

(1) institutionalized persons and
(2) other persons in group quarters (also referred to as
"noni nstitutional group quarters").

Institutionalized Persons--Includes persons under formally authorized,
supervi sed care or custody in institutions at the tinme of enuneration. Such
persons are classified as "patients or inmates" of an institution

regardl ess of the availability of nursing or nmedical care, the I ength of
stay, or the nunber of persons in the institution. Generally,
institutionalized persons are restricted to the institutional buildings and
grounds (or must have passes or escorts to |eave) and thus have limted
interaction with the surrounding community. Also, they are generally under
the care of trained staff who have responsibility for their safekeeping and
super vi si on.



Type of Institution--The type of institution was determ ned as part of
census enuneration activities. For institutions which specialize in only
one specific type of service, all patients or inmtes were given the sane
classification. For institutions which had nmultiple types of mgjor

ser

vices (usually general hospitals and Veterans' Adm nistration

hospital s), patients were classified according to sel ected types of wards.

For exanple, in psychiatric wards of hospitals, patients were classified in
"mental (psychiatric) hospitals"; in hospital wards for persons with
chroni c di seases, patients were classified in "hospitals for the
chronically ill." Each patient or inmate was classified in only one type of

institution. Institutions include the follow ng types:

Correctional Institutions--Includes prisons, Federa

detention centers, military stockades and jails, police |ockups,
hal fway houses, local jails, and other confinement facilities,

i ncl udi ng work farns.

Pri sons--Were persons convicted of crimes serve their
sentences. I n sone census products, the prisons are classified by two
types of control

(1) "Federal" (operated by the Bureau of Prisons of the Departnent
of Justice) and (2) "State." Residents who are crimnally insane were
classified on the basis of where they resided at the tinme of
enuneration: (1) in institutions (or hospital wards) operated by
departnents of correction or simlar agencies; or

(2) ininstitutions operated by departments of nental health or
sim |l ar agencies.

Federal Detention Centers--QOperated by the Inm gration

and Naturalization Service (INS) and the Bureau of Prisons. These
facilities include detention centers used by the Park Police; Bureau of
Indian Affairs Detention Centers; INS Centers, such as the INS Federa
Alien Detention Facility; INS Processing Centers; and INS Contract
Detention Centers used to detain aliens under exclusion or deportation
proceedi ngs, as well as those aliens who have not been placed into
proceedi ngs, such as custodial required departures; and INS Detention
Centers operated within local jails, and State and Federal prisons.

MIlitary Stockades, Jails--Operated by military police
and used to hold persons awaiting trial or convicted of violating
military | aws.

Local Jails and Ot her Confinenent Facilities--Includes

facilities operated by counties and cities that primarily hold persons
beyond arrai gnment, usually for nore than 48 hours. Also included in
this category are work farns used to hold persons awaiting trial or
serving time on relatively short sentences and jails run by private
busi nesses under contract for |ocal governnents (but not by

St ate governments).

Pol i ce Lockups--Tenporary-holding facilities operated
by county and city police that hold persons for 48 hours or less only
if they have not been formally charged in court.



Hal f way Houses--Operated for correctional purposes and include
probation and restitution centers, pre- release centers, and
comuni ty-residential centers.

Ot her Types of Correctional Institutions--Privately
operated correctional facilities and correctional facilities
specifically for al cohol/drug abuse.

Nur si ng Homes-- Conpri ses a heterogeneous group of places. The mpjority
of patients are elderly, although persons who require nursing care
because of chronic physical conditions may be found in these hones
regardl ess of their age. Included in this category are skilled-nursing
facilities, internediate-care facilities, long-termcare roons in wards
or buildings on the grounds of hospitals, or long-termcare

rooms/ nursing wings in congregate housing facilities.

Al so included are nursing, conval escent, and rest hones, such as
soldiers', sailors', veterans', and fraternal or religious honmes for
the aged, with or without nursing care. In sone census products,
nursing homes are classified by type of ownership as "Federal,"
"State," "Private not-for-profit," and "Private for

profit.”

Mental (Psychiatric) Hospital s--Includes hospitals or

wards for the crimnally insane not operated by a prison, and

psychi atric wards of general hospitals and veterans' hospitals.
Patients receive supervised nedical/nursing care fromfornally-trained
staff. In sone census products, mental hospitals are classified by type
of ownership as "Federal," "State or local,"”

"Private," and "Omership not known."

Hospitals for Chronically IIl--Includes hospitals for

patients who require long-termcare, including those in nmlitary
hospitals and wards for the chronically ill located on mlitary bases;
or other hospitals or wards for the chronically ill, which include
tubercul osis hospitals or wards, wards in general and Veterans

Admi nistration hospitals for the chronically ill, neurol ogical wards,
hospi ces, wards for patients with Hansen's Di sease (| eprosy) and ot her
i ncurabl e di seases, and other unspecified wards for the chronically
ill. Patients who had no usual home el sewhere were enumerated as part
of the institutional population in the wards of general and mlitary
hospitals. Mdst hospital patients are at the hospital tenporarily and
were enunerated at their usual place of residence. (For nore

i nformati on, see "Wards in General and Mlitary Hospitals for

Pati ents Who Have No Usual Home El sewhere.")

School s, Hospitals, or Wards for the Mentally Retarded--Includes those
institutions such as wards in hospitals for the mentally retarded, and
intermedi ate-care facilities for the nentally retarded that provide
supervi sed nedical/nursing care fromformally-trained staff. In sonme
census products, this category is classified by type of ownership as
"Federal ," "State or local," "Private," and "Oamership not known."
School s, Hospitals, or Wards for the Physically Handi capped--1ncl udes
three types of institutions: institutions for the blind, those for the
deaf, and orthopedic wards and institutions for the physically

handi capped. Institutions for persons with speech problens are
classified with "institutions for the deaf."” The category "orthopedic



wards and institutions for the physically handi capped” includes those
institutions providing relatively long-termcare to accident victinmns,
and to persons with polio, cerebral palsy, and nuscul ar dystrophy. In
sone census products, this category is classified by type of ownership
as "Public," "Private," and "Omership not known."

Hospital s, and Wards for Drug/ Al cohol Abuse--Includes hospitals, and
hospital wards in psychiatric and general hospitals. These facilities
are equi pped nedically and designed for the diagnosis and treatnent of
medi cal or psychiatric illnesses associated with al cohol or drug abuse.
Patients receive supervised nedical care fromformally-trained staff.

Wards in General and MIlitary Hospitals for Patients Wo

Have No Usual Hone El sewhere--Includes maternity, neonat al

pediatric (including wards for boarder babies), nmlitary, and surgica
wards of hospitals, and wards for persons with infectious di seases.

Juvenile Institutions--Includes homes, schools, and other institutions
provi ding care for children (short- or long-termcare). Juvenile
institutions include the follow ng types:

Homes for Abused, Dependent, and Negl ected Chil dren--1ncludes
or phanages and other institutions which provide long-termcare
(usually nore than 30 days) for children. This category

is classified in sone census products by type of ownership as
“Public" and "Private."

Resi dential Treatnent Centers--1ncludes those institutions which
primarily serve children who, by clinical diagnosis, are noderately
or seriously disturbed enotionally. Also, these institutions provide
|l ong-termtreatnent services, usually supervised or directed by a
psychi atri st.

Trai ni ng Schools for Juvenile Delinquents--1Includes residentia
trai ning schools or honmes, and industrial schools, canps, or farns for
juvenile delinquents.

Public Trai ning Schools for Juvenile Delinquents--Usually operated by
a State agency (for example, departnment of welfare, corrections, or a
youth authority). Some are operated by county and city governnents.
These public training schools are specialized institutions serving
del i nquent children, generally between the ages of 10 and 17 years
old, all of whomare cormitted by the courts.

Private Training School s--Operated under private auspices. Sone of the
children they serve are conmitted by the courts as delinquents. OQhers
are referred by parents or social agencies because of delinquent

behavi or. One difference between private and public training schools
is that, by their adm nistrative policy, private schools have contro
over their selection and intake.

Detention Centers--Includes institutions providing short-termcare (usually
30 days or less) primarily for delinquent children pending disposition of
their cases by a court. This category also covers diagnhostic centers. In
practice, such institutions may be caring for both delinquent and negl ected
chil dren pendi ng court disposition



O her Persons in Group Quarters (also referred to as "noninstitutiona
group quarters")--Includes all persons who live in group quarters other
than institutions. Persons who live in the following living quarters are
classified as "other persons in group quarters"” when there are 10

or nore unrelated persons living in the unit; otherw se, these living
quarters are classified as housing units.

Room ng Houses--1ncludes persons residing in room ng and boardi ng houses
and living in quarters with 10 or nore unrel ated persons.

Group Homes--1ncludes "comunity-based hones" that provide care and
supportive services. Such places include homes for the nmentally ill,
mental ly retarded, and physically handi capped; drug/al cohol hal fway houses;
communes; and maternity hones for unwed nothers.

Homes for the Mentally Ill--Includes comunity-based hones that provide
care primarily for the nmentally ill. In some data products, this category
is classified by type of ownership as "Federal ," "State," "Private," and
"Omnership not known." Hones which combine treatnment of the physically
handi capped with treatnment of the nentally ill are counted as hones for the
mentally ill.

Homes for the Mentally Retarded--1ncludes conmunity-based honmes that
provide care primarily for the nmentally retarded. Homes which conbi ne
treatment of the physically handi capped with treatnment of the nentally
retarded are counted as honmes for the nentally retarded. This category is
classified by type of ownership in sonme census products, as "Federal, k"
"State," "Private," or "Ownership not known."

Homes for the Physically Handi capped--1Includes comrunity-based hones for
the blind, for the deaf, and other comrunity-based hones for the physically
handi capped. Persons with speech problens are classified with hones for the
deaf. In sonme census products, this category is classified by type of
ownership as "Public," "Private," or "Owership not known."

Homes or Hal fway Houses for Drug/ Al cohol Abuse--1ncludes persons with no
usual home el sewhere in places that provide conmunity-based care and
supportive services to persons suffering froma drug/al cohol addiction and
to recovering alcoholics and drug abusers. Pl aces providing conmunity-based
care for drug and al cohol abusers include group hones, detoxification
centers, quarterway houses (residential treatnent facilities that work
closely with accredited hospitals), hal fway houses, and recovery homes for
anbul atory, nmentally conpetent recovering al coholics and drug abusers

who nay be re-entering the work force.

Mat ernity Homes for Unwed Mbthers--1ncludes persons with no usual hone

el sewhere in places that provide donestic care for unwed nothers and their
children. These hones may provide social services and post-natal care
within the facility, or nay make arrangenents for wonmen to receive such
services in the conmunity. Nursing services are usually available in the
facility.

O her Group Hones--1ncludes persons with no usual honme el sewhere in
communes, foster care hones, and job corps centers with 10 or nore

unrel ated persons. These types of places provide comrunal |iving quarters,
generally for persons who have fornmed their own comunity in which they
have comon interests and often share or own property jointly.



Rel i gi ous Group Quarters--Includes, primarily, group quarters for nuns
teaching in parochial schools and for priests living in rectories. It also
i ncl udes ot her convents and nonasteries, except those associated with a
general hospital or an institution.

Col | ege Quarters O f Canpus--Includes privately-owned roonm ng and boardi ng
houses off canpus, if the place is reserved exclusively for occupancy by
col l ege students and if there are 10 or nore unrel ated persons. In census
products, persons in this category are classified as living in a college
dormitory.

Persons residing in certain other types of |living arrangenents are
classified as living in "noninstitutional group quarters" regardl ess of the
nunber of people sharing the unit. These include persons residing in the
foll owing types of group quarters:

Col |l ege Dornitories--1ncludes college students in

dormitories (provided the dormtory is restricted to students who do
not have their fanmlies living with them, fraternity and sorority
houses, and on-canpus residential quarters used exclusively for those
inreligious orders who are attendi ng college. Students in

privatel y-owned roonm ng and boardi ng houses off canpus are al so
included, if the place is reserved exclusively for occupancy by

col |l ege-level students and if there are 10 or nore unrel ated persons.

Mlitary Quarters--Includes mlitary personnel living

in barracks and dornitories on base, in transient quarters on base for
tenporary residents (both civilian and nmilitary), and on military

shi ps. However, patients in mlitary hospitals receiving treatnment for
chroni c di seases or who had no usual hone el sewhere, and persons bei ng
held in mlitary stockades were included as part of the institutiona
popul ati on.

Agriculture Workers' Dormitories--Includes persons in
m gratory farm workers' canps on farns, bunkhouses for ranch hands, and
other dormitories on farnms, such as those on "tree farns."

O her Workers' Dormitories--1ncludes persons in |ogging

canps, construction workers' canps, firehouse dormtories, job-training
canps, energy enclaves (Alaska only), and nonfarm m gratory workers
canps (for exanple, workers in mneral and m ning canps).

Emergency Shelters for Honmel ess Persons (with sl eeping

facilities) and Visible in Street Locations--1ncludes persons

enuner ated during the "Shelter-and-Street-N ght" operation primarily on
March 20-21, 1990. Enunerators were instructed not to ask if a person
was "honeless.” If a person was at one of the |ocations bel ow on March
20-21, the person was counted as descri bed below (For nore information
on the "Shelter-and-Street-Ni ght" operation, see Appendix D, Collection
and Processing Procedures.) This category is divided into four

cl assifications:

Emergency Shelters for Homel ess Persons (with sl eeping
facilities)--Includes persons who stayed overni ght on March 20,
1990, in permanent and tenporary energency housing, m ssions,
hotel s/ motel s, and fl ophouses charging $12 or |ess (excluding taxes)



per night; Salvation Arny shelters, hotels, and notels used
entirely for honel ess persons regardl ess of the nightly rate
charged; roons in hotels and notels used partially for the

honel ess; and simlar places known to have persons who have no usua
home el sewhere staying overnight. If not shown separately, shelters
and group homes that provide tenporary sleeping facilities for
runaway, hegl ected, and honel ess children are included in this
category in data products.

Shelters for Runaway, Neglected, and Honel ess Chil dren--1ncludes
shel ters/ group hones which provide tenporary sleeping facilities for
juvenil es.

Visible in Street Locations--Includes street blocks and open public

| ocati ons designated before March 20, 1990, by city and comunity officials
as places where the honel ess congregate at night. Al persons found at
predesi gnated street sites from2 a.m to 4 a.m and | eaving abandoned or
boarded-up buildings from4 a.m to 8 a.m on March 21, 1990, were
enunerated during "street" enuneration, except persons in uniformsuch as
police and persons engaged i n obvi ous noney-nmaking activities other than
beggi ng or panhandling. Enunmerators were instructed not to ask if a

person was "honel ess. "

Thi s cannot be considered a conplete count of all persons living on the
streets because those who were so well hidden that |ocal people did not
know where to find themwere likely to have been m ssed as were persons
nmovi ng about or in places not identified by local officials. It is also
possi bl e that persons with homes coul d have been included in the count
of "visible in street locations" if they were present when the
enunerator did the enuneration of a particular block

Predesi gnated street sites include street corners, parks, bridges,
persons energi ng from abandoned and boarded-up buil di ngs, nonconmercia
canpsites (tent cities), all-night novie theaters, all-night
restaurants, energency hospital waiting rooms, train stations,

ai rports, bus depots, and subway stations.

Shelters for Abused Wonen (Shelters Agai nst Domestic Violence or Famly
Crisis Centers)--lncludes conmunity-based homes or shelters that provide
domciliary care for wonen who have sought shelter fromfamly violence and
who nmay have been physically abused. Most shelters also provide care for
children of abused wonmen. These shelters may provide social services,
nmeal s, psychiatric treatnment, and counseling. In some census products,
"shelters for abused wonen" are included in the category "other

noni nstitutional group quarters.”

Dormtories for Nurses and Interns in General and Mlitary
Hospi tal s--I1ncludes group quarters for nurses and other staff
menbers. It excludes patients.

Crews of Maritinme Vessels--Includes officers, crew nenbers, and passengers
of maritinme U S. flag vessels. Al ocean-going and Great Lakes ships are
i ncl uded.

Staff Residents of Institutions--Includes staff residing in group quarters
on institutional grounds who provide formally-authorized, supervised care
or custody for the institutionalized popul ation.



O her Nonhousehol d Living Situations--Includes persons with no usual home
el sewhere enunerated during transient or "T-N ght" enuneration at YMCA s
YWCA' s, youth hostels, commercial and governnent-run canpgrounds,
canpgrounds at racetracks, fairs, and carnivals, and sinilar transient
sites.

Living Quarters for Victins of Natural Disasters--Includes |iving quarters
for persons tenporarily displaced by natural disasters.

Limtation of the Data--Two types of errors can occur in the classification
of "types of group quarters":

M scl assification of Goup Quarters--During the 1990 Special Place
Preli st operation, the enunmerator determ ned the type of group quarters
associated with each special place in their assignhnment. The enunerator
used the Al phabetical Group Quarters Code List and Index to the

Al phabetical G oup Quarters Code List to assign a two-digit code

nunber followed by either an "I," for institutional, or an

"N," for noninstitutional to each group quarters. In 1990,

unaccept abl e group quarter codes were edited. (For nore information on
edi ti ng of unacceptable data, see Appendi x C, Accuracy of the Data.)

No Cl assification (unknowns)--The inputation rate for type of
institution was higher in 1980 (23.5 percent) than in 1970 (3.3
percent). |nprovenents were made to the 1990 Al phabetical Group
Quarters Code List; that is, the inclusion of nore group quarters
categories and an "lIndex to the Al phabetical G oup Quarters Code
List." (For nmore information on the allocation rates for Type of
Institution, see the allocation rates in 1990 CP-1, Cenera

Popul ati on Characteristics.)

In previous censuses, allocation rates for denographic characteristics
(such as age, sex, race, and marital status) of the institutional

popul ation were simlar to those for the total population. The allocation
rates for sanple characteristics such as school enrollment, highest grade
conpl eted, inconme, and veteran status for the institutional and

noni nstitutional group quarters popul ati on have been substantially higher
t han the popul ation in households at |east as far back as the 1960 census.
The data, however, have historically presented a reasonable picture of the
institutional and noninstitutional group quarters popul ation.

Shelter and Street Night (S-Night)--For the 1990 census "Shelter-and-
Street-Night" operation, persons well hidden, nmoving about, or in |ocations
enunerators did not visit were likely to be missed. The nunber of people

m ssed will never be known; thus, the 1990 census cannot be considered to
include a definitive count of America's total honel ess population. It does,
however, give an idea of relative differences anong areas of the country.

O her conponents were counted as part of regular census procedures.

The count of persons in shelters and visible on the street could have
been affected by nany factors. How nmuch the factors affected the count
can never be answered definitively, but some el ements include:

How wel | enumerators were trained and how well they foll owed
procedures.



How well the list of shelter and street |ocations given to the
Census Bureau by the | ocal government reflected the actual places that
honel ess persons stay at night.

Cities were encouraged to open tenporary shelters for census night,

and many did that and actively encouraged people to enter the shelters.
Thus, people who may have been on the street otherwi se were in shelters
the night of March 20, so that the ratio of shelter-to-street

popul ation could be different than usual

The weat her, which was unusually cold in sone parts of the country,
could affect how likely people were to seek energency shelter or to be
nmore hidden than usual if they stayed outdoors.

The nedia occasionally interfered with the ability to do the count.

How honel ess peopl e perceived the census and whether they wanted to
be counted or feared the census and hid fromit.

The Census Bureau conducted two assessnents of Shelter and Street

Night: (1) the quality of the lists of shelters used for the

Shel ter-and- Street-N ght operation, and (2) how well procedures were
foll owed by census- takers for the street count in parts of five cities
(Chi cago, Los Angel es, New Ol eans, New York, and Phoenix). Information
about these two assessments is available fromthe Chief, Center for
Survey Met hods Research, Bureau of the Census, Washington, DC 20233.

Conparability--For the 1990 census, the definition of institutionalized
persons was revised so that the definition of "care" only includes persons
under organi zed nmedi cal or formally-authorized, supervised care or
custody. As a result of this change to the institutional definition

mat ernity honmes are classified as noninstitutional rather than
institutional group quarters as in previous censuses. The follow ng
types of other group quarters are classified as institutional rather
than noninstitutional group quarters: "halfway houses (operated for
correctional purposes)" and "wards in general and mlitary

hospitals for patients who have no usual honme el sewhere,"” which

i ncludes maternity, neonatal, pediatric, mlitary, and surgical wards
of hospitals, other-purpose wards of hospitals, and wards for

i nfectious di seases. These changes should not significantly affect the
conparability of data with earlier censuses because of the relatively
smal | nunber of persons involved.

As in 1980, 10 or nore unrel ated persons living together were
classified as living in noninstitutional group quarters. In 1970, the
criteria was six or nore unrel ated persons.

Several changes al so have occurred in the identification of specific
types of group quarters. For the first tinme, the 1990 census identifies
separately the follow ng types of correctional institutions: persons in
hal f way houses (operated for correctional purposes), mlitary stockades
and jails, and police |ockups. In 1990, tuberculosis hospitals or wards
are included with hospitals for the chronically ill; in 1980, they were
shown separately. For 1990, the noninstitutional group quarters
category, "Group homes" is further classified as: group hones for
drug/ al cohol abuse; maternity hones (for unwed nothers), group hones
for the nmentally ill, group hones for the nmentally retarded, and group



honmes for the physically handi capped. Persons living in conmunes,
foster-care hones, and job corps centers are classified with "O her
group homes" only if 10 or nore unrel ated persons share the unit;
ot herwi se, they are classified as housing units.

In 1990, workers' dormtories were classified as group quarters

regardl ess of the nunber of persons sharing the dorm In 1980, 10 or
nore unrel ated persons had to share the dormfor it to be classified as
a group quarters. In 1960, data on persons in mlitary barracks were
shown only for men. In subsequent censuses, they include both nen and
wonen.

In 1990 census data products, the phrase "inmates of institutions" was
changed to "institutionalized persons." Also, persons living in

noni nstitutional group quarters were referred to as "other persons in group
quarters," and the phrase "staff residents" was used for staff living in
institutions.

In 1990, there are additional institutional categories and noninstitutiona
group quarters categories conpared with the 1980 census. The institutiona
categories added include "hospitals and wards for drug/al cohol abuse" and
"mlitary hospitals for the chronically ill." The noninstitutional group
quarters categories added include enmergency shelters for honel ess persons;
shelters for runaway, negl ected, and honel ess children; shelters for abused
worren; and visible-in-street |ocations. Each of these noninstitutiona
group quarters categories was enunerated on March 20-21, 1990, during the
"Shel ter-and-Street-Ni ght" operation. (For nore information on

the "Shelter-and-Street-Ni ght" operation, see Appendix D, Collection and
Processi ng Procedures.)

HI SPANI C ORI GI N- - The data on Spani sh/Hi spanic origin were derived from
answers to questionnaire item7, which was asked of all persons. Persons of
Hi spanic origin are those who classified thenselves in one of the

specific Hispanic origin categories listed on the questionnaire--"Mxican,"
"Puerto Rican," or "Cuban"--as well as those who indicated that they were
of "ot her Spanish/Hi spanic" origin. Persons of "Other Spanish/Hispanic"
origin are those whose origins are from Spain, the Spani sh-speaking
countries of Central or South America, or the Dom nican Republic, or they
are persons of Hispanic origin identifying thenselves generally as Spanish,
Spani sh- Ameri can, Hi spanic, H spano, Latino, and so on. Wite-in responses
to the "other Spanish/Hi spanic" category were coded only for sanple data.

Oigin can be viewed as the ancestry, nationality group, |ineage, or
country of birth of the person or the person's parents or ancestors
before their arrival in the United States. Persons of Hi spanic origin
may be of any race.

Sone tabul ati ons are shown by the Hispanic origin of the househol der
In all cases where households, fanmilies, or occupied housing units are
classified by Hispanic origin, the Hispanic origin of the househol der
is used. (See the discussion of househol der under "Household Type

and Rel ationship.")

During direct interviews conducted by enunerators, if a person could
not provide a single origin response, he or she was asked to sel ect,
based on self-identification, the group which best described his or her
origin or descent. If a person could not provide a single group, the



origin of the person's nother was used. If a single group could not be
provi ded for the person's nmother, the first origin reported by the
person was used.

I f any househol d nenber failed to respond to the Spani sh/ Hi spanic
origin question, a response was assi gned by the conmputer according to
the reported entries of other household nenbers by using specific rules
of precedence of household relationship. In the processing of sanple
guestionnaires, responses to other questions on the questionnaire, such
as ancestry and place of birth, were used to assign an origin before
any reference was made to the origin reported by other household
menbers. |If an origin was not entered for any household nenber, an
origin was assigned from anot her household according to the race of the
househol der. This procedure is a variation of the general inputation
process described in Appendi x C, Accuracy of the Data.

Conparability--There may be differences between the total Hispanic origin
popul ati on based on 100-percent tabul ations and sanpl e tabul ati ons. Such
differences are the result of sanpling variability, nonsanpling error

and nore extensive edit procedures for the Spanish/Hi spanic origin item
on the sanple questionnaires. (For nore information on sanpling
variability and nonsanpling error, see Appendix C, Accuracy of the

Dat a. )

The 1990 data on Hispanic origin are generally conparable with those
for the 1980 census. However, there are sonme differences in the format
of the Hispanic origin question between the two censuses. For 1990, the
word "descent” was deleted fromthe 1980 wording. In addition

the term "Mexi can- Aner." used in 1980 was shortened further to
"Mexican-Am " to reduce misreporting (of "Anerican") in

this category detected in the 1980 census. Finally, the 1990 question
al l oned those who reported as "ot her Spanish/Hi spanic" to wite

in their specific Hispanic origin group

M sreporting in the "Mexican-Aner." category of the 1980 census

item on Spani sh/Hispanic origin my affect the conparability of 1980
and 1990 census data for persons of Hi spanic origin for certain areas
of the country. An evaluation of the 1980 census item on
Spani sh/ Hi spanic origin indicated that there was mi sreporting in the
Mexi can origin category by Wiite and Bl ack persons in certain areas.
The study results showed evidence that the misreporting occurred in the
Sout h (excludi ng Texas), the Northeast (excluding the New York City
area), and a few States in the M dwest Region. Also, results based on
avail abl e data suggest that the inpact of possible nisreporting of

Mexi can origin in the 1980 census was severe in those portions of the
above-nenti oned regi ons where the Hispanic origin populati on was
general ly sparse. However, national 1980 census data on the Mexican
origin population or total Hispanic origin population at the nationa

| evel was not seriously affected by the reporting problem (For a nore
det ail ed di scussion of the evaluation of the 1980 census
Spani sh/ Hi spanic origin item see the 1980 census Suppl enentary
Reports.)

The 1990 and 1980 census data on the Hispanic popul ati on are not
directly conparable with 1970 Spanish origin data because of a number
of factors: (1) overall inprovenents in the 1980 and 1990 censuses, (2)
better coverage of the population, (3) inproved question designs, and



(4) an effective public relations canpai gn by the Census Bureau with
t he assistance of national and community ethnic groups.

Speci fic changes in question design between the 1980 and 1970 censuses

i ncluded the placenent of the category "No, not Spani sh/ H spanic"

as the first category in that question. (The correspondi ng category
appeared last in the 1970 question.) Also, the 1970 category

“Central or South Anmerican" was del eted because in 1970 sone

respondents msinterpreted the category; furthernore, the designations
"Mexi can- Ameri can" and " Chi cano" were added to the Spani sh/Hi spanic origin
question in 1980. In the 1970 census, the question on Spanish origin was
asked of only a 5-percent sanple of the population

HOUSEHOLD TYPE AND RELATI ONSHI P

Househol d- - A househol d includes all the persons who occupy a housing unit.
A housing unit is a house, an apartnent, a nobile hone, a group of roons,
or a single roomthat is occupied (or if vacant, is intended for occupancy)
as separate living quarters. Separate living quarters are those in which
the occupants |ive and eat separately from any other persons in the
bui | di ng and which have direct access fromthe outside of the building or

t hrough a common hall. The occupants may be a single famly, one person
living alone, two or nore famlies living together, or any other group of
related or unrel ated persons who share living arrangenents.

In 100-percent tabul ati ons, the count of househol ds or househol ders
al ways equal s the count of occupied housing units. In sanple tabulations,
the nunbers may differ as a result of the weighting process.

Persons Per Househol d-- A nmeasure obtai ned by dividing the nunber of persons
i n househol ds by the nunber of households (or householders). In cases where
persons in households are cross-classified by race or H spanic origin,
persons in the household are classified by the race or Hispanic origin of

t he househol der rather than the race or Hispanic origin of each individual

Rel ati onshi p to Househol der

Househol der--The data on rel ationship to househol der were derived from
answers to questionnaire item 2, which was asked of all persons in housing
units. One person in each household is designated as the householder. In
nost cases, this is the person, or one of the persons, in whose nane the
home i s owned, being bought, or rented and who is listed in colum 1 of
the census questionnaire. If there is no such person in the househol d,

any adult househol d nenber 15 years old and over could be designated as

t he househol der.

Househol ds are classified by type according to the sex of the
househol der and the presence of relatives. Two types of househol ders
are distinguished: a fam |y househol der and a nonfam |y househol der. A
fam |y househol der is a householder living with one or nobre persons
related to himor her by birth, marriage, or adoption. The househol der
and all persons in the household related to himor her are famly
menbers. A nonfam |y househol der is a householder living alone or with
nonrel ati ves only.



Spouse--Includes a person narried to and living with a househol der. This
category includes persons in formal marriages, as well as persons in
conmon- | aw nmarri ages.

The nunber of spouses is equal to the nunber of "married-couple famlies"
or "married-coupl e househol ds" in 100-percent tabul ations. The nunber of
spouses, however, is generally |less than half of the nunber of "married
persons with spouse present" in sanple tabulations, since nore than one
marri ed couple can live in a household, but only spouses of househol ders
are specifically identified as "spouse." For sanple tabul ati ons, the nunber
of "married persons with spouse present” includes married-couple

subfam lies and married-couple fanmlies.

Chil d--1ncludes a son or daughter by birth, a stepchild, or adopted child
of the househol der, regardless of the child's age or narital status. The
category excludes sons-in-law, daughters-in-law, and foster children.

Nat ur al - Born or Adopted Son/Daughter--A son or daughter of the househol der
by birth, regardless of the age of the child. Also, this category includes
sons or daughters of the househol der by | egal adoption, regardless of the
age of the child. If the stepson/stepdaughter of the househol der has been
| egal |y adopted by the householder, the child is still classified as a

st epchi | d.

St epson/ St epdaught er--A son or daughter of the househol der through nmarriage
but not by birth, regardless of the age of the child. If the

st epson/ st epdaught er of the househol der has been |l egally adopted by the
househol der, the child is still classified as a stepchild.

Own Child--A never-married child under 18 years who is a son or daughter by
birth, a stepchild, or an adopted child of the householder. In certain
tabul ati ons, own children are further classified as living with two parents
or with one parent only. Own children of the householder living with two
parents are by definition found only in married-couple fanmlies.

In a subfanmly, an "own child" is a never-married child under 18

years of age who is a son, daughter, stepchild, or an adopted child of

a nother in a mother-child subfamly, a father in a father-child subfanmly,
or either spouse in a married-couple subfamly.

"Related children"” in a famly include own children and all other persons
under 18 years of age in the household, regardless of marital status, who
are related to the househol der, except the spouse of the househol der
Foster children are not included since they are not related to the
househol der.

O her Relatives--1n tabulations, includes any househol d nmenber related to
t he househol der by birth, marriage, or adoption, but not included
specifically in another relationship category. In certain detailed
tabul ati ons, the follow ng categories nmay be shown:

Grandchi | d--The grandson or granddaughter of the househol der.

Brot her/ Si ster--The brother or sister of the househol der, including

st epbrothers, stepsisters, and brothers and sisters by adoption. Brothers-
in-law and sisters-in-law are included in the "Other relative" category on
t he questionnaire.



Parent--The father or nother of the househol der, including a stepparent or
adoptive parent. Fathers-in-law and nothers-in-law are included in the
"OQther relative" category on the questionnaire.

Ot her Rel atives--Anyone not listed in a reported category above who is
related to the househol der by birth, marriage, or adoption (brother-in-Iaw,
grandparent, nephew, aunt, nother-in-law, daughter-in-law, cousin, and so
forth).

Nonr el ati ves--1ncl udes any househol d nmenber, including foster children not
related to the househol der by birth, marriage, or adoption. The follow ng
categories may be presented in nore detail ed tabul ations:

Roonmer, Boarder, or Foster Child--Rooner, boarder, |odger, and foster
children or foster adults of the househol der

Housemat e or Roommmat e-- A person who is not related to the househol der
and who shares living quarters primarily in order to share expenses.

Unmarried Partner--A person who is not related to the househol der, who
shares living quarters, and who has a cl ose personal relationship with
t he househol der.

Ot her Nonrel atives--A person who is not related by birth, marriage, or
adoption to the househol der and who is not described by the categories
gi ven above.

VWhen relationship is not reported for an individual, it is inmputed
according to the responses for age, sex, and marital status for that
person whil e maintaining consi stency with responses for other

i ndividuals in the household. (For nore information on inputation, see
Appendi x C, Accuracy of the Data.)

Unrel ated | ndividual --An unrelated individual is: (1) a householder living
al one or with nonrelatives only, (2) a household nenber who is not rel ated
to the househol der, or (3) a person living in group quarters who i s not an
inmate of an institution.

Fam |y Type--A family consists of a househol der and one or nore other
persons living in the same household who are related to the househol der by
birth, marriage, or adoption. Al persons in a household who are

related to the househol der are regarded as nmenbers of his or her

famly. A household can contain only one fanmly for purposes of census
tabul ati ons. Not all househol ds contain famlies since a household may
conprise a group of unrel ated persons or one person living al one.

Fam lies are classified by type as either a "married-couple famly" or
"other fam|ly" according to the sex of the househol der and the presence of
relatives. The data on famly type are based on answers to questions on sex
and relationship which were asked on a 100-percent basis.

Marri ed- Couple Fanmily--A family in which the househol der and his or her
spouse are enunerated as nmenbers of the sanme househol d.



Ot her Family:

Mal e Househol der, No Wfe Present--A famly with a male
househol der and no spouse of househol der present.

Femal e Househol der, No Husband Present--A famly with a
femal e househol der and no spouse of househol der present.

Persons Per Family--A nmeasure obtained by dividing the nunber of persons in
famlies by the total nunber of families (or fanm |y househol ders). In cases
where the neasure, "persons in famly" or "persons per famly" are
cross-tabul ated by race or Hispanic origin, the race or Hispanic origin
refers to the househol der rather than the race or Hispanic origin of

each i ndi vi dual

Subfam ly--A subfamly is a narried couple (husband and wi fe enunerated as
menbers of the sane household) with or without never-married children
under 18 years old, or one parent with one or nore never-nmarried

children under 18 years old, living in a household and related to, but

not including, either the househol der or the househol der's spouse. The
nunber of subfamilies is not included in the count of families, since
subfam |y menbers are counted as part of the householder's famly.

Subfanmilies are defined during processing of sanple data. In selected
tabul ati ons, subfanmilies are further classified by type: married-couple
subfamlies, with or without own children; nother-child subfamlies;
and father-child subfamlies.

Lone parents include people maintaining either one-parent fanilies or one-
parent subfamlies. Married couples include husbands and wives in both
married-couple famlies and marri ed-couple subfam lies.

Unmarri ed- Part ner Househol d--An unnarri ed-partner household is a household
other than a "married-coupl e househol d" that includes a househol der and an
"unmarried partner." An "unmarried partner" can be of the same sex or of

t he opposite sex of the householder. An "unnmarried partner"” in an
"unmarried- partner household" is an adult who is unrelated to the
househol der, but shares living quarters and has a cl ose persona

rel ationship with the househol der

Unmar ri ed- Coupl e Househol d-- An unnarri ed-coupl e household is conposed of
two unrel ated adults of the opposite sex (one of whomis the househol der)
who share a housing unit with or without the presence of children under 15
years ol d.

Foster Children--Foster children are nonrelatives of the househol der and
are included in the category, "Roomer, boarder, or foster child" on the

guestionnaire. Foster children are identified as persons under 18 years

old and living in households that have no nonrel atives 18 years old and

over (who m ght be parents of the nonrelatives under 18 years old).

Stepfam ly--A stepfamily is a "married-couple famly" with at |east one
stepchild of the househol der present, where the househol der is the
husband.

Conparability--The 1990 definition of a household is the same as that used
in 1980. The 1980 rel ationship category "Son/daughter" has been repl aced



by two categories, "Natural-born or adopted son/daughter"” and "Stepson/

st epdaughter.” "Grandchil d* has been added as a separate category. The 1980
nonrel ati ve categories: "Roonmer, boarder” and "Partner, roomrate" have been
replaced by the categories "Rooner, boarder, or foster child," "Housenmate,

roommate,” and "Unnmarried partner." The 1980 nonrel ative category "Paid
enpl oyee" has been dropped.

I NCOVE | N 1989--The data on incone in 1989 were derived from answers to
guestionnaire itenms 32 and 33. Information on noney inconme received in
t he cal endar year 1989 was requested from persons 15 years old and
over. "Total income"” is the algebraic sumof the amounts reported
separately for wage or salary income; net nonfarm self-enpl oyment

i ncone; net farm sel f-enploynent incone; interest, dividend, or net
rental or royalty income; Social Security or railroad retirenent

i ncome; public assistance or welfare incone; retirenent or disability
i ncome; and all other incone. "Earnings" is defined as the

al gebrai ¢ sum of wage or salary inconme and net incone fromfarm and
nonfarm sel f - enpl oynent. "Earni ngs" represent the amunt of

i ncome received regularly before deductions for personal incone taxes,
Soci al Security, bond purchases, union dues, nedicare deductions, etc.

Recei pts fromthe foll owi ng sources are not included as incone: noney
received fromthe sale of property (unless the recipient was engaged in
t he busi ness of selling such property); the value of inconme "in

ki nd" from food stanps, public housing subsidies, nedical care,

enpl oyer contributions for persons, etc.; w thdrawal of bank deposits;
noney borrowed; tax refunds; exchange of noney between relatives |iving
in the sanme househol d; gifts and | unp-suminheritances, insurance
paynments, and ot her types of |unp-sumreceipts.

I ncome Type in 1989--The eight types of income reported in the census are
defined as foll ows:

Wage or Sal ary Incone--Includes total npney earnings

received for work performed as an enpl oyee during the cal endar year

1989. It includes wages, salary, Arnmed Forces pay, conm ssions, tips,

pi ece-rate paynments, and cash bonuses earned before deductions were nade
for taxes, bonds, pensions, union dues, etc.

Nonf arm Sel f - Enpl oynent | ncone--1ncludes net noney incone (gross
recei pts m nus expenses) fromone's own busi ness, professiona
enterprise, or partnership. Goss receipts include the value of al
goods sold and services rendered. Expenses includes costs of goods
purchased, rent, heat, light, power, depreciation charges, wages and
sal ari es paid, business taxes (not personal incone taxes), etc.

Farm Sel f - Enpl oynment | nconme--1ncl udes net noney income (gross receipts
m nus operating expenses) fromthe operation of a farmby a person on
his or her own account, as an owner, renter, or sharecropper. G o0ss
recei pts include the value of all products sold, governnment farm
prograns, noney received fromthe rental of farm equi pnent to others,
and incidental receipts fromthe sale of wood, sand, gravel, etc.
Operating expenses include cost of feed, fertilizer, seed, and other
farm ng supplies, cash wages paid to farmhands, depreciation charges,
cash rent, interest on farm nortgages, farm building repairs, farmtaxes
(not State and Federal personal income taxes), etc. The value of fuel



food, or other farm products used for famly living is not included as
part of net income.

Interest, Dividend, or Net Rental Incone--Includes interest on savings
or bonds, dividends from stockhol di ngs or menbership in associations,
net income fromrental of property to others and receipts from boarders
or | odgers, net royalties, and periodic paynents froman estate or trust
fund.

Soci al Security Incone--Includes Social Security pensions and survivors
benefits and permanent disability insurance paynments made by the Socia

Security Admi nistration prior to deductions for medical insurance, and

railroad retirement insurance checks fromthe U S. Government. Medicare
rei mbursenents are not included.

Publ i ¢ Assistance |ncome--Includes: (1) supplenmentary security incone
paynments nmade by Federal or State welfare agencies to | ow i ncone persons
who are aged (65 years old or over), blind, or disabled; (2) aid to
famlies with dependent children, and (3) general assistance. Separate
paynments received for hospital or other nedical care (vendor paynents)
are excluded fromthis item

Retirement or Disability Income--Includes: (1) retirenent pensions and
survivor benefits froma former enployer, |abor union, or Federal

State, county, or other governnental agency; (2) disability inconme from
sources such as worker's conpensati on; conpanies or unions; Federal
State, or local governnent; and the U.S. mlitary; (3) periodic receipts
fromannuities and insurance; and (4) regular income fromI|RA and KEOGH
pl ans.

All O her Income--Includes unenpl oyment conpensation, Veterans

Adm nistration (VA) paynents, alinony and child support,

contributions received periodically from persons not living in the
household, mlitary famly allotnents, net ganbling w nnings, and other
ki nds of periodic income other than earnings.

I ncome of Househol ds--1ncludes the income of the househol der and all ot her
persons 15 years old and over in the household, whether related to the
househol der or not. Because many househol ds consi st of only one person
aver age household incone is usually |less than average fam |y incone.

I nconme of Fanmilies and Persons--In conpiling statistics on famly incone,
the incones of all nenbers 15 years old and over in each fanmly are sunmed
and treated as a single amunt. However, for persons 15 years old and over,
the total amounts of their own incones are used. Although the incone
statistics covered the cal endar year 1989, the characteristics of persons
and the conposition of famlies refer to the time of enuneration (Apri
1990). Thus, the inconme of the fam |y does not include anmpbunts received by
persons who were nenbers of the famly during all or part of the

cal endar year 1989 if these persons no |longer resided with the famly

at the tine of enuneration. Yet, famly income anounts reported by

rel ated persons who did not reside with the fam |y during 1989 but who
were nmenbers of the family at the tinme of enuneration are included.
However, the conposition of nost families was the same during 1989 as

in April 1990.



Medi an | ncone--The nedi an divides the incone distribution into two equa
parts, one having incomes above the nedian and the other having incones
bel ow t he nedi an. For households and fanilies, the nmedian incone is based
on the distribution of the total nunber of units including those with no
i ncome. The nedian for persons is based on persons with incone. The
medi an i ncone val ues for all households, famlies, and persons are
conputed on the basis of nore detailed incone intervals than shown in
nost tabul ati ons. Medi an household or famly incone figures of $50, 000
or less are calculated using linear interpolation. For persons,
correspondi ng nmedi an val ues of $40,000 or |less are al so conputed using
linear interpolation. Al other median inconme anounts are derived

t hrough Pareto interpolation. (For nore information on nedi ans and

i nterpol ati on, see the discussion under "Derived Measures.")

Mean I ncone--This is the ampunt obtained by dividing the total incone of a
particul ar statistical universe by the nunber of units in that universe.
Thus, nean househol d income is obtained by dividing total household incone
by the total nunber of households. For the various types of inconme the
nmeans are based on househol ds havi ng those types of inconme. "Per capita

i ncome" is the nean income conmputed for every man, wonman, and child in a
particular group. It is derived by dividing the total income of a
particul ar group by the total population in that group

Care should be exercised in using and interpreting nean inconme val ues
for small subgroups of the popul ati on. Because the nean is influenced
strongly by extrenme values in the distribution, it is especially
susceptible to the effects of sanpling variability, msreporting, and
processing errors. The nmedi an, which is not affected by extrene val ues,
is, therefore, a better nmeasure than the nmean when the popul ati on base
is small. The mean, nevertheless, is shown in some data products for
nmost smal | subgroups because, when wei ghted according to the number of
cases, the neans can be added to obtained summary neasures for areas
and groups other than those shown in census tabul ations.

Limtation of the Data--Since questionnaire entries for inconme frequently
are based on nmenory and not on records, many persons tended to forget ninor
or irregular sources of incone and, therefore, underreport their incone.
Underreporting tends to be nore pronounced for income sources that are

not derived from earnings, such as Social Security, public assistance,

or frominterest, dividends, and net rental incone.

There are errors of reporting due to the m sunderstanding of the incone
guestions such as reporting gross rather than net dollar anmounts for
the two questions on net self-enploynment income, which resulted in an
overstatenent of these itens. Another common error is the reporting of

i dentical dollar amounts in two of the eight type of incone itens where
a respondent with only one source of incone assunmed that the second
anount should be entered to represent total income. Such instances of
overreporting had an i npact on the |evel of nmean nonfarmor farm

sel f-enpl oynent incone and nmean total incone published for the various
geogr aphi cal subdivisions of the State.

Ext ensi ve conputer editing procedures were instituted in the data
processing operation to reduce some of these reporting errors and to

i nprove the accuracy of the incone data. These procedures corrected
various reporting deficiencies and inproved the consistency of reported
income items associated with work experience and information on



occupation and class of worker. For example, if persons reported they
were sel f-enployed on their own farm not incorporated, but had

reported wage and salary earnings only, the latter ambunt was shifted

to net farm self-enploynent incone. Also, if any respondent reported tota
i ncome only, the anmpbunt was generally assigned to one of the type of incone
items according to responses to the work experience and cl ass-of - worker
guestions. Another type of probleminvol ved nonreporting of incone

data. Where incone information was not reported, procedures were

devised to inmpute appropriate values with either no i ncome or positive

or negative dollar anpunts for the mssing entries. (For nore

i nformati on on inputation, see Appendix C, Accuracy of the Data.)

In inconme tabul ati ons for households and famlies, the | owest inconme
group (e.g., less than $5,000) includes units that were classified as
havi ng no 1989 i ncone. Many of these were living on inconme "in

kind," savings, or gifts, were newmy created famlies, or famlies

in which the sole breadwi nner had recently died or |left the househol d.
However, many of the households and fanilies who reported no incone
probably had sone noney inconme which was not recorded in the census.

The inconme data presented in the tabul ations covers noney income only.
The fact that many farmfanmlies receive an inportant part of their
income in the formof "free" housing and goods produced and

consuned on the farmrather than in noney should be taken into
consideration in conparing the income of farm and nonfarm residents.
Nonmoney i ncone such as busi ness expense accounts, use of business
transportation and facilities, or partial conpensation by business for
nmedi cal and educational expenses was al so received by sonme nonfarm
residents. Many low incone famlies also receive inconme "in kind"
frompublic welfare progranms. In conparing income data for 1989 with
earlier years, it should be noted that an increase or decrease in noney
i ncome does not necessarily represent a conparable change in rea

i ncome, unless adjustnents for changes in prices are made.

Conparability--The i ncome data collected in the 1980 and 1970 censuses are
simlar to the 1990 census data, but there are variations in the detail of
the questions. In 1980, inconme information for 1979 was collected from
persons in approximately 19 percent of all housing units and group
quarters. Each person was required to report:

Wage or salary incone

Net nonfarm sel f-enpl oynent incone

Net farm sel f-enpl oynent incone

Interest, dividend, or net rental or royalty income Social Security
i ncome

Publ i c assi stance income

Income fromall other sources

Bet ween the 1980 and 1990 censuses, there were mnor differences in
the processing of the data. In both censuses, all persons with mssing
val ues in one or nore of the detailed type of incone itens

and total inconme were designated as all ocated. Each

m ssing entry was inputed either as a "no" or as a dollar anount.

If total income was reported and one or nore of the type of

i ncome fields was not answered, then the entry in total incone
generally was assigned to one of the incone types according to the



soci oeconomni ¢ characteristics of the income recipient. This person was
desi gnat ed as unal | ocat ed.

In 1980 and 1990, all nonrespondents with inconme not reported (whether
heads of househol ds or other persons) were assigned the reported i ncone
of persons with simlar characteristics. (For nore information on

i mput ati on, see Appendix C, "Accuracy of the Data.")

There was a difference in the nmethod of conputer derivation of
aggregate inconme fromindividual amunts between the two census
processi ng operations. In the 1980 census, income anobunts |ess than
$100, 000 were coded in tens of dollars, and anopunts of $100, 000 or nore
were coded in thousands of dollars; $5 was added to each ampunt coded
in tens of dollars and $500 to each anmpbunt coded in thousands of
dollars. Entries of $999,000 or nore were treated as $999, 500 and

| osses of $9,999 or nore were treated as mnus $9,999. In the 1990
census, inconme anounts |ess than $999,999 were keyed in dollars.
Amount s of $999,999 or nore were treated as $999, 999 and | osses of
$9,999 or nore were treated as mnus $9,999 in all of the conputer
derivations of aggregate incone.

In 1970, information on income in 1969 was obtained fromall nmenbers in
every fifth housing unit and small group quarters (less than 15
persons) and every fifth person in all other group quarters. Each
person was required to report:

Wage or salary incone

Net nonfarm sel f-enpl oynent incone

Net farm sel f-enpl oynment incone

Social Security or Railroad Retirenent
Public assistance or wel fare paynents
Income fromall other sources

If a person reported a dollar anpbunt in wage or salary, net nonfarm

sel f-enpl oynent incone, or net farm sel f-enpl oynment incone, the person was
considered as unallocated only if no further dollar anpbunts were inputed
for any additional mssing entries.

In 1960, data on incone were obtained fromall nmenbers in every fourth
housing unit and fromevery fourth person 14 years old and over |iving
in group quarters. Each person was required to report wage or salary

i ncome, net self-enploynment incone, and inconme other than earnings
received in 1959. An assunption was nade in the editing process that no
ot her type of incone was received by a person who reported the receipt
of either wage and sal ary incone or self-enploynent but who had failed
to report the receipt of other nobney incone.

For several reasons, the income data shown in census tabul ations are
not directly conparable with those that may be obtained from
statistical summaries of income tax returns. Income, as defined for
Federal tax purposes, differs sonewhat fromthe Census Bureau concept.
Mor eover, the coverage of incone tax statistics is different because of
the exenptions of persons having small amunts of incone and the

i nclusion of net capital gains in tax returns. Furthernore, nenbers of
some families file separate returns and others file joint returns;
consequently, the incone reporting unit is not consistently either a
famly or a person.



The earnings data shown in census tabul ations are not directly
conparable with earnings records of the Social Security Adm nistration
The earnings record data for 1989 excluded the earnings of npst
civilian government enpl oyees, sone enpl oyees of nonprofit

organi zati ons, workers covered by the Railroad Retirenent Act, and
persons not covered by the program because of insufficient earnings.
Furthernore, earnings received fromany one enployer in excess of

$48, 000 in 1989 are not covered by earnings records. Finally, because
census data are obtained from household questionnaires, they may differ
from Soci al Security Adm nistration earnings record data, which are
based upon enpl oyers' reports and the Federal income tax returns of

sel f-enpl oyed persons.

The Bureau of Econom c Analysis (BEA) of the Departnment of Commerce
publ i shes annual data on aggregate and per-capita personal incone

recei ved by the population for States, netropolitan areas, and sel ected
counties. Aggregate incone estimtes based on the inconme statistics
shown in census products usually would be |l ess than those shown in the
BEA i ncone series for several reasons. The Census Bureau data are
obt ai ned directly from househol ds, whereas the BEA income series is
estimated largely on the basis of data from adm nistrative records of
busi ness and governnental sources. Moreover, the definitions of incone
are different. The BEA inconme series includes some itens not included
in the inconme data shown in census publications, such as incone "in
kind," incone received by nonprofit institutions, the val ue of

servi ces of banks and other financial internediaries rendered to
persons wi thout the assessnment of specific charges, Medicare paynents,
and the incone of persons who died or emigrated prior to April 1, 1990.
On the other hand, the census income data include contributions for
support received from persons not residing in the same househol d and
enpl oyer contributions for social insurance.

| NDUSTRY, OCCUPATI ON, AND CLASS OF WORKER- - The data on industry,
occupation, and class of worker were derived fromanswers to questionnaire
items 28, 29, and 30 respectively. These questions were asked of a sanple
of persons. Information on industry relates to the kind of business
conducted by a person's enpl oying organi zati on; occupation describes the
ki nd of work the person does on the job

For enpl oyed persons, the data refer to the person's job during the
reference week. For those who worked at two or nore jobs, the data
refer to the job at which the person worked the greatest nunber of
hours. For unenpl oyed persons, the data refer to their |last job. The
i ndustry and occupation statistics are derived fromthe detail ed
classification systens devel oped for the 1990 census as descri bed
bel ow. The Cl assified Index of Industries and Cccupations

provi ded additional information on the industry and occupation
classification systens.

Respondents provided the data for the tabulations by witing on the
qguestionnaires descriptions of their industry and occupation. These
descriptions were keyed and passed through autonmated codi ng software
whi ch assigned a portion of the witten entries to categories in the
classification system The automated system assi gned codes to 59
percent of the industry entries and 38 percent of the occupation
entries.



Those cases not coded by the conputer were referred to clerical staff
in the Census Bureau's Kansas City processing office for coding. The
clerical staff converted the witten questionnaire descriptions to
codes by conparing these descriptions to entries in the

Al phabetical Index of Industries and Occupations. For the

i ndustry code, these coders also referred to an Enpl oyer Nane Li st
(formerly called Conmpany Nanme List). This list, prepared fromthe
Standard Statistical Establishnent List devel oped by the Census Bureau
for the econom ¢ censuses and surveys, contained the names of business
establishnments and their Standard Industrial Classification (SIC) codes
converted to popul ati on census equivalents. This list facilitated
codi ng and mai ntai ned industrial classification conparability.

I ndustry--The industry classification system devel oped for the 1990 census
consi sts of 235 categories for enployed persons, classified into 13

maj or i ndustry groups. Since 1940, the industrial classification has

been based on the Standard Industrial Classification Manual (SIC). The
1990 census cl assification was devel oped fromthe 1987 SIC published by
the O fice of Managenent and Budget Executive O fice of the President.

The SIC was designed primarily to classify establishments by the type
of industrial activity in which they were engaged. However, census
data, which were collected from households, differ in detail and nature
fromthose obtained from establishnment surveys. Therefore, the census
classification systens, while defined in SIC terns, cannot reflect the
full detail in all categories. There are several levels of industria
classification found in census products. For exanple, the 1990 CP-2,
Soci al and Econom c Characteristics report includes 41

uni que industrial categories, while the 1990 Summary Tape File 4 (STF
4) presents 72 categories.

Occupation--The occupational classification system devel oped for the 1990
census consists of 500 specific occupational categories for enployed
persons arranged into 6 summary and 13 mmj or occupational groups. This
classification was devel oped to be consistent with the Standard
Occupational Cassification (SOC) Manual : 1980, published by the Ofice
of Federal Statistical Policy and Standards, U S. Departnment of

Conmer ce. Tabul ations with occupation as the primary characteristic
present several |evels of occupational detail. The npst detail ed
tabul ati ons are shown in a special 1990 subject report and tape files
on occupation. These products contain all 500 occupational categories
pl us industry or class of worker subgroupi ngs of occupationa
categori es.

Some occupation groups are related closely to certain industries.
Operators of transportation equi prrent, farm operators and workers, and
private househol d workers account for major portions of their
respective industries of transportation, agriculture, and private
househol ds. However, the industry categories include persons in other
occupations. For exanple, persons enployed in agriculture include truck
drivers and bookkeepers; persons enployed in the transportation

i ndustry include nechanics, freight handlers, and payroll clerks; and
persons enployed in the private household industry include occupations
such as chauffeur, gardener, and secretary.



Cl ass of Worker--The data on class of worker were derived fromanswers to
qgquestionnaire item 30. The information on class of worker refers to the
same job as a respondent’'s industry and occupati on and categori zes
persons according to the type of ownership of the enploying

organi zation. The class of worker categories are defined as foll ows:

Private Wage and Sal ary Workers--1ncludes persons who worked for wages,
sal ary, conmi ssion, tips, pay-in-kind, or piece rates for a private for
profit enployer or a private not-for-profit, tax-exenpt or charitable
organi zation. Self-enpl oyed persons whose busi ness was incorporated are
included with private wage and sal ary workers because they are paid
enpl oyees of their own conpani es. Some tabul ati ons present data
separately for these subcategories: "For profit,” "Not for profit,"” and
"Om business incorporated.”

Enmpl oyees of foreign governments, the United Nations, or other fornal
i nternational organizations were classified as "Private-not-for-profit."

Gover nment Workers--1ncludes persons who were enpl oyees of any | ocal
State, or Federal governnental unit, regardl ess of the activity of the
particul ar agency. For some tabul ati ons, the data were presented
separately for the three | evels of governnent.

Sel f - Enpl oyed Workers--1ncludes persons who worked for profit or fees in
their own unincorporated business, profession, or trade, or who operated
a farm

Unpai d Fam |y Workers--1ncludes persons who worked 15 hours or nore
Wi t hout pay in a business or on a farmoperated by a relative.

Sal ari ed/ Sel f - Enpl oyed--1n tabul ati ons that categorize persons as either
sal aried or self-enployed, the salaried category includes private and
governnment wage and sal ary workers; self-enployed includes self-enpl oyed
persons and unpaid fam |y workers.

The industry category, "Public adm nistration," is limted to regul ar
government functions such as legislative, judicial, admnistrative, and
regul atory activities of governments. O her government organizations
such as schools, hospitals, liquor stores, and bus lines are classified
by industry according to the activity in which they are engaged. On the
ot her hand, the class of worker government categories include al

gover nment wor kers.

Occasional ly respondents supplied industry, occupation, or class of
wor ker descriptions which were not sufficiently specific for precise
classification or did not report on these itens at all. Sone of these
cases were corrected through the field editing process and during the
codi ng and tabul ati on operations. In the coding operation, certain
types of inconplete entries were corrected using the Al phabetica

I ndex of Industries and Occupations. For exanple, it was possible

in certain situations to assign an industry code based on the
occupation reported.

Fol l owi ng the codi ng operations, there was a conputer edit and an

al l ocation process. The edit first determ ned whether a respondent was
in the universe which required an industry and occupati on code. The
codes for the three itenms (industry, occupation, and class of worker)



were checked to ensure they were valid and were edited for their
relation to each other. Invalid and inconsistent codes were either
bl anked or changed to a consi stent code.

If one or nore of the three codes were blank after the edit, a code was
assigned froma "simlar" person based on other itens such as

age, sex, education, farmor nonfarmresidence, and weeks worked. |If

all the labor force and incone data al so were blank, all these econonic
items were assigned fromone other person who provided all the
necessary dat a.

Conparability--Conmparability of industry and occupation data was affected
by a nunber of factors, primarily the systens used to classify the
guestionnaire responses. For both the industry and occupation
classification systens, the basic structures were generally the sane from
1940 to 1970, but changes in the individual categories limted
conparability of the data from one census to another. These changes were
needed to recognize the "birth" of new industries and occupations, the
"death" of others, and the growth and decline in existing industries and
occupations, as well as, the desire of analysts and other users for

nore detail in the presentation of the data. Probably the greatest

cause of inconparability is the novenent of a segnment of a category to

a different category in the next census. Changes in the nature of jobs
and respondent term nol ogy, and refinement of category conposition nade

t hese novements necessary.

In the 1990 census, the industry classification had nminor revisions to
reflect recent changes to the SIC. The 1990 occupational classification
systemis essentially the same as that for the 1980 census. However,
the conversion of the census classification to the SOC in 1980 neant
that the 1990 classification systemwas | ess conparable to the
classifications used prior to the 1980 census.

O her factors that affected data conparability included the universe to
which the data referred (in 1970, the age cutoff for |abor force was
changed from 14 years to 16 years); how the industry and occupation
guestions were worded on the questionnaire (for exanple, inportant
changes were made in 1970); inprovenents in the coding procedures (the
Enpl oyer Nane List technique was introduced in 1960); and how the

"not reported" cases are handled. Prior to 1970, they were placed

in the residual categories, "lIndustry not reported" and

"QCccupation not reported.” In 1970, an allocation process was

i ntroduced that assigned these cases to nmajor groups. In 1990, as in
1980, the "Not reported" cases were assigned to individua

categories. Therefore, the 1980 and 1990 data for individual categories
i ncl uded sone nunbers of persons who were tabulated in a "Not

reported” category in previous censuses.

The follow ng publications contain informati on on the various factors
affecting conparability and are particularly useful for understanding
differences in the occupation and industry information fromearlier
censuses: U. S. Bureau of the Census, Changes Between the 1950 and

1960 Occupation and Industry C assifications Wth Detail ed Adjustnents
of 1950 Data to the 1960 Cl assifications, Technical Paper No. 18,

1968; U.S. Bureau of the Census, 1970 Cccupation and |ndustry
Classification Systens in Ternms of their 1960 Occupation and | ndustry
El ements, Technical Paper No. 26, 1972; and U.S. Bureau of the



Census, The Rel ationship Between the 1970 and 1980 Industry and
Occupation Cl assification Systenms, Technical Paper No. 59, 1988.
For citations for earlier census years, see the 1980 Census of
Popul ation report, PCB0-1-D, Detail ed Popul ation
Characteristics.

The 1990 census introduced an additional class of worker category for
"private not-for-profit" enployers. This category is a subset of

the 1980 category "enpl oyee of private enployer" so there is no

conpar abl e data before 1990. Also in 1990, enployees of foreign
governnents, the United Nations, etc., are classified as "private
not-for-profit,"” rather than Federal Governnent as in 1970 and 1980. While
in theory, there was a change in conparability, in practice, the smal
nunber of U S. residents working for foreign governnents nade this

change negli gi bl e.

Conparability between the statistics on industry and occupation from
the 1990 census and statistics fromother sources is affected by many
of the factors described in the section on "Enploynent Status."

These factors are primarily geographic differences between residence
and place of work, different dates of reference, and differences in
counts because of dual job holding. Industry data from popul ati on
censuses cover all industries and all kinds of workers, whereas, data
fromestablishnents often excluded private househol d workers,
governnment workers, and the self-enployed. Also, the replies from
househol d respondents may have differed in detail and nature fromthose
obt ai ned from establishnents.

Occupation data fromthe census and data from government |icensing
agenci es, professional associations, trade unions, etc., may not be as
conpar abl e as expected. Organi zational listings often include persons
not in the |abor force or persons devoting all or nobst of their tinme to
anot her occupation; or the same person may be included in two or nore
different listings. In addition, relatively few organi zati ons, except
for those requiring licensing, attained conplete coverage of nenbership
in a particular occupational field.

JOURNEY TO WORK

Pl ace of Work--The data on place of work were derived fromanswers to
guestionnaire item 22, which was asked of persons who indicated in question
21 that they worked at sone tine during the reference week. (For nore

i nformati on, see discussion under "Reference Wek.")

Data were tabul ated for workers 16 years and over; that is, nenbers of
the Arnmed Forces and civilians who were at work during the reference
week. Data on place of work refer to the geographic |ocation at which
wor kers carried out their occupational activities during the reference
week. The exact address (nunber and street) of the place of work was
asked, as well as the place (city, town, or post office); whether or
not the place of work was inside or outside the limts of that city or
town; and the county, State, and ZI P Code. If the person's enployer
operated in nmore than one | ocation, the exact address of the | ocation
or branch where the respondent worked was requested. Wen the nunber
and street nanme were unknown, a description of the |ocation, such as

t he buil ding name or nearest street or intersection, was to be entered.



Per sons who worked at nmore than one | ocation during the reference week
were asked to report the one at which they worked the greatest nunber
of hours. Persons who regularly worked in several |ocations each day
during the reference week were requested to give the address at which
t hey began work each day. For cases in which daily work did not begin
at a central place each day, the person was asked to provide as nuch

i nformati on as possible to describe the area in which he or she worked
nost during the reference week.

In some tabul ations, place-of-work |ocations may be defined as "in

area of residence"” and "outside area of residence."” The area

of residence may vary fromtable to table or even within a table, and
refers to the particular area or areas shown. For exanple, in a table
that provides data for counties, "in area of residence" refers to

persons who worked in the sane county in which they lived, while

"outside area of residence" refers to persons whose workpl ace was

located in a county different fromthe one in which they |ived.

Simlarly, in a table that provides data for several types of areas,

such as the State and its individual netropolitan areas (MA' S)

counties, and places, the place-of-wrk data will be variable and is
determ ned by the geographic level (State, MA, county, or place) shown in
each section of the tabul ation.

In tabulations that present data for States, workplaces for the
residents of the State may include, in addition to the State itself,
each contiguous State. The category, "in noncontiguous State or
abroad," includes persons who worked in a State that did not border
their State of residence as well as persons who worked outside the
United States.

In tabul ations that present data for an MSA/ PMSA, pl ace-of -work

| ocations are specified to show the main destinations of workers |iving
in the MSA/ PMSA. (For nore information on netropolitan areas (MA'S)

see Appendix A, Area Classifications.) Al place-of-work |ocations are
identified with respect to the boundaries of the MSA/ PMSA as "inside
MSA/ PMSA" or "outside MSA/ PMSA. " Locations within the MSA/ PMSA

are further divided into each central city, and each county or county
bal ance. Sel ected | arge incorporated places also may be specified as

pl aces of worKk.

W t hi n New Engl and MSA/ PMSA' s, the places of work presented generally
are cities and towns. Locations outside the MSA/ PMSA are specified if
they are inportant comuting destinations for residents of the

MSA/ PMSA, and may include adjoi ni ng MSA/ PMSA's and their centra

cities, their conponent counties, |arge incorporated places, or

counties, cities, or other geographic areas outside any MA. In
tabul ati ons for MSA/ PMSA's in New Engl and; Honol ul u, Hawaii; and

certain other MA's, sone place-of-work |locations are identified as "areas
(e.g., Area 1, Area 5, Area 12, etc.). Such areas consist of groups of
towns, cities, census designated places (Honolulu MSA only), or counties
that have been identified as unique place-of-work destinations. Wen an
adj oi ni ng MSA/ PMSA or MSA/ PMSA renminder is specified as a place-of-work
| ocation, its conponents are not defined. However, the conponents are
presented in the 1990 CP-1, GCeneral Popul ation Characteristics

for Metropolitan Areas and the 1990 CH-1, Ceneral Housing
Characteristics for Metropolitan Areas reports. In tabulations

t hat present data for census tracts outside MA's, place-of-work



| ocations are defined as "in county of residence" and "outside
county of residence.”

I n areas where the workpl ace address was coded to the block |evel,
persons were tabul ated as working inside or outside a specific place
based on the location of that address, regardless of the response to
guestion 22c concerning city/town limts. |In areas where it was

i mpossi ble to code the workpl ace address to the block | evel, persons
were tabulated as working in a place if a place nane was reported in
qguestion 22b and the response to question 22c was either "Yes" or

the itemwas left blank. In selected areas, census designated pl aces
(CDP's) may appear in the tabul ations as places of work. The accuracy
of place-of-work data for CDP's may be affected by the extent to which
their census nanes were famliar to respondents, and by codi ng problens
caused by simlarities between the CDP nane and the nanmes of other
geographic jurisdictions in the sane vicinity.

Pl ace- of -work data are given for selected nminor civil divisions
(generally, cities, towns, and townships) in the nine Northeastern
States, based on the responses to the place-of-work question. Mny
towns and townshi ps are regarded |locally as equivalent to a place and
therefore, were reported as the place of work. When a respondent
reported a locality or incorporated place that formed a part of a
townshi p or town, the coding and tabul ati ng procedure was designed to
i nclude the response in the total for the township or town. The
accuracy of the place-of-work data for mnor civil divisions is
greatest for the New Engl and States. However, the data for sone New
Engl and towns, for towns in New York, and for townships in New Jersey
and Pennsyl vania may be affected by coding problens that resulted from
the unfam liarity of the respondent with the mnor civil division in
whi ch the workpl ace was | ocated or when a township and a city or

bor ough of the sane or simlar nane are | ocated cl ose together

Pl ace- of -work data nay show a few workers who made unlikely daily work
trips (e.g., workers who lived in New York and worked in California).
This result is attributable to persons who worked during the reference
week at a location that was different fromtheir usual place of work
such as persons away from honme on busi ness.

Conparabi lity--The wordi ng of the question on place of work was
substantially the sane in the 1990 census as it was in 1980.

However, data on place of work fromthe 1990 census are based on the
full census sanple, while data fromthe 1980 census were based on only
about one-half of the full sanple.

For the 1980 census, nonresponse or inconplete responses to the

pl ace-of -work question were not allocated, resulting in the use of
"not reported" categories in the 1980 publications. However, for

the 1990 census, when place of work was not reported or the response
was inconplete, a work |ocation was allocated to the person based on
their neans of transportation to work, travel time to work, industry,
and | ocation of residence and workplace of others. The 1990
publications, therefore, do not contain a "not reported" category
for the place-of-work data.

Conpari sons between 1980 and 1990 census data on the gross nunber of
workers in particular comuting flows, or the total number of persons



working in an area, should be made with extreme caution. Any apparent

i ncrease in the magnitude of the gross nunbers may be due solely to the
fact that for 1990 the "not reported” cases have been distributed

anong specific place-of-work destinations, instead of tallied in a
separate category as in 1980.

Limtation of the Data--The data on place of work relate to a reference
week; that is, the cal endar week preceding the date on which the
respondents conpleted their questionnaires or were

interviewed by enunerators. This week is not the sanme for al
respondents because the enumerati on was not conpleted in 1 week
However, for the mpjority of persons, the reference week for the 1990
census is the last week in March 1990. The | ack of a uniformreference
week neans that the place-of-work data reported in the census will not
exactly match the distribution of workplace |ocations observed or
measured during an actual workweek

The pl ace-of -work data are estimtes of persons 16 years old and over
who were both enployed and at work during the reference week (including
persons in the Arned Forces). Persons who did not work during the
reference week but had jobs or businesses fromwhich they were
tenporarily absent due to illness, bad weather, industrial dispute,
vacation, or other personal reasons are not included in the

pl ace-of -work data. Therefore, the data on place of work understate the
total nunber of jobs or total enploynent in a geographic area during
the reference week. It also should be noted that persons who had
irregular, casual, or unstructured jobs during the reference week may
have erroneously reported thensel ves as not worKking.

The address where the individual worked nost often during the reference
week was recorded on the census questionnaire. If a worker held two
jobs, only data about the primary job (the one worked the greatest
nunber of hours during the precedi ng week) was requested. Persons who
regularly worked in several |ocations during the reference week were
requested to give the address at which they began work each day. For
cases in which daily work was not begun at a central place each day,
the person was asked to provide as nuch information as possible to
describe the area in which he or she worked nost during the reference
week.

Means of Transportation to Wrk--The data on nmeans of transportation to
work were derived fromanswers to questionnaire item 23a, which was asked
of persons who indicated in question 21 that they worked at sone tine
during the reference week. (For nore information, see discussion under
"Ref erence Week.") Means of transportation to work refers to the
princi pal node of travel or type of conveyance that the person usually
used to get fromhone to work during the reference week

Persons who used different nmeans of transportation on different days of
the week were asked to specify the one they used nost often, that is,
the greatest nunber of days. Persons who used nore than one neans of
transportation to get to work each day were asked to report the one
used for the |ongest distance during the work trip. The category,

"Car, truck, or van," includes workers using a car (including
conpany cars but excluding taxicabs), a truck of one-ton capacity or
| ess, or a van. The category, "Public transportation,” includes

wor kers who used a bus or trolley bus, streetcar or trolley car, subway



or elevated, railroad, ferryboat, or taxicab even if each node is not
shown separately in the tabul ation. The category, "O her means,"”

i ncl udes workers who used a node of travel which is not identified
separately within the data distribution. The category, "Oher

nmeans," may vary fromtable to table, depending on the amount of
detail shown in a particular distribution.

The neans of transportation data for sone areas may show workers using
nodes of public transportation that are not available in those areas
(e.g., subway or elevated riders in an MA where there actually is no
subway or elevated service). This result is largely due to persons who
wor ked during the reference week at a location that was different from
their usual place of work (such as persons away from home on busi ness
in an area where subway service was avail able) and persons who used
nore than one neans of transportation each day but whose principa
means was unavail abl e where they lived (for exanple, residents of
nonmetropol itan areas who drove to the fringe of an MA and took the
comut er railroad nost of the distance to work).

Private Vehicle COccupancy--The data on private vehicle occupancy were
derived fromanswers to questionnaire item 23b. This question was asked of
persons who indicated in question 21 that they worked at sonme tinme during
the reference week and who reported in question 23a that their nmeans of
transportation to work was "Car, truck, or van." (For nore

i nformati on, see discussion under "Reference Wek.")

Private vehicle occupancy refers to the nunber of persons who usually
rode to work in the vehicle during the reference week. The category,
"Drove alone," includes persons who usually drove al one to work

as well as persons who were driven to work by soneone who then drove
back honme or to a nonwork destination. The category, "Carpooled,"

i ncl udes workers who reported that two or nore persons usually rode to
work in the vehicle during the reference week.

Persons Per Car, Truck, or Van--This is obtained by dividing the nunber of
persons who reported using a car, truck, or van to get to work by the
nunber of such vehicles that they used. The nunber of vehicles used is
derived by counting each person who drove al one as one vehicle, each person
who reported being in a two-person carpool as one-half vehicle, each person
who reported being in a three-person carpool as one-third vehicle, and so
on, and then summ ng all the vehicles.

Time Leaving Honme to Go to Work--The data on tine |eaving hone to go to
work were derived fromanswers to questionnaire item 24a. This question was
asked of persons who indicated in question 21 that they worked at sone tine
during the reference week and who reported in question 23a that they worked
outside their home. The departure tine refers to the time of day that

t he person usually left honme to go to work during the reference week

(For nore information, see discussion under "Reference Wek.")

Travel Tine to Work--The data on travel time to work were derived from
answers to questionnaire item 24b. This question was asked of persons who
i ndicated in question 21 that they worked at sone tinme during the
reference week and who reported in question 23a that they worked

outside their home. Travel time to work refers to the total nunber of
mnutes that it usually took the person to get fromhome to work during
the reference week. The el apsed tine includes tine spent waiting for



public transportation, picking up passengers in carpools, and tine
spent in other activities related to getting to work. (For nore
i nformati on, see discussion under "Reference Wek.")

LANGUAGE SPOKEN AT HOVE AND ABI LI TY TO SPEAK ENGLI SH

Language Spoken at Hone--Data on | anguage spoken at home were derived from
the answers to questionnaire itens 15a and 15b, which were asked of a
sanpl e of persons born before April 1, 1985. Instructions nailed with the
1990 census questionnaire stated that a respondent should mark "Yes"

in question 15a if the person sonetines or always spoke a | anguage

ot her than English at honme and should not mark "Yes" if a

| anguage was spoken only at school or if speaking was limted to a few
expressions or slang. For question 15b, respondents were instructed to
print the nanme of the non-English | anguage spoken at hone. If the

person spoke nore than one | anguage other than English, the person was

to report the | anguage spoken nore often or the |anguage | earned first.

The cover of the census questionnaire included information in Spanish
whi ch provided a tel ephone nunber for respondents to call to request a
census questionnaire and instructions in Spanish. Instruction guides
were al so available in 32 other |anguages to assist enunerators who
encount ered househol ds or respondents who spoke no Engli sh.

Questions 15a and 15b referred to | anguages spoken at home in an effort
to nmeasure the current use of |anguages ot her than English. Persons who
knew | anguages other than English but did not use them at home or who
only used them el sewhere were excluded. Persons who reported speaking a
| anguage ot her than English at home may al so speak English; however,
the questions did not permt determ nation of the main or dom nant

| anguage of persons who spoke both English and anot her | anguage. (For
nore information, see discussion below on "Ability to Speak

English.")

For persons who indicated that they spoke a | anguage other than English
at hone in question 15a, but failed to specify the nane of the |anguage
in question 15b, the | anguage was assi gned based on the | anguage of

ot her speakers in the household; on the | anguage of a person of the
same Spanish origin or detailed race group living in the same or a
nearby area; or on a person of the sane ancestry or place of birth. In
all cases where a person was assigned a non-English |anguage, it was
assuned that the | anguage was spoken at hone. Persons for whom the nane
of a | anguage other than English was entered in question 15b, and for
whom question 15a was bl ank were assumed to speak that | anguage at

hone.

The wite-in responses listed in question 15b (specific |anguage
spoken) were transcribed onto conmputer files and coded into nore than
380 detailed | anguage categories using an automated codi ng system The
automat ed procedure conpared wite-in responses reported by respondents
with entries in a conputer dictionary, which initially contained
approxi mately 2,000 | anguage nanmes. The dictionary was updated with a

| ar ge nunmber of new nanmes, variations in spelling, and a small nunber
of residual categories. Each wite-in response was given a numeric code
that was associated with one of the detailed categories in the
dictionary. If the respondent |isted nore than one non-Engli sh

| anguage, only the first was coded.



The wite-in responses represented the nanes people used for |anguages
t hey speak. They may not match the nanes or categories used by

i nguists. The sets of categories used are sonetines geographic and
sonmetinmes linguistic. Figure 1 provides an illustration of the content
of the classification schenes used to present |anguage data. For nore
information, wite to the Chief, Population Division, US. Bureau of

t he Census, Washi ngton, DC 20233.

Househol d Language--1n househol ds where one or nore persons (age 5 years
old or over) speak a | anguage other than English, the househol d | anguage
assigned to all household menbers is the non-English | anguage spoken by the
first person with a non-English | anguage in the follow ng order

househol der, spouse, parent, sibling, child, grandchild,

other relative, stepchild, unmarried partner, housenate or
roommet e, rooner, boarder, or foster child, or other nonrelative.
Thus, persons who speak only English nay have a non-English
househol d | anguage assigned to themin tabul ati ons of persons by
househol d | anguage.

Ability to Speak English--Persons 5 years old and over who reported that
they spoke a | anguage other than English in question 15a were also asked in
gquestion 15c to indicate their ability to speak English based on one of the
following categories: "Very well,"” "Well," "Not well," or "Not at all."

The data on ability to speak English represent the person's own
perception about his or her own ability or, because census
guestionnaires are usually conpleted by one househol d nmenber, the
responses may represent the perception of another household nmenber. The
instruction guides and questionnaires that were nmail ed to househol ds
did not include any information on howto interpret the response
categories in question 15c.

Persons who reported that they spoke a | anguage other than English

at hone but whose ability to speak English was not reported, were
assigned the English-1anguage ability of a randomy sel ected person of
the sane age, Spanish origin, nativity and year of entry, and | anguage
gr oup.

Li ngui stic Isolation-- A household in which no person age 14 years or over
speaks only English and no person age 14 years or over who speaks a

| anguage ot her than English speaks English "Very well" is classified as
"l'inguistically isolated." Al the nmenbers of a linguistically isolated
househol d are tabul ated as linguistically isolated, including nmenbers under
age 14 years who may speak only Engli sh.

Limtation of the Data--Persons who speak a | anguage other than English at
home may have first |earned that |anguage at school. However, these persons
woul d be expected to indicate that they spoke English "Very well." Persons
who speak a | anguage other than English, but do not do so at hone, should
have been reported as not speaking a | anguage other than English at hone.

The extreme detail in which | anguage nanes were coded may give a fal se
i mpression of the |inguistic precision of these data. The nanes used by
speakers of a language to identify it may reflect ethnic, geographic,

or political affiliations and do not necessarily respect |inguistic



di stinctions. The categories shown in the tabul ati ons were chosen on a
nunber of criteria, such as information about the number of speakers of
each | anguage that m ght be expected in a sanple of the United States
popul ati on.

Conparability--Information on | anguage has been collected in every census
since 1890. The conparability of data anobng censuses is |linmted by changes
in question wording, by the subpopul ations to whomthe question was
addressed, and by the detail that was published.

The sane question on | anguage was asked in the 1980 and 1990 censuses.
Thi s question on the current | anguage spoken at honme repl aced the
questions asked in prior censuses on nother tongue; that is, the

| anguage ot her than English spoken in the person's home when he or she
was a child; one's first |anguage; or the | anguage spoken before
imrgrating to the United States. The censuses of 1910-1940, 1960 and
1970 included questions on nother tongue. A change in coding procedure
from 1980 to 1990 shoul d have inproved accuracy of coding and may

af fect the nunber of persons reported in sonme of the 380 plus
categories. It should not greatly affect the 4-group or 25- group
lists. In 1980, coding clerks supplied numeric codes for the witten
entries on each questionnaire using a 2,000 nane reference list. In
1990 witten entries were transcribed to a conputer file and matched to
a conputer dictionary which began with the 2,000 nane |list, but
expanded as unmatched nanes were referred to headquarters specialists
for resol ution.

The question on ability to speak English was asked for the first tine

in 1980. In tabulations from 1980, the categories "Very well" and
"Well" were conbined. Data from other surveys suggested a mmjor
di fference between the category "Very well" and the remaining

categories. In tabulations showing ability to speak English, persons
who reported that they spoke English "Very well" are presented
separately from persons who reported their ability to speak English as
I ess than "Very well.'

MARI TAL STATUS--The data on marital status were derived fromanswers to
questionnaire item 6, which was asked of all persons. The nmarita

status classification refers to the status at the tine of enuneration
Data on marital status are tabulated only for persons 15 years old and
over.

Al |l persons were asked whether they were "now married," "w dowed,"
"divorced," "separated,” or "never married." Couples who |ive together
(unmarried persons, persons in comon-|law marriages) were allowed to report
the marital status they considered the npst appropriate.

Never Married--Includes all persons who have never been nmarried, including
persons whose only marriage(s) was annul | ed.

Ever Married--1ncludes persons nmarried at the tinme of enuneration
(including those separated), w dowed, or divorced.

Now Marri ed, Except Separated--I1ncludes persons whose current marriage has
not ended through w dowhood, divorce, or separation (regardl ess of previous
marital history). The category may al so include couples who |ive together
or persons in commn-law marriages if they consider this category the npst



appropriate. In certain tabulations, currently nmarried persons are
further classified as "spouse present” or "spouse absent."

Separ ated- -1 ncl udes persons |l egally separated or otherw se absent from
their spouse because of marital discord. Included are persons who have been
deserted or who have parted because they no | onger want to live

t oget her but who have not obtained a divorce.

W dowed- - | ncl udes wi dows and wi dowers who have not remarri ed.

Di vor ced- -1 ncl udes persons who are |l egally divorced and who have not
remarried.

In selected sanpl e tabul ations, data for marri ed and separated persons are
reorgani zed and conbined with informati on on the presence of the spouse in
t he sane househol d.

Now Married--All persons whose current marriage has not ended by w dowhood
or divorce. This category includes persons defined above as "separated."”

Spouse Present--Married persons whose w fe or husband was enunerated as a
menber of the sanme househol d, including those whose spouse may have been
tenporarily absent for such reasons as travel or hospitalization

Spouse Absent--Married persons whose wi fe or husband was not enunerated as
a nmenber of the sane household. This category also includes all nmarried
persons living in group quarters.

Separ at ed- - Defi ned above.

Spouse Absent, OQther--Married persons whose wi fe or husband was not
enunerated as a nenber of the sane househol d, excl udi ng separated. |ncluded
is any person whose spouse was enployed and living away from hone or in an
institution or absent in the Arned Forces.

Di fferences between the nunber of currently married nmales and the
nunber of currently married fenmal es occur because of reporting

di fferences and because some husbands and w ves have their usua
residence in different areas. In sanple tabulations, these differences
can al so occur because different weights are applied to the

i ndividual's data. Any differences between the nunber of "now

marri ed, spouse present” males and fenales are due solely to sanple
wei ghting. By definition, the nunmbers would be the sane.

When marital status was not reported, it was inputed according to the
rel ati onship to the househol der and sex and age of the person. (For
nmore information on inputation, see Appendi x C, Accuracy of the Data.)

Conparability--The 1990 marital status definitions are the sanme as those
used in 1980 with the exception of the term"never married" which repl aces
the term"single" in tabulations. A general nmarital status question

has been asked in every census since 1880.

MOBI LI TY LI M TATI ON STATUS- - The data on nobility limtation status were
derived from answers to questionnaire item 19a, which was asked of a sanple
of persons 15 years old and over. Persons were identified as having a
mobility limtation if they had a health condition that had |asted for 6 or



nore nonths and which made it difficult to go outside the home al one.
Exanpl es of outside activities on the questionnaire included shopping and
visiting the doctor's office.

The term "health condition" referred to both physical and nental
conditions. A tenporary health problem such as a broken bone that was
expected to heal normally, was not considered a health condition

Conparability--This was the first time that a question on mobility
[imtation was included in the census.

PLACE OF BI RTH--The data on place of birth were derived fromanswers to
questionnaire item 8, which was asked on a sanple basis. The

pl ace-of -birth question asked respondents to report the U S. State,
commonweal th or territory, or the foreign country where they were born.
Persons born outside the United States were asked to report their place
of birth according to current international boundaries. Since nunerous
changes in boundaries of foreign countries have occurred in the | ast
century, sone persons may have reported their place of birth in terns
of boundaries that existed at the tine of their birth or em gration, or
in accordance with their own national preference.

Persons not reporting place of birth were assigned the birthplace of
anot her famly menber or were allocated the response of another person
with simlar characteristics. Persons allocated as foreign born were
not assigned a specific country of birth but were classified as

"Born abroad, country not specified."

Nativity--Information on place of birth and citizenship were used to
classify the population into two maj or categories: native and foreign born.
When i nformation on place of birth was not reported, nativity was assigned
on the basis of answers to citizenship, if reported, and other
characteristics.

Nati ve--1ncludes persons born in the United States, Puerto Rico, or an
outlying area of the United States. The small nunber of persons who were
born in a foreign country but have at | east one Anmerican parent also are
included in this category.

The native population is classified in the follow ng groups: persons
born in the State in which they resided at the tinme of the census;
persons born in a different State, by region; persons born in Puerto
Rico or an outlying area of the U S.; and persons born abroad with at
| east one Anerican parent.

Forei gn Born--1ncludes persons not classified as "Native." Prior to the
1970 census, persons not reporting place of birth were generally classified
as native.

The foreign-born population is shown by selected area, country, or
region of birth: the places of birth shown in data products were

sel ected based on the nunber of respondents who reported that area or
country of birth.

Conparability--Data on the State of birth of the native popul ati on have
been coll ected in each census beginning with that of 1850. Simlar data
were shown in tabulations for the 1980 census and other recent censuses.



Nonr esponse was allocated in a simlar manner in 1980; however, prior to
1980, nonresponse to the place of birth question was not allocated. Prior
to the 1970 census, persons not reporting place of birth were generally
classified as native.

The questionnaire instruction to report nother's State of residence

i nstead of the person's actual State of birth (if born in a hospita

in a different State) was dropped in 1990. Evaluation studies of 1970
and 1980 census data denonstrated that this instruction was generally
ei ther ignored or msunderstood. Since the hospital and the mother's
residence is in the sanme State for nost births, this change may have a
slight effect on State of birth data for States with |arge nmetropolitan
areas that straddle State |ines.

POVERTY STATUS I N 1989--The data on poverty status were derived from
answers to the same questions as the incone data, questionnaire itenms 32
and 33. (For nore information, see the discussion under "lnconme in 1989.")
Poverty statistics presented in census publications were based on a
definition originated by the Social Security Adm nistration in 1964 and
subsequently nodified by Federal interagency conmittees in 1969 and

1980 and prescribed by the O fice of Managenent and Budget in Directive
14 as the standard to be used by Federal agencies for statistica

pur poses.

At the core of this definition was the 1961 econony food plan, the

| east costly of four nutritionally adequate food plans designed by the
Department of Agriculture. It was determned fromthe Agriculture
Department's 1955 survey of food consunption that families of three or
nor e persons spend approximately one-third of their income on food;
hence, the poverty level for these famlies was set at three tines the
cost of the econony food plan. For smaller famlies and persons |iving
al one, the cost of the econony food plan was nultiplied by factors that
were slightly higher to conpensate for the relatively larger fixed
expenses for these snmaller househol ds.

The incone cutoffs used by the Census Bureau to determ ne the poverty
status of families and unrel ated individuals included a set of 48

t hreshol ds arranged in a two-di nensional matrix consisting of fanmly
size (fromone person to nine or nore persons) cross-classified by
presence and nunber of famly menbers under 18 years old (from no
children present to eight or nore children present). Unrel ated

i ndi viduals and two-person famlies were further differentiated by age
of the househol der (under 65 years old and 65 years old and over).

The total incone of each family or unrelated individual in the sanple
was tested against the appropriate poverty threshold to determ ne the

poverty status of that fam |y or unrelated individual. If the tota
i ncome was | ess than the corresponding cutoff, the famly or unrel ated
i ndi vidual was classified as "bel ow the poverty level." The

nunber of persons below the poverty |evel was the sum of the nunber of
persons in famlies with incomes bel ow the poverty |evel and the nunber
of unrelated individuals with i ncones bel ow the poverty Ievel.

The poverty thresholds are revised annually to allow for changes in the
cost of living as reflected in the Consumer Price |ndex. The average
poverty threshold for a fanmily of four persons was $12,674 in 1989.

(For nore information, see table A below. ) Poverty thresholds were



applied on a national basis and were not adjusted for regional, State
or local variations in the cost of living.

Persons for Whom Poverty Status is Determ ned-- Poverty status was
determined for all persons except institutionalized persons, persons in
mlitary group quarters and in college dormtories, and unrel ated

i ndi vi dual s under 15 years old. These groups al so were excluded fromthe
denom nat or when cal cul ati ng poverty rates.

Speci fied Poverty Level s--Since the poverty levels currently in use by the
Federal Government do not neet all the needs of data users, sonme of the
data are presented for alternate |levels. These specified poverty |evels are
obtained by multiplying the incone cutoffs at the poverty level by the
appropriate factor. For exanple, the average incone cutoff at 125 percent
of poverty level was $15,843 ($12,674 x 1.25) in 1989 for a famly of four
persons.

Wei ght ed Average Thresholds at the Poverty Level --The average threshol ds
shown in the first colum of table A are weighted by the presence and
nunber of children. For exanple, the weighted average threshold for a given
fam ly size is obtained by nmultiplying the threshold for each presence and
nunber of children category within the given famly size by the nunber of
famlies in that category. These products are then aggregated across the
entire range of presence and nunber of children categories, and the
aggregate is divided by the total nunber of families in the group to yield
t he wei ghted average threshold at the poverty level for that famly size.

Since the basic thresholds used to determine the poverty status of
fam lies and unrelated individuals are applied to all fanmlies and
unrel ated individuals, the weighted average poverty thresholds are
derived using all famlies and unrel ated individuals rather than just
those classified as being bel ow the poverty level. To obtain the

wei ghted poverty thresholds for famlies and unrel ated individuals
bel ow al ternate poverty levels, the weighted thresholds shown in table
A may be multiplied directly by the appropriate factor. The wei ghted
average threshol ds presented in the table are based on the March 1990
Current Popul ati on Survey. However, these thresholds would not differ
significantly fromthose based on the 1990 census.

I ncome Deficit--Represents the difference between the total inconme of
fam lies and unrel ated individuals below the poverty level and their
respective poverty thresholds. In conputing the income deficit, famlies
reporting a net inconme |oss are assigned zero dollars and for such cases
the deficit is equal to the poverty threshol d.

This measure provided an estimte of the ampbunt which would be required
to raise the inconmes of all poor fanm lies and unrel ated individuals to
their respective poverty thresholds. The incone deficit is thus a
nmeasure of the degree of inpoverishnment of a family or unrel ated

i ndi vi dual. However, caution nust be used in conparing the average
deficits of famlies with different characteristics. Apparent

di fferences in average i ncone deficits may, to sone extent, be a
function of differences in famly size.

Mean I ncone Deficit--Represents the anmount obtained by dividing the tota
i ncome deficit of a group below the poverty level by the nunber of families
(or unrelated individuals) in that group

Conparability--The poverty definition used in the 1990 and 1980 censuses
differed slightly fromthe one used in the 1970 census. Three technica
nodi fications were made to the definition used in the 1970 census as
descri bed bel ow

1. The separate thresholds for famlies with a femal e househol der with
no husband present and all other famlies were elininated. For the 1980
and 1990 censuses, the wei ghted average of the poverty thresholds for
these two types of famlies was applied to all types of famlies,
regardl ess of the sex of the househol der

2. Farmfamlies and farmunrel ated individuals no | onger had a set of
poverty thresholds that were | ower than the thresholds applied to
nonfarm fam lies and unrel ated individuals. The farmthresholds were 85
percent of the corresponding levels for nonfarmfanilies in the 1970
census. The sanme thresholds were applied to all families and unrel ated
i ndi vidual s regardl ess of residence in 1980 and 1990.

3. The thresholds by size of famly were extended from seven or nore
persons in 1970 to nine or nore persons in 1980 and 1990.

These changes resulted in a mniml increase in the nunber of poor

at the national level. For a conplete discussion of these nodifications
and their inpact, see the Current Popul ation Reports, Series P-60, No.
133.



The popul ation covered in the poverty statistics derived fromthe 1980
and 1990 censuses was essentially the same as in the 1970 census. The
only difference was that in 1980 and 1990, unrel ated individuals under
15 years old were excluded fromthe poverty universe, while in 1970,
only those under 14 years old were excluded. The poverty data fromthe
1960 census excluded all persons in group quarters and included al
unrel ated individuals regardl ess of age. It was unlikely that these

di fferences in popul ati on coverage woul d have had significant inpact
when conparing the poverty data for persons since the 1960 censuses.

Current Popul ati on Survey--Because of differences in the questionnaires and
data coll ection procedures, estinmates of the nunmber of persons bel ow the
poverty level by various characteristics fromthe 1990 census may differ
fromthose reported in the March 1990 Current Popul ati on Survey.

RACE- - The data on race were derived fromanswers to questionnaire item#4
whi ch was asked of all persons. The concept of race as used by the
Census Bureau reflects self-identification; it does not denote any
clear-cut scientific definition of biological stock. The data for race
represent self-classification by people according to the race with

which they nost closely identify. Furthernore, it is recognized that

the categories of the race iteminclude both racial and national origin
or socio-cultural groups.

During direct interviews conducted by enunerators, if a person could
not provide a single response to the race question, he or she was asked
to select, based on self-identification, the group which best described
his or her racial identity. If a person could not provide a single race
response, the race of the nother was used. If a single race response
could not be provided for the person's nmother, the first race reported
by the person was used. In all cases where occupi ed housing units,
househol ds, or fanmlies are classified by race, the race of the
househol der was used.

The racial classification used by the Census Bureau generally adheres
to the guidelines in Federal Statistical Directive No. 15, issued by
the O fice of Managenent and Budget, which provides standards on ethnic
and racial categories for statistical reporting to be used by al

Federal agencies. The racial categories used in the 1990 census data
products are provi ded bel ow.

Wi te--1ncludes persons who indicated their race as "White" or reported
entries such as Canadi an, German, ltalian, Lebanese, Near Easterner
Arab, or Polish.

Bl ack- -1 ncl udes persons who indicated their race as "Black or Negro" or
reported entries such as African Anerican, Afro-Anerican, Black Puerto
Ri can, Jammi can, Nigerian, West Indian, or Haitian.

Anerican I ndian, Eskino, or Aleut--Includes persons who classified
t hensel ves as such in one of the specific race categories identified bel ow

Ameri can | ndi an--Includes persons who indicated their race as "Anmerican
I ndian," entered the nane of an Indian tribe, or reported such entries as
Canadi an I ndi an, French-Anerican |Indian, or Spanish-American Indian.



American I ndian Tribe--Persons who identified thenselves as Anerican Indian
were asked to report their enrolled or principal tribe. Therefore, triba
data in tabulations reflect the witten tribal entries reported on the
questionnaires. Sonme of the entries (for exanple, Iroquois, Sioux, Colorado
Ri ver, and Fl athead) represent nations or reservations.

The information on tribe is based on self-identification and therefore
does not reflect any designation of Federally- or State-recognized
tribe. Information on American Indian tribes is presented in sumary
tape files and special data products. The information is derived from
the American Indian Detailed Tribal Classification List for the 1990
census. The classification list represents all tribes, bands, and cl ans
that had a specified nunber of Anerican Indians reported on the census
guestionnaire.

Eski np- - I ncl udes persons who indicated their race as "Eski mo" or reported
entries such as Arctic Slope, |nupiat, and Yupik.

Al eut - -1 ncl udes persons who indicated their race as "Aleut" or reported
entries such as Alutiiq, Egegik, and Pribilovian

Asi an or Pacific Islander--Includes persons who reported in one of the
Asian or Pacific Islander groups listed on the questionnaire or who
provi ded wite-in responses such as Thai, Nepali, or Tongan. A nore
detailed listing of the groups conprising the Asian or Pacific Islander
popul ation is presented in figure 2 below. |In sone data products,
information is presented separately for the Asian popul ation and the
Pacific |slander popul ati on.

Asi an--1ncludes "Chinese,"” "Filipino," "Japanese," "Asian Indian,"”
"Korean," "Vietnamese," and "OQther Asian.” In some tables, "QOher Asian”
may not be shown separately, but is included in the total Asian popul ation

Chi nese--1ncl udes persons who indicated their race as "Chinese" or who
identified thenmsel ves as Cantonese, Tibetan, or Chinese Anerican. In
standard census reports, persons who reported as "Tai wanese" or "Fornpsan"
are included here with Chinese. In special reports on the Asian or Pacific
I sl ander popul ation, information on persons who identified thenselves as
Tai wanese are shown separately.

Filipino--1ncludes persons who indicated their race as "Filipino" or
reported entries such as Philipino, Philipine, or Filipino Anerican.

Japanese- -1 ncl udes persons who indicated their race as "Japanese" and
persons who identified thensel ves as N pponese or Japanese Anerican

Asi an | ndi an--1ncludes persons who indicated their race as "Asian |ndian"
and persons who identified thensel ves as Bengal ese, Bharat, Dravidian, East
I ndi an, or Goanese.

Kor ean- -1 ncl udes persons who indicated their race as "Korean" and persons
who identified themsel ves as Korean Anerican.

Vi et nanese- - I ncl udes persons who indicated their race as "Vi etnanese" and
persons who identified thenselves as Vietnanmese Anerican



Cambodi an- -1 ncl udes persons who provided a wite-in response such as
Canmbodi an or Canbodi a.

Hnong- - I ncl udes persons who provided a wite-in response such as Hnong,
Laohnmong, or Mong.

Laoti an--Includes persons who provided a wite-in response such as Laotian
Laos, or Lao.

Thai - - I ncl udes persons who provided a wite-in response such as Thai
Thai | and, or Si anese.

Ot her Asi an--1ncludes persons who provided a wite-in response of

Paci fic |slander--1ncludes persons who indicated their race as "Pacific
I sl ander" by classifying thensel ves into one of the follow ng groups or
identifying thenselves as one of the Pacific |Islander cultural groups
of Pol ynesi an, M cronesi an, or Mel anesi an

Hawai i an- -1 ncl udes persons who indicated their race as "Hawaiian" as wel
as persons who identified thenselves as Part Hawaiian or Native Hawaii an.

Sanmpan- - | ncl udes persons who indicated their race as "Sanmpan" or persons
who identified thensel ves as American Sanpan or Western Sanpan.

Guanmani an- -1 ncl udes persons who indicated their race as "Guamani an" or
persons who identified thenselves as Chanorro or Guam

O her Pacific Islander--Includes persons who provided a wite-in response
of a Pacific Islander group such as Tahitian, Northern Mariana |slander
Pal auan, Fijian, or a cultural group such as Pol ynesian, M cronesian, or
Mel anesi an. See figure 2 for other groups conprising "Qther Pacific

| sl ander. "

O her Race--Includes all other persons not included in the "VWite,"

"Bl ack," "American |Indian, Eskinmo, or Aleut,” and the "Asian or Pacific
I sl ander™ race categories described above.

Persons reporting in the "Other race" category and providing

wite-in entries such as nmultiracial, multiethnic, mixed, interracial
Wesort, or a Spanish/Hi spanic origin group (such as Mexican, Cuban, or
Puerto Rican) are included here.

Witten entries to three categories on the race item-"Indian (Amer.),"
"OQther Asian or Pacific Islander (API)," and "Qther race"--were revi ened,
edited, and coded by subject matter specialists. (For nore information on
t he codi ng operation, see the section below that discusses
"Conparability.")

The witten entries under "Indian (Amer.)" and "CQher Asian or

Paci fic Islander (API)" were reviewed and coded during 100-percent
processi ng of the 1990 census questionnaires. A substantial portion of
the entries for the "OQther race" category also were revi ened,

edi ted, and coded during the 100-percent processing. The remnmaining
entries under "OQther race" underwent review and coding during



sanpl e processing. Mst of the witten entries reviewed and coded
during sanple processing were those indicating Hi spanic origin such as
Mexi can, Cuban, or Puerto Rican

If the race entry for a nenber of a household was m ssing on the
guestionnaire, race was assi gned based upon the reported entries of
race by other househol d nmenbers using specific rules of precedence of
househol d rel ati onship. For exanple, if race was m ssing for the
daught er of the househol der, then the race of her nother (as fenmale
househol der or fenal e spouse) would be assigned. If there was no fenale
househol der or spouse in the household, the daughter woul d be assigned
her father's (mal e househol der) race. If race was not reported for
anyone in the household, the race of a householder in a previously
processed househol d was assigned. This procedure is a variation of the
general inputation procedures described in Appendix C, Accuracy of the
Dat a.

Limtation of the Data--In the 1980 census, a relatively high proportion
(20 percent) of Anerican Indians did not report any tribal entry in the
race item Evaluation of the pre-census tests indicated that changes nmade
for the 1990 race item should i nprove the reporting of tribes in the rura
areas (especially on reservations) for the 1990 census. The results for
urban areas were inconclusive. Al so, the precensus tests indicated that
there may be overreporting of the Cherokee tribe. An evaluation of 1980
census data showed overreporting of Cherokee in urban areas or areas

where the nunber of Anerican |ndians was sparse.

In the 1990 census, respondents sonetines did not fill in a circle or
filled the "OQther race" circle and wote in a response, such as

Arab, Polish, or African American in the shared wite-in box for

"Other race" and "OQther API" responses. During the automated codi ng
process, these responses were edited and assigned to the appropriate racia
designation. Also, some Hispanic origin persons did not fill in a circle
but provided entries such as Mexican or Puerto Rican. These persons were
classified in the "Oher race" category during the coding and editing
process. There nmay be some minor differences between sanple data and 100-
percent data because sanple processing included additional edits not

i ncluded in the 100-percent processing.

Conparability--Di fferences between the 1990 census and earlier censuses
affect the conparability of data for certain racial groups and Anerican
Indian tribes. The 1990 census was the first census to undertake, on a 100-
percent basis, an automated review, edit, and coding operation for
written responses to the race item The automated codi ng system used in
the 1990 census greatly reduced the potential for error associated with
a clerical review Specialists with a thorough know edge of the race
subj ect matter reviewed, edited, coded, and resol ved inconsistent or

i nconpl ete responses. In the 1980 census, there was only a limted
clerical review of the race responses on the 100-percent forms with a
full clerical review conducted only on the sanpl e questionnaires.

Anot her nmaj or di fference between the 1990 and precedi ng censuses is the
handling of the wite-in responses for the Asian or Pacific Islander
popul ations. In addition to the nine Asian or Pacific |slander
categories shown on the questionnaire under the spanner "Asian or
Pacific Islander (APlI)," the 1990 census race item provi ded a new
resi dual category, "Other API," for Asian or Pacific Islander
persons who did not report in one of the listed Asian or Pacific

I sl ander groups. During the coding operation, wite-in responses for
"OQther API" were reviewed, coded, and assigned to the appropriate
classification. For exanple, in 1990, a wite-in entry of Laotian
Thai, or Javanese is classified as "Oher Asian," while a

wite-in entry of Tongan or Fijian is classified as "Qther Pacific



I slander.™ In the 1990 census, these persons were able to identify
as "Other API" in both the 100-percent and sanpl e operations.

In the 1980 census, the nine Asian or Pacific |Islander groups were also
listed separately. However, persons not belonging to these nine groups
wrote in their specific racial group under the "CGther" race

category. Persons with a witten entry such as Laotian, Thai, or

Tongan, were tabul ated and published as "Qther race" in the 100-

percent processing operation in 1980, but were reclassified as "Q her
Asi an and Pacific Islander” in 1980 sanple tabulations. In 1980

speci al reports on the Asian or Pacific |slander popul ations, data were
shown separately for "Qther Asian" and "OQther Pacific |Islander.”

The 1970 questionnaire did not have separate race categories for Asian
I ndi an, Vi etnanese, Sanpan, and Guamani an. These persons indicated
their race in the "Qher" category and |ater, through the editing
process, were assigned to a specific group. For exanple, in 1970, Asian
I ndi ans were reclassified as "Wite," while Vietnanese

Guamani ans, and Sampbans were included in the "Qther" category.

Anot her difference between 1990 and precedi ng censuses is the approach

t aken when persons of Spanish/Hi spanic origin did not report in a

specific race category but reported as "OQther race" or "Oher." These
persons commonly provided a wite-in entry such as Mexican, Venezuel an, or
Latino. In the 1990 and 1980 censuses, these entries remained in the "Cher
race" or "Qther" category, respectively. In the 1970 census, npst of these
persons were included in the "Wite" category.

REFERENCE WEEK

The data on | abor force status and journey to work were related to

the reference week; that is, the cal endar week preceding the date on
whi ch the respondents conpleted their questionnaires or were

i nterviewed by enunerators. This week is not the sane for al
respondents since the enuneration was not conpleted in one week. The
occurrence of holidays during the enuneration period could affect the
data on actual hours worked during the reference week, but probably had
no effect on overall neasurenent of enploynent status (see the

di scussi on bel ow on "Conparability").

Conparability--The reference weeks for the 1990 and 1980 censuses differ in
t hat Passover and Good Friday occurred in the first week of April 1980, but
in the second week of April 1990. Many workers presumably took tine off

for those observances. The differing occurrence of these holidays could
affect the conparability of the 1990 and 1980 data on actual hours

wor ked for some areas if the respective weeks were the reference weeks

for a significant nunber of persons. The holidays probably did not

affect the overall measurenent of enployment status since this

i nformati on was based on work activity during the entire reference

week.

RESI DENCE I N 1985

The data on residence in 1985 were derived from answers to question
14b, which asked for the State (or foreign country), county, and place
of residence on April 1, 1985, for those persons reporting in question
14a that on that date they lived in a different house than their



current residence. Residence in 1985 is used in conjunction with

| ocation of current residence to determine the extent of residentia
mobility of the population and the resulting redistribution of the
popul ati on across the various States, netropolitan areas, and regions
of the country.

When no information on residence in 1985 was reported for a person
information for other famly menbers, if available, was used to assign
a location of residence in 1985. Al cases of nonresponse or inconplete
response that were not assigned a previous residence based on
information fromother fam |y nenbers were allocated the previous

resi dence of another person with simlar characteristics who provided
conpl ete information.

The tabul ati on category, "Same house," includes all persons 5 years old and
over who did not nove during the 5 years as well as those who had noved but
by 1990 had returned to their 1985 residence. The category, "Different
house in the United States," includes persons who lived in the United
States in 1985 but in a different house or apartment fromthe one they
occupied on April 1, 1990. These novers are then further subdivided
according to the type of nove.

In nost tabul ations, novers are divided into three groups according to
their 1985 residence: "Different house, same county," "Different county,
same State," and "Different State." The last group may be further

subdi vided into region of residence in 1985. The category, "Abroad,"

i ncl udes those persons who were residing in a foreign country, Puerto Rico,
or an outlying area of the U.S. in 1985, including nenbers of the Arned
Forces and their dependents. Sone tabul ati ons show novers who were residing
in Puerto Rico or an outlying area in 1985 separately fromthose residing
in other countries.

In tabulations for netropolitan areas, novers are categorized according
to the nmetropolitan status of their current and previous residences,
resulting in such groups as novers within an MSA/ PMSA, nobvers between
PMSA' s, movers from nonnetropolitan areas to MSA/ PMSA, and novers from
central cities to the renmai nder of an MSA/ PMSA. In sone tabul ations,
these categories are further subdivided by size of MSA/ PMSA, region of
current or previous residence, or novers within or between centra
cities and the remni nder of the same or a different MSA/ PMSA

The size categories used in some tabulations for both 1985 and 1990
residence refer to the popul ati ons of the MSA/PMSA on April 1, 1990;
that is, at the end of the mgration interval.

Some tabul ati ons present data on inmgrants, outmigrants, and net
mgration. "lnmgrants" are generally defined as those persons

who entered a specified area by crossing its boundary from sonme point
outside the area. In sone tabulations, novers from abroad are incl uded
in the nunber of inmgrants; in others, only nmovers within the United
States are included.

"Qutm grants" are persons who depart from a specific area by

crossing its boundary to a point outside it, but wthout |eaving the
United States. "Net migration" is calculated by subtracting the

nunber of outmigrants fromthe nunber of inmgrants and, dependi ng upon
the particular tabulation, may or may not include novers from abroad.



The net migration for the area is net inmgration if the result was
positive and net outmigration if the result was negative. In the
tabul ati ons, net outmigration is indicated by a m nus sign (-).

Inm grants and outm grants for States include only those persons who
did not live in the sane State in 1985 and 1990; that is, they exclude
persons who noved between counties within the same State. Thus, the sum
of the inmgrants to (or outmigrants from all counties in any State is
greater than the nunmber of inmigrants to (or outmgrants fronm) that
State. However, in the case of net migration, the sumof the nets for
all the counties within a State equal the net for the State. In the
same fashion, the net migration for a division or region equals the sum
of the nets for the States conprising that division or region, while
the nunber of inmigrants and outmigrants for that division or regionis
| ess than the sumof the inmgrants or outnmigrants for the individua

St at es.

The nunber of persons who were living in a different house in 1985 is
somewhat | ess than the total nunber of noves during the 5-year period.
Some persons in the sane house at the two dates had noved during the
5-year period but by the time of the census had returned to their 1985
resi dence. OQther persons who were living in a different house had nmade
one or nore internediate noves. For simlar reasons, the nunber of
persons living in a different county, MSA/ PMSA, or State or noving

bet ween nonnetropolitan areas may be understated.

Conparability--Sim|ar questions were asked on all previous censuses

begi nning in 1940, except the questions in 1950 referred to residence 1
year earlier rather than 5 years earlier. Although the questions in the
1940 census covered a 5-year period, conparability with that census was
reduced sonewhat because of different definitions and categories of
tabul ati on. Conparability with the 1960 and 1970 census is al so sonmewhat
reduced because nonresponse was not allocated in those earlier censuses.
For the 1980 census, nonresponse was allocated in a manner sinmlar to the
1990 all ocation schene.

SCHOCOL ENRCLLMENT AND LABOR FORCE STATUS

Tabul ati on of data on enroll ment, educational attainnment, and | abor

force status for the population 16 to 19 years old allows for

calculation of the proportion of the age group who are not enrolled in
school and not high school graduates or "dropouts" and an

unenpl oyment rate for the "dropout" popul ation. Definitions of

the three topics and descriptions of the census itens from which they

were derived are presented in "Educational Attainment," "Enploynent
Status," and "School Enrollnment and Type of School." The published
tabul ati ons include both the civilian and Arnmed Forces popul ati ons, but

| abor force status is provided for the civilian popul ation only. Therefore,
t he conponent | abor force statuses nmay not add to the total lines enrolled
in school, high school graduate, and not high school graduate. The

di fference is Arnmed Forces.

Conparability--The tabul ati on of school enrollment by |abor force status is
simlar to that published in 1980 census reports. The 1980 census
tabul ati on included a single data line for Arnmed Forces; however,
enrol l ment, attainnment, and | abor force status data were shown for the



civilian population only. In 1970, a tabulation was included for 16 to 21
year old males not attending school

SCHOCL ENROLLMENT AND TYPE OF SCHOOL

Data on school enrollnent were derived fromanswers to questionnaire
item 11, which was asked of a sanple of persons. Persons were
classified as enrolled in school if they reported attending a
"regular" public or private school or college at any tinme between
February 1, 1990, and the tinme of enumeration. The question included
instructions to "include only nursery school, kindergarten

el ementary school, and schooling which would |lead to a high schoo

di ploma or a coll ege degree" as regular school. Instructions

i ncluded in the 1990 respondent instruction guide, which was nuil ed
with the census questionnaire, further specified that enrollnment in a
trade or business school, conpany training, or tutoring were not to be
i ncl uded unl ess the course would be accepted for credit at a regul ar

el enmentary school, high school, or college. Persons who did not answer
the enrol | nent question were assigned the enroll nent status and type of
school of a person with the same age, race or Hispanic origin, and, at
ol der ages, sex, whose residence was in the sane or a nearby area.

Public and Private School --1ncludes persons who attended school in the
reference period and indicated they were enrolled by marking one of the
guestionnaire categories for either "public school, public college" or
“private school, private college." The instruction guide defines

a public school as "any school or college controlled and supported

by a local, county, State, or Federal Covernnent." "School s

supported and controlled primarily by religious organizations or other
private groups" are defined as private. Persons who filled both the
"public" and "private" circles are edited to the first entry, "public."

Level of School in Wich Enrolled--Persons who were enrolled in school were
classified as enrolled in "preprimary school," "elenentary or high school,"
or "college" according to their response to question 12 (years of schoo
conpl eted or highest degree received). Persons who were enrolled and
reported conpleting nursery school or less were classified as enrolled in
"preprimary school," which includes kindergarten. Simlarly, enrolled
persons who had conpl eted at |east kindergarten, but not high school, were
classified as enrolled in elementary or high school. Enrolled persons who
reported conpl eting high school or sone college or having received a post-
secondary degree were classified as enrolled in "college." Enrolled persons
who reported conpleting the twelfth grade but receiving "NO DI PLOVA" were
classified as enrolled in high school. (For nmore information on |evel of
school, see the discussion under "Educational Attainnent.")

Conparability--School enrollnent questions have been included in the census
since 1840; grade attended was first asked in 1940; type of school was
first asked in 1960. Before 1940, the enroll nent question in various
censuses referred to attendance in the preceding six nonths or the
precedi ng year. In 1940, the reference was to attendance in the nonth
precedi ng the census, and in the 1950 and subsequent censuses, the question
referred to attendance in the two nonths precedi ng the census date.

Until the 1910 census, there were no instructions liniting the kinds of
schools in which enroll ment was to be counted. Starting in 1910, the
i nstructions indicated that attendance at "school, college, or any



educational institution" was to be counted. In 1930 an instruction

to include "night school” was added. In the 1940 instructions,

ni ght school, extension school, or vocational school were included only
if the school was part of the regular school system Correspondence
school work of any kind was excluded. In the 1950 instructions, the
term"regul ar school" was introduced, and it was defined as

school i ng which "advances a person towards an el ementary or high

school diploma or a college, university, or professional schoo

degree." Vocational, trade, or business schools were excluded unless
they were graded and considered part of a regular school system
On-the-job training was excluded, as was nursery school. Instruction by
correspondence was excluded unless it was given by a regular school and
count ed towards pronotion.

In 1960, the question used the term "regular school or college"

and a simlar, though expanded, definition of "regular" was

included in the instructions, which continued to exclude nursery
school . Because of the census' use of nmiled questionnaires, the 1960
census was the first in which instructions were witten for the
respondent as well as enumerators. In the 1970 census, the
guestionnaire used the phrase "regul ar school or college" and

i ncluded instructions to "count nursery school, kindergarten, and
schooling which |eads to an el enentary school certificate, high schoo
di pl oma, or college degree." Instructions in a separate docunent
specified that to be counted as regul ar school, nursery school nust
include instruction as an inportant and integral phase of its program
and continued the exclusion of vocational, trade, and business schools.
The 1980 census question was very simlar to the 1970 question, but the
separate instruction booklet did not require that nursery schoo

i ncl ude substantial instructional content in order to be counted.

The age range for which enroll nment data have been obtai ned and
publ i shed has varied over the censuses. Information on enroll nent was
recorded for persons of all ages in the 1930 and 1940 and 1970 t hrough
1990; for persons under age 30, in 1950; and for persons age 5 to 34,
in 1960. Mpst of the published enrollnment figures referred to persons
age 5 to 20 in the 1930 census, 5to 24 in 1940, 5to 29 in 1950, 5 to
34 in 1960, 3 to 34 in 1970, and 3 years old and over in 1980. This
growh in the age group whose enroll ment was reported reflects

i ncreased interest in the nunber of children in preprimary schools and
in the nunber of ol der persons attending colleges and universities.

In the 1950 and subsequent censuses, coll ege students were enunerated
where they lived while attending college, whereas in earlier censuses,
they generally were enunerated at their parental homes. This change
shoul d not affect the conparability of national figures on college
enrol | ment since 1940; however, it may affect the conparability over
time of enrollnent figures at sub-national |evels.

Type of school was first introduced in the 1960 census, where a
separate question asked the enrolled persons whether they were in a
“public" or "private" school. Since the 1970 census, the

type of school was incorporated into the response categories for the
enrol | ment question and the terms were changed to "public,”
"parochial," and "other private." In the 1980 census,

"private, church related" and "private, not church rel ated"

repl aced "parochial” and "other private."



Grade of enrollnent was first available in the 1940 census, where it
was obtained fromresponses to the question on highest grade of schoo
conpl eted. Enunerators were instructed that "for a person still in
school, the |ast grade conpleted will be the grade preceding the one in
whi ch he or she was now enrolled." From 1950 to 1980, grade of
enrol | mrent was obtai ned fromthe highest grade attended in the two-part
guestion used to neasure educational attainnment. (For nore informtion
see the discussion under "Educational Attainment.") The form of

t he question fromwhich |evel of enrollnment was derived in the 1990
census nost closely corresponds to the question used in 1940. While
data from prior censuses can be aggregated to provide |evels of
enrol |l ment conparable to the 1990 census, 1990 data cannot be

di saggregated to show single grade of enrollnent as in previous
censuses.

Data on school enrollnment were also collected and published by other
Federal, State, and |ocal governnent agencies. Where these data were
obtai ned from adm nistrative records of school systens and institutions
of higher learning, they were only roughly conparable with data from
popul ati on censuses and househol d surveys because of differences in
definitions and concepts, subject matter covered, tinme references, and
enuner ati on nethods. At the local level, the difference between the

| ocation of the institution and the residence of the student may affect
the conparability of census and administrative data. Differences

bet ween the boundaries of school districts and census geographic units
al so nay affect these conparisons.

SELF- CARE LI M TATI ON STATUS

The data on self-care limtation status were derived fromanswers to
guestionnaire item 19b, which was asked of a sanple of persons 15 years
old and over. Persons were identified as having a self-care limtation
if they had a health condition that had | asted for 6 or nore nonths and
which nade it difficult to take care of their own personal needs, such
as dressing, bathing, or getting around inside the hone.

The term "health condition"” referred to both physical and nenta
conditions. A tenporary health problem such as a broken bone that was
expected to heal normally was not considered a health condition

Conparability--This was the first tine that a question on self-care
[imtation was included in the census.

SEX

The data on sex were derived fromanswers to questionnaire item 3,

whi ch was asked of all persons. For nost cases in which sex was not
reported, it was determ ned by the appropriate entry fromthe person's
gi ven nanme and househol d rel ati onship. O herw se, sex was i nmputed
according to the relationship to the househol der and the age and
marital status of the person. For nore information on inputation, see
Appendi x C, Accuracy of the Data.

Sex Ratio--A neasure derived by dividing the total nunber of males by the
total nunber of females and nultiplying by 100.



Conparability--A question on the sex of individuals has been asked of the
total population in every census.

VETERAN STATUS

Data on veteran status, period of mlitary service, and years of
mlitary service were derived fromanswers to questionnaire item 17
whi ch was asked of a sanple of persons.

Veteran Status--The data on veteran status were derived fromresponses to
guestion 17a. For census data products, a "civilian veteran" is a person
16 years old or over who had served (even for a short tinme) but is not now
serving on active duty in the US. Arny, Navy, Air Force, Marine Corps,

or the Coast Guard, or who served as a Merchant Marine seaman during

World War 11. Persons who served in the National CGuard or mlitary
Reserves are classified as veterans only if they were ever called or
ordered to active duty not counting the 4-6 nonths for initial training

or yearly sumrer canps. All other civilians 16 years old and over are

cl assified as nonveterans.

Period of Mlitary Service--Persons who indicated in question 17a that they
had served on active duty (civilian veterans) or were now on active duty
were asked to indicate in question 17b the period or periods in which they
served. Persons serving in at |east one wartinme period are classified in
their nost recent wartinme period. For exanple, persons who served both
during the Korean conflict and the post-Korean peacetine era between
February 1955 and July 1964 are classified in one of the two "Korean
conflict" categories. If the same person had al so served during the

Vi etnam era, he or she would instead be included in the "Vietnamera

and Korean conflict" category. The responses were edited to

elim nate inconsistencies between reported period(s) of service and the
age of the person and to cancel out reported conbinations of periods
cont ai ni ng unreasonabl e gaps (for exanple, a person could not serve

during World War | and the Korean conflict wi thout serving during Wrld
War 11). Note that the period of service categories shown in this

report are nutually exclusive.

Years of MIlitary Service--Persons who indicated in question 17a that they
had served on active duty (civilian veterans) or were now on active duty
were asked to report the total nunber of years of active-duty service in
gquestion 17c. The data were edited for consistency with responses to
guestion 17b (Period of MIlitary Service) and with the age of the person

Limtation of the Data--There may be a tendency for the follow ng kinds of
persons to report erroneously that they served on active duty in the Arned
Forces: (a) persons who served in the National CGuard or mlitary Reserves
but were never called to active duty; (b) civilian enpl oyees or volunteers
for the USO, Red Cross, or the Departnent of Defense (or its predecessor
Departments, War and Navy); and (c) enployees of the Merchant Marine or
Public Health Service. There may al so be a tendency for persons to
erroneously round up nonths to the nearest year in question 17c (for
exanpl e, persons with 1 year 8 nonths of active duty mlitary service

may mi stakenly report "2 years").

Conparability--Since census data on veterans were based on self-reported
responses, they may differ fromdata from other sources such as
adm nistrative records of the Department of Defense. Census data may al so



differ from Veterans Administration data on the benefits-eligible
popul ati on, since factors determining eligibility for veterans benefits
differ fromthe rules for classifying veterans in the census.

The wordi ng of the question on veteran status (17a) for 1990 was
expanded fromthe veteran/ not veteran question in 1980 to include
guestions on current active duty status and service in the mlitary
Reserves and the National Guard. The expansion was intended to clarify
the appropriate response for persons in the Armed Forces and for
persons who served in the National Guard or mlitary Reserve units
only. For the first time in a census, service during World War Il as a
Mer chant Marine Seaman was consi dered active-duty nmilitary service and
persons with such service were counted as veterans. An additiona
period of mlitary service, "Septenber 1980 or |later"” was added

in 1990. As in 1970 and 1980, persons reporting nore than one period of
service are shown in the nost recent wartine period of service
category. Question 17c (Years of Mlitary Service) was new for 1990.

WORK DI SABI LI TY STATUS

The data on work disability were derived fromanswers to questionnaire item
18, which was asked of a sanple of persons 15 years old and over. Persons
were identified as having a work disability if they had a health condition
that had | asted for 6 or nore nonths and which linmited the kind or anmpunt

of work they could do at a job or business. A person was limted in the
kind of work he or she could do if the person had a health condition which
restricted his or her choice of jobs. A person was limted in the anount of
work if he or she was not able to work full-tinme. Persons with a work
disability were further classified as "Prevented from worki ng" or "Not
prevented from working."

The term "health condition" referred to both physical and nental
conditions. A tenporary health problem such as a broken bone that was
expected to heal normally, was not considered a health condition

Conparability--The wordi ng of the question on work disability

was the sane in 1990 as in 1980. Information on work disability was
first collected in 1970. In that census, the work disability question
did not contain a clause restricting the definition of disability to
limtations caused by a health condition that had |asted 6 or nore
nont hs; however, it did contain a separate question about the duration
of the disability.

WORK STATUS | N 1989

The data on work status in 1989 were derived fromanswers to
guestionnaire item 31, which was asked of a sanple of persons. Persons
16 years old and over who worked 1 or nore weeks according to the
criteria described below are classified as "Wrked in 1989." Al

ot her persons 16 years old and over are classified as "Did not work

in 1989." Sone tabul ations showi ng work status in 1989 include 15

year olds; these persons, by definition, are classified as "Did not
work in 1989."



Weeks Worked in 1989

The data on weeks worked in 1989 were derived fromresponses to
questionnaire item 31b. Question 31lb (Weks Wrked in 1989) was asked
of persons 16 years old and over who indicated in question 3la that
they worked in 1989.

The data pertain to the nunmber of weeks during 1989 in which a person
did any work for pay or profit (including paid vacation and paid sick
| eave) or worked without pay on a family farmor in a famly business.
Weeks of active service in the Armed Forces are al so included.

Usual Hours Worked Per Week Worked in 1989

The data on usual hours worked per week worked in 1989 were derived
fromanswers to questionnaire item 31c. This question was asked of
persons 16 years old and over who indicated that they worked in 1989.

The data pertain to the nunber of hours a person usually worked during
the weeks worked in 1989. The respondent was to report the nunber of
hours worked per week in the majority of the weeks he or she worked in
1989. If the hours worked per week varied considerably during 1989, the
respondent was to report an approxi nate average of the hours worked per
week. The statistics on usual hours worked per week in 1989 are not
necessarily related to the data on actual hours worked during the
census reference week (question 21b).

Persons 16 years old and over who reported that they usually worked 35
or nore hours each week during the weeks they worked are classified as
"Usual ly worked full tine;" persons who reported that they

usually worked 1 to 34 hours are classified as "Usual |y worked part
time."

Year - Round Ful | -Ti ne Workers--All persons 16 years old and over who usually
wor ked 35 hours or nore per week for 50 to 52 weeks in 1989.

Nunmber of Workers in Family in 1989--The term "worker" as used for these
data is defined based on the criteria for Work Status in 1989.

Limtation of the Data--1t is probable that the nunber of persons who
worked in 1989 and t he nunmber of weeks worked are understated since there
was sone tendency for respondents to forget intermttent or short periods
of enploynent or to exclude weeks worked without pay. There may al so be a
tendency for persons not to include weeks of paid vacation anong their
weeks worked; one result nay be that the census figures may understate the
nunber of persons who worked "50 to 52 weeks."

Conparability--The data on weeks worked collected in the 1990 census were
conparable with data fromthe 1980, 1970, and 1960 censuses, but nmay not be
entirely conparable with data fromthe 1940 and 1950 censuses. Since

the 1960 census, two separate questions have been used to obtain this
information. The first identified persons with any work experience

during the year and, thus, indicated those persons for whomthe

questions on nunber of weeks worked applied. In 1940 and 1950, however,

t he questionnaires contained only a single question on number of weeks

wor ked.



In 1970, persons responded to the question on weeks worked by
i ndi cati ng one of six weeks-worked intervals. In 1980 and 1990, persons
were asked to enter the specific nunber of weeks they worked.

YEAR OF ENTRY

The data on year of entry were derived from answers to questionnaire
item 10, which was asked of a sanple of persons. The question, "Wen
did this person cone to the United States to stay?" was asked of
persons who indicated in the question on citizenship that they were not
born in the United States. (For nore information, see the discussion
under "Citizenship.")

The 1990 census questions, tabul ations, and census data products about
citizenship and year of entry include no reference to inmgration. Al
persons who were born and resided outside the United States before
becom ng residents of the United States have a date of entry. Sone of
these persons are U S. citizens by birth (e.g., persons born in Puerto
Rico or born abroad of American parents). To avoid any possible
confusion concerning the date of entry of persons who are U S. citizens
by birth, the term "year of entry" is used in this report

instead of the term"year of inmgration.”

Limtation of the Data--The census questions on nativity, citizenship, and
year of entry were not designed to neasure the degree of permanence of
residence in the United States. The phrase, "to stay" was used to obtain
the year in which the person becane a resident of the United States.

Al t hough the respondent was directed to indicate the year he or she entered
the country "to stay," it was difficult to ensure that respondents
interpreted the phrase correctly.

Conparability--A question on year of entry, (alternately called "year of
i mmgration") was asked in each decennial census from 1890 to 1930,
1970, and 1980. In 1980, the question on year of entry included six
arrival time intervals. The nunber of arrival intervals was expanded to
ten in 1990. In 1980, the question on year of entry was asked only of
the foreign-born population. In 1990, all persons who responded to the

| ong-form questionnaire and were not born in the United States were to
conpl ete the question on year of entry.

HOUSI NG CHARACTERI STI CS
LI VI NG QUARTERS

Living quarters are classified as either housing units or group
quarters. (For nore information, see the discussion of "G oup

Quarters” under Popul ation Characteristics.) Usually, living

quarters are in structures intended for residential use (for exanple, a
one-fam |y hone, apartnent house, hotel or notel, boardi ng house, or
nobil e hone). Living quarters also may be in structures intended for
nonresi dential use (for exanple, the roons in a warehouse where a guard
lives), as well as in places such as tents, vans, shelters for the
honel ess, dornitories, barracks, and old railroad cars.

Housi ng Units--A housing unit is a house, an apartnment, a nobile hone or
trailer, a group of rooms or a single roomoccupied as separate |iving
quarters or, if vacant, intended for occupancy as separate |living quarters.



Separate living quarters are those in which the occupants live and eat
separately from any other persons in the building and which have direct
access fromoutside the building or through a conon hall

The occupants may be a single famly, one person living alone, two or
nore famlies living together, or any other group of related or

unrel ated persons who share living arrangenents. For vacant units, the
criteria of separateness and direct access are applied to the intended
occupant s whenever possible. |If that information cannot be obtai ned,
the criteria are applied to the previ ous occupants.

Bot h occupi ed and vacant housing units are included in the housing unit
i nventory, except that recreational vehicles, boats, vans, tents,
railroad cars, and the like are included only if they are occupied as
sonmeone's usual place of residence. Vacant nobile hones are included
provi ded they are intended for occupancy on the site where they stand.
Vacant nobile homes on dealers' sales lots, at the factory, or in
storage yards are excluded fromthe housing inventory.

If the living quarters contains nine or nore persons unrelated to the
househol der or person in charge (a total of at |east 10 unrel ated
persons), it is classified as group quarters. If the living quarters
contains eight or fewer persons unrelated to the househol der or person
in charge, it is classified as a housing unit.

Occupi ed Housing Units--A housing unit is classified as occupied if it is
t he usual place of residence of the person or group of persons living in it
at the time of enumeration, or if the occupants are only tenporarily
absent; that is, away on vacation or business. If all the persons staying
in the unit at the tine of the census have their usual place of residence
el sewhere, the unit is classified as vacant. A household includes all the
persons who occupy a housing unit as their usual place of residence. By
definition, the count of occupied housing units for 100-percent

tabul ations is the same as the count of househol ds or househol ders. In
sanpl e tabul ations, the counts of household and occupi ed housing units
may vary slightly because of different sanple weighting nmethods.

Vacant Housing Units--A housing unit is vacant if no one is living in it at
the tine of enumeration, unless its occupants are only tenporarily absent.
Units tenporarily occupied at the tinme of enuneration entirely by persons
who have a usual residence el sewhere also are classified as vacant. (For
nore information, see discussion under "Usual Home El sewhere.")

New units not yet occupied are classified as vacant housing units if
construction has reached a point where all exterior w ndows and doors
are installed and final usable floors are in place. Vacant units are
excluded if they are open to the elements; that is, the roof, walls,

wi ndows, and/or doors no |longer protect the interior fromthe el enents,
or if there is positive evidence (such as a sign on the house or in the
bl ock) that the unit is condemmed or is to be denolished. Al so excluded
are quarters being used entirely for nonresidential purposes, such as a
store or an office, or quarters used for the storage of business
supplies or inventory, machinery, or agricultural products.

Hotel s, Motels, Rooni ng Houses, Etc.--Cccupied roonms or suites of roonms in
hotels, notels, and similar places are classified as housing units only
when occupi ed by permanent residents; that is, persons who consider the



hotel as their usual place of residence or have no usual place of residence
el sewhere. Vacant roomnms or suites of rooms are classified as housing units
only in those hotels, notels, and sinmlar places in which 75 percent or
nore of the accommopdati ons are occupi ed by permanent residents.

If any of the occupants in a room ng or boardi ng house live and eat
separately fromothers in the building and have direct access, their
quarters are classified as separate housing units.

Staff Living Quarters--The living quarters occupied by staff personne
within any group quarters are separate housing units if they satisfy the
housing unit criteria of separateness and direct access; otherw se, they
are consi dered group quarters.

Conparability--The first Census of Housing in 1940 established the

"dwel ling unit" concept. Although the term becane "housing unit" and the
definition has been nodified slightly in succeedi ng censuses, the 1990
definition is essentially conparable to previ ous censuses. There was no
change in the housing unit definition between 1980 and 1990.

ACREAGE

The data on acreage were obtained fromquestionnaire itens H5a and
H19a. Question H5a was asked at all occupied and vacant one-famly
houses and nobil e honmes. Question Hl9a was asked on a sanple basis at
occupi ed and vacant one-fam |y houses and nobil e hones.

Question H5a asks whether the house or nobile honme is |ocated on a

pl ace of 10 or nore acres. The intent of this itemis to exclude
owner - occupi ed and renter-occupi ed one-fam |y houses on 10 or nore
acres fromthe specified owner- and renter-occupied universes for val ue
and rent tabul ations.

Question Hl9a provides data on whether the unit is |ocated on | ess than
1 acre. The main purpose of this item in conjunction with question
H19b on agricultural sales, is to identify farmunits. (For nore

i nformati on, see discussion under "Farm Residence.")

For both items, the |land may consi st of nore than one tract or plot.
These tracts or plots are usually adjoining; however, they nay be
separated by a road, creek, another piece of land, etc.

Conparability--Question Hsa is simlar to that asked in 1970 and 1980.

This item was asked for the first tinme of nobile home occupants in 1990.
Question Hl9a is an abbreviated form of a question asked on a sanple basis in
1980. In previous censuses, information on city or suburban ot and

nunber of acres was obtained al so.

AGRI CULTURAL SALES

Data on the sales of agricultural crops were obtained from
guestionnaire item H19b, which was asked on a sanple basis at occupied
one-fam |y houses and nobile hones | ocated on | ots of 1 acre or nore.
Data for this itemexclude units on lots of less than 1 acre, units

| ocated in structures containing 2 or nore units, and all vacant units.
This itemrefers to the total anount (before taxes and expenses)
received in 1989 fromthe sale of crops, vegetables, fruits, nuts,



livestock and livestock products, and nursery and forest products,
produced on "this property." Respondents new to a unit were asked
to estimate total agricultural sales in 1989 even if sonme portion of
the sal es had been made by other occupants of the unit.

This itemis used mainly to classify housing units as farm or nonfarm
resi dences, not to provide detailed information on the sale of
agricultural products. Detailed information on the sale of agricultura
products is provided by the Census Bureau's Census of Agriculture
(Factfinder for the Nation: Agricultural Statistics, Bureau

of the Census, 1989). (For nore information, see the discussion under
"Farm Resi dence. ")

BEDROOMS

The data on bedroons were obtai ned from questionnaire item H9, which
was asked at both occupied and vacant housing units. This item was
asked on a sanpl e basis. The nunber of bedroons is the count of roons
designed to be used as bedroons; that is, the number of roons that
woul d be listed as bedroons if the house or apartnment were on the

mar ket for sale or for rent. Included are all roons intended to be used
as bedroonms even if they currently are being used for sone other
purpose. A housing unit consisting of only one room such as a one-room
efficiency apartnent, is classified, by definition, as having no

bedr oom

Conparability--Data on bedroons have been collected in every census since
1960. In 1970 and 1980, data for bedroonms were shown only for year-round
units. In past censuses, a roomwas defined as a bedroomif it was used
mai nly for sleeping even if also used for other purposes. Roons that were
designed to be used as bedroons but used mainly for other purposes were
not considered to be bedroonms. A distribution of housing units by

nunber of bedroonms cal cul ated fromdata collected in a 1986 test showed
virtually no differences in the two versions except in the two bedroom
category, where the previous "use" definition showed a slightly

| ower proportion of units.

BOARDED- UP STATUS

Boar ded- up status was obtained from questionnaire item C2 and was
determined for all vacant units. Boarded-up units have w ndows and
doors covered by wood, netal, or masonry to protect the interior and to
prevent entry into the building. A single-unit structure, a unit in a
mul ti-unit structure, or an entire multi-unit structure nmay be
boarded-up in this way. For certain census data products, boarded-up
units are shown only for units in the "Qther vacant" category. A

unit classified as "Usual honme el sewhere" can never be boarded

up. (For nore information, see the discussion under "Usual Home

El sewhere. ™)

Conparability--This itemwas first asked in the 1980 census and was shown
only for year-round vacant housing units. In 1990, data are shown for al
vacant housing units.



BUSI NESS ON PROPERTY

The data for business on property were obtained from questionnaire

i tem H5b, which was asked at all occupied and vacant one-fam |y houses
and nobile homes. This question is used to exclude owner-occupied
one-fam |y houses with business or nmedical offices on the property from
certain statistics on financial characteristics.

A business nmust be easily recognizable fromthe outside. It usually
wi |l have a separate outside entrance and have the appearance of a
busi ness, such as a grocery store, restaurant, or barber shop. It may
be either attached to the house or nobile hone or be | ocated el sewhere
on the property. Those housing units in which a roomis used for

busi ness or professional purposes and have no recogni zable alterations
to the outside are not considered as having a business.

Medi cal offices are considered businesses for tabul ation purposes.

Conparability--Data on business on property have been coll ected since 1940.
CONDOM NI UM FEE

The data on condoni nium fee were obtained from questionnaire item

H25, which was asked at owner-occupi ed condom niuns. This item was
asked on a sanple basis. A condoniniumfee normally is charged nonthly
to the owners of the individual condom niumunits by the condom ni um
owners association to cover operating, maintenance, admnistrative, and
i mprovenent costs of the common property (grounds, halls, |obby,
par ki ng areas, |aundry roons, sw miing pool, etc.) The costs for
utilities and/or fuels may be included in the condom niumfee if the
units do not have separate meters.

Data on condom nium fees may include real estate tax and/or insurance
paynments for the conmon property, but do not include real estate taxes
or fire, hazard, and flood insurance for the individual unit already
reported in questions H21 and H22.

Amounts reported were the regular nonthly paynent, even if paid by
soneone outside the household or remain unpaid. Costs were estimted as
cl osely as possi bl e when exact costs were not known.

The data fromthis itemwere added to paynents for nortgages (both
first and juni or nortgages and hone equity | oans); real estate taxes;
fire, hazard, and flood insurance paynents; and utilities and fuels to
derive "Selected Monthly Ower Costs" and "Sel ected Monthly

Owner Costs as a Percentage of Household Incone in 1989" for
condoni ni um owners.

Conparability--This is a newitemin 1990.
CONDOM NI UM STATUS

The data on condom ni um housi ng units were obtained from

guestionnaire item H18, which was asked on a sanple basis at both
occupi ed and vacant housing units. Condominiumis a type of ownership
that enables a person to own an apartnent or house in a devel opnent of
simlarly owed units and to hold a common or joint ownership in sone
or all of the commn areas and facilities such as |and, roof, hallways,



entrances, elevators, sw ming pool, etc. Condom niunms nay be
single-fam |y houses as well as units in apartnent buildings. A
condom niumunit need not be occupied by the owner to be counted as
such. A unit classified as "mobile hone or trailer” or

"other" (see discussion under "Units in Structure") cannot

be a condom nium unit.

Limtation of the Data--Testing done prior to the 1980 and 1990 censuses
i ndi cated that the nunber of condom niunms nmay be slightly overstated.

Conparability--1n 1970, condom niuns were grouped together with cooperative
housi ng units, and the data were reported only for owner-occupied
cooperatives and condom ni unms. Beginning in 1980, the census identified al
condom niumunits and the data were shown for renter-occupi ed and vacant
year-round condom niuns as well as owner occupied. In 1970 and 1980, the
guestion on condom ni uns was asked on a 100-percent basis. In 1990, it was
asked on a sanpl e basis.

CONTRACT RENT

The data on contract rent (also referred to as "rent asked" for vacant
units) were obtained from questionnaire item H7a, which was asked at al
occupi ed housing units that were rented for cash rent and all vacant
housing units that were for rent at the tine of enunmeration

Housi ng units that are renter occupi ed without paynment of cash rent are
shown separately as "No cash rent" in census data products. The

unit may be owned by friends or relatives who |live el sewhere and who
al | ow occupancy wi thout charge. Rent-free houses or apartments may be
provi ded to conpensate caretakers, mnisters, tenant farmers,
sharecroppers, or others.

Contract rent is the nonthly rent agreed to or contracted for

regardl ess of any furnishings, utilities, fees, neals, or services that
may be included. For vacant units, it is the nmonthly rent asked for the
rental unit at the tinme of enumeration.

If the contract rent includes rent for a business unit or for living
gquarters occupi ed by anot her househol d, the respondent was instructed
to report that part of the rent estimated to be for his or her unit
only. Respondents were asked to report rent only for the housing unit
enunerated and to exclude any rent paid for additional units or for
busi ness premi ses.

If a renter pays rent to the owner of a condom nium or cooperative, and
t he condom nium fee or cooperative carrying charge is also paid by the
renter to the owner, the respondent was instructed to include the fee
or carrying charge.

If a renter receives paynents from |l odgers or rooners who are |listed as
menbers of the household, the respondent was instructed to report the
rent without deduction for any paynents received fromthe | odgers or
roomers. The respondent was instructed to report the rent agreed to or
contracted for even if paid by sonmeone el se such as friends or
relatives living el sewhere, or a church or welfare agency.



In sonme tabul ations, contract rent is presented for all renter-occupied
housi ng units, as well as specified renter-occupied and vacant-for-rent
units. Specified renter-occupi ed and specified vacant-for-rent units
exclude one-fam |y houses on 10 or nore acres. (For nore information on
rent, see the discussion under "Gross Rent.")

Medi an and Quartile Contract Rent--The nedian divides the rent distribution
into two equal parts.

Quartiles divide the rent distribution into four equal parts. In
conmputing nmedi an and quartile contract rent, units reported as "No
cash rent" are excluded. Median and quartile rent calcul ations are
rounded to the nearest whole dollar. (For nore information on medi ans
and quartiles, see the discussion under "Derived Measures.")

Aggregate Contract Rent--To cal cul ate aggregate contract rent, the anmount
assigned for the category "Less than $80" is $50. The anpunt assigned to
the category "$1,000 or nore" is $1,250. Mean contract rent is

rounded to the nearest whole dollar. (For nore information on

aggregat es and nmeans, see the discussion under "Derived Measures.")

Limtation of the Data--In the 1970 and 1980 censuses, contract rent for
vacant units had high allocation rates, about 35 percent.

Conparability--Data on this item have been collected since 1930. For 1990,
quartiles were added because the range of rents and values in the United
States has increased in recent years. Upper and | ower quartiles can be used
to note large rent and val ue differences anong vari ous geographi c areas.

DURATI ON OF VACANCY

The data for duration of vacancy (also referred to as "nonths

vacant") were obtained from questionnaire item D, which was

conpl eted by census enunerators. The statistics on duration of vacancy
refer to the length of tinme (in nonths and years) between the date the
| ast occupants noved fromthe unit and the tinme of enuneration. The
data, therefore, do not provide a direct neasure of the total |ength of
time units renain vacant.

For newly constructed units which have never been occupied, the
duration of vacancy is counted fromthe date construction was

conpl eted. For recently converted or nerged units, the tinme is reported
fromthe date conversion or nmerger was conpleted. Units occupied by an
entire household with a usual hone el sewhere are assigned to the

"Less than 1 nmonth" interval.

Conparability--Sim|ar data have been coll ected since 1960. In 1970 and
1980, these data were shown only for year-round vacant housing units. In
1990, these data are shown for all vacant housing units.

FARM RESI DENCE

The data on farm resi dence were obtained from questionnaire itens

H19a and H19b. An occupi ed one-family house or nobile hone is
classified as a farmresidence if: (1) the housing unit is |ocated on a
property of 1 acre or nore, and (2) at |east $1,000 worth of
agricultural products were sold fromthe property in 1989. G oup



quarters and housing units that are in multi-unit buildings or vacant
are not included as farm residences.

A one-famly unit occupied by a tenant househol d payi ng cash rent for

| and and buildings is enunerated as a farmresidence only if sales of
agricultural products fromits yard (as opposed to the general property
on which it is |located) ampbunted to at |east $1,000 in 1989. A
one-fam |y unit occupied by a tenant household that does not pay cash
rent is enunerated as a farmresidence if the remai nder of the farm
(including its yard) qualifies as a farm

Farm resi dence is provided as an i ndependent data itemonly for housing
units located in rural areas. It may be derived for housing units in
urban areas fromthe data itens on acreage and sales of agricultura
products on the public-use mcrodata sanple (PUMS) files. (For nore

i nformati on on PUMS, see Appendi x F, Data Products and User
Assi st ance.)

The farm popul ati on consists of persons in households living in farm
resi dences. Some persons who are counted on a property classified as a
farm (including in some cases farm workers) are excluded fromthe farm
popul ati on. Such persons include those who reside in rmulti-unit
bui | di ngs or group quarters.

Conparability--These are the sanme criteria that were used to define a farm
residence in 1980. In 1960 and 1970, a farm was defined as a place of 10 or
nore acres with at least $50 worth of agricultural sales or a place of |ess
than 10 acres with at |east $250 worth of agricultural sales. Earlier
censuses used other definitions. Note that the definition of a farm
residence differs fromthe definition of a farmin the Census of
Agriculture (Factfinder for the Nation: Agricultural Statistics, Bureau of
the Census, 1989).

GROSS RENT

Gross rent is the contract rent plus the estimted average nonthly
cost of utilities (electricity, gas, and water) and fuels (oil, coal
kerosene, wood, etc.) if these are paid for by the renter (or paid for
the renter by soneone else). Goss rent is intended to elinminate
differentials which result fromvarying practices with respect to the
inclusion of utilities and fuels as part of the rental paynent. The
estimated costs of utilities and fuels are reported on a yearly basis
but are converted to nonthly figures for the tabulations. Renter units
occupi ed without paynent of cash rent are shown separately as "No
cash rent" in the tabulations. Gross rent is calculated on a sanple
basi s.

Conparability--Data on gross rent have been collected since 1940 for
renter-occupi ed housing units. In 1980, costs for electricity and gas were
col l ected as average nonthly costs. In 1990, all utility and fuel costs
were collected as yearly costs and divided by 12 to provide an average
nont hl y cost.

GROSS RENT AS A PERCENTAGE OF HOUSEHOLD | NCOMVE | N 1989

Gross rent as a percentage of household income in 1989 is a conputed
ratio of nonthly gross rent to nonthly household incone (total



househol d i nconme in 1989 divided by 12). The rati o was conputed
separately for each unit and was rounded to the nearest whole
percentage. Units for which no cash rent is paid and units occupi ed by
househol ds that reported no inconme or a net loss in 1989 conprise the
category "Not conputed.” This itemis calculated on a sanple

basi s.

HOUSE HEATI NG FUEL

The data on house heating fuel were obtained from questionnaire item
H14, which was asked at occupi ed housing units. This item was asked on
a sanple basis. The data show the type of fuel used nost to heat the
house or apartnment.

Uility Gas--Includes gas piped through underground pipes froma centra
systemto serve the nei ghborhood.

Bottl ed, Tank, or LP Gas--Includes |liquid propane gas stored in bottles or
tanks which are refilled or exchanged when enpty.

Fuel G|, Kerosene, Etc.--Includes fuel oil, kerosene, gasoline, alcohol
and ot her conbustible |iquids.

Wbod- - I ncl udes purchased wood, wood cut by househol d nmenbers on their
property or el sewhere, driftwood, sawmi || or construction scraps, or
the Iike.

Sol ar Energy--Includes heat provided by sunlight which is collected,
stored, and actively distributed to nost of the roons.

O her Fuel--1ncludes all other fuels not specified el sewhere.

No Fuel Used--Includes units that do not use any fuel or that do not have
heati ng equi pnent.

Conparability--Data on house heating fuel have been collected since 1940.
The category, "Solar energy" is new for 1990.

I NSURANCE FOR FI RE, HAZARD, AND FLOOD

The data on fire, hazard, and fl ood i nsurance were obtai ned from
guestionnaire item H22, which was asked at a sanple of owner-occupied
one-fam |y houses, condom ni uns, and nobile homes. The statistics for
this itemrefer to the annual premiumfor fire, hazard, and fl ood

i nsurance on the property (land and buildings); that is, policies that
protect the property and its contents against |oss due to damage by
fire, lightning, winds, hail, flood, explosion, and so on

Liability policies are included only if they are paid with the fire,
hazard, and flood insurance prem uns and the anopunts for fire, hazard,
and fl ood cannot be separated. Premiunms are included even if paid by
sonmeone outside the household or remain unpaid. Wien prem uns are paid
on other than a yearly basis, the premiuns are converted to a yearly
basi s.

The payment for fire, hazard, and flood insurance is added to paynments
for real estate taxes, utilities, fuels, and nortgages (both first and



junior nortgages and honme equity loans) to derive "Selected Mnthly
Owner Costs" and "Sel ected Monthly Oamner Costs as a Percentage of
Househol d I ncone in 1989."

A separate question (H23d) determ nes whether insurance prem uns are
i ncluded in the nortgage paynent to the lender(s). This makes it
possi bl e to avoid counting these premuns twice in the conputations.

Conparability--Data on paynent for fire and hazard i nsurance were coll ected
for the first tine in 1980. Flood insurance was not specifically mentioned
in the wording of the question in 1980. The question was asked only at
owner - occupi ed one-fam |y houses. Excluded were nobile homes,

condom ni uns, houses with a business or nedical office on the property,
houses on 10 or nore acres, and housing units in rmulti-unit buildings.

In 1990, the question was asked of all one-fam |y owner-occupied

houses, including houses on 10 or nore acres. It also was asked at

nobi | e hones, condoni niunms, and one-fanmi|ly houses with a busi ness or

nmedi cal office on the property.

KI TCHEN FACI LI TI ES

Data on kitchen facilities were obtained from questionnaire item

H11l, which was asked at both occupied and vacant housing units. A unit
has conplete kitchen facilities when it has all of the follow ng: (1)
an installed sink with piped water, (2) a range, cook top and
convection or mcrowave oven, or cookstove, and (3) a refrigerator. Al
kitchen facilities nust be |located in the structure. They need not be
in the sane room Portable cooking equipnent is not considered a range
or cookstove. An ice box is not considered to be a refrigerator

Conparability--Data on conplete kitchen facilities were collected for the
first time in 1970. Earlier censuses collected data on individua
conmponents, such as kitchen sink and type of refrigeration equiprment. In
1970 and 1980, data for kitchen facilities were shown only for year-round
units. In 1990, data are shown for all housing units.

MEALS | NCLUDED | N RENT

The data on neals included in the rent were obtained from
questionnaire item H7b, which was asked of all occupied housing units
that were rented for cash and all vacant housing units that were for
rent at the tinme of enuneration.

The statistics on neals included in rent are presented for specified
renter-occupi ed and specified vacant-for-rent units. Specified
renter-occupi ed and specified vacant-for-rent units exclude one-famly
houses on 10 or nore acres. (For nmore information, see the discussion under
"Contract Rent.")

Conparability--This is a newitemin 1990. It is intended to nmeasure
"congregat e" housing, which generally is considered to be housing
units where the rent includes nmeals and other services, such as
transportation to shopping and recreation



MOBI LE HOVE COSTS

The data on nobile honme costs were obtained from questionnaire item
H26, whi ch was asked at owner-occupi ed nobile honmes. This item was
asked on a sanpl e basis.

These data include the total yearly costs for personal property taxes,
land or site rent, registration fees, and |icense fees on al
owner - occupi ed nmobil e hones. The instructions are to not include rea
estate taxes already reported in question H21

Costs are estimted as closely as possible when exact costs are not
known. Anmounts are the total for an entire 12-nonth billing period,
even if they are paid by soneone outside the household or remain
unpai d.

The data fromthis itemare added to paynents for nortgages, rea
estate taxes, fire, hazard, and flood insurance paynents, utilities,
and fuels to derive selected nmonthly owner costs for nobile hones
owners.

Conparability--This itemis new for 1990
MORTGAGE PAYMENT

The data on nortgage paynent were obtained from questionnaire item
H23b, which was asked at owner occupied one-fanily houses,

condomi niums, and nobile homes. This item was asked on a sanpl e basis.
Question H23b provides the regular nmonthly amount required to be paid
the I ender for the first nortgage (deed of trust, contract to purchase,
or simlar debt) on the property. Anpunts are included even if the
paynments are delinquent or paid by soneone el se. The ampunts reported
are included in the conputation of "Sel ected Monthly Omer Costs”

and "Sel ected Monthly Omer Costs as a Percentage of Househol d

Incone in 1989" for units with a nortgage.

The ampounts reported include everything paid to the | ender including
principal and interest paynents, real estate taxes, fire, hazard, and
fl ood insurance paynents, and nortgage insurance prem ums. Separate
questions determ ne whether real estate taxes and fire, hazard, and

fl ood insurance paynents are included in the nortgage paynent to the

| ender. This nakes it possible to avoid counting these conponents tw ce
in the conputation of "Sel ected Monthly Omer Costs."

Conparability--Information on nortgage paynment was collected for the first
time in 1980. It was collected only at owner-occupi ed one-fanily houses.
Excl uded were nobile hones, condom niums, houses with a business or

medi cal office on the property, one-fanily houses on 10 or nobre acres,

and housing units in nmulti-unit buildings. In 1990, the questions on
nont hl y nortgage paynents were asked of all owner-occupied one-fanly
houses, including one-fam |y houses on 10 or nore acres. They were al so
asked at nobil e hones, condomi niums, and one-fam |y houses with a

busi ness or nedical office.

The 1980 census obtained total regular nonthly nortgage paynents,
i ncl udi ng paynents on second or junior nortgages, froma single
question. Two questions were used in 1990; one for regular nonthly



paynments on first nortgages, and one for regular nonthly payments on
second or junior nortgages or home equity loans. (For nore information,
see the discussion under "Second or Junior Mortgage Paynent.")

MORTGAGE STATUS

The data on nortgage status were obtained fromquestionnaire itens

H23a and H24a, which were asked at owner-occupi ed one-fami |y houses,
condomi ni unms, and nobile honmes. "Mrtgage" refers to all forms of

debt where the property is pledged as security for repaynment of the
debt. It includes such debt instruments as deeds of trust, trust deeds,
contracts to purchase, land contracts, junior nortgages and hone equity
| oans.

A nortgage is considered a first nortgage if it has prior claimover
any other nortgage or if it is the only nortgage on the property. Al

ot her nortgages, (second, third, etc.) are considered junior nortgages.
A hone equity loan is generally a junior nortgage. |If no first nortgage
is reported, but a junior nortgage or hone equity loan is reported,
then the loan is considered a first nortgage.

I n nost census data products, the tabulations for "Sel ected Mnthly
Owner Costs" and "Sel ected Monthly Omer Costs as a Percentage of
Househol d I nconme in 1989" usually are shown separately for units
"with a nortgage" and for units "not nortgaged." The

category "not nortgaged” is conprised of housing units owned free
and cl ear of debt.

Conparability--A question on nortgage status was included in the 1940 and
1950 censuses, but not in the 1960 and 1970 censuses. The item was
reinstated in 1980 along with a separate question dealing with the

exi stence of second or junior nortgages. In 1980, the nobrtgage status
guestions were asked at owner-occupi ed one-fam |y houses on | ess than
10 acres. Excluded were nobile homes, condomi niunms, houses with a

busi ness or nedical office, houses on 10 or nore acres, and housing
units in multi-unit buildings. In 1990, the questions were asked of al
one-fam |y owner-occupi ed housing units, including houses on 10 or nore
acres. They were al so asked at nobil e homes, condom niuns, and houses
with a business or nedical office.

PERSONS IN UNI'T

This itemis based on the 100-percent count of persons in occupied
housi ng units. All persons occupying the housing unit are counted,

i ncl udi ng the househol der, occupants related to the househol der, and
| odgers, roomers, boarders, and so forth.

The data on "persons in unit" show the nunber of housing units
occupi ed by the specified nunber of persons. The phrase "persons in
unit" is used for housing tabul ati ons, "persons in househol ds"

for population itens. Figures for "persons in unit" match those

for "persons in household" for 100-percent data products. In

sanpl e products, they nay differ because of the weighting process.

Medi an Persons in Unit--In computing medi an persons in unit, a whole nunber
is used as the nmidpoint of an interval; thus, a unit with 4 persons is
treated as an interval ranging from3.5 to 4.5 persons. Median persons is



rounded to the nearest hundredth. (For nore information on nedians, see the
di scussi on under "Derived Measures.")

Persons in Cccupied Housing Units--This is the total population mnus those
persons living in group quarters. "Persons per occupied housing unit" is
conput ed by dividing the population living in housing units by the nunber
of occupi ed housing units.

PERSONS PER ROOM

"Persons per room' is obtained by dividing the nunber of

persons in each occupi ed housing unit by the nunber of roons in the
unit. Persons per roomis rounded to the nearest hundredth. The figures
shown refer, therefore, to the nunber of occupied housing units having
the specified ratio of persons per room

Mean Persons Per Room -This is conputed by dividing persons in housing
units by the aggregate nunber of roons. This is intended to provide a
nmeasure of utilization. A higher nean may indicate a greater degree of
utilization or cromding; a |l ow mean may indicate under-utilization. (For
nmore informati on on neans, see the discussion under "Derived Measures.")

PLUMBI NG FACI LI TI ES

The data on plunbing facilities were obtained from questionnaire
item H10, which was asked at both occupi ed and vacant housing units.
This item was asked on a sanple basis. Conplete plunbing facilities
i nclude hot and cold piped water, a flush toilet, and a bathtub or
shower. All three facilities nmust be |ocated inside the house,
apartnment, or nobile home, but not necessarily in the same room
Housing units are classified as |acking conplete plunbing facilities
when any of the three facilities are not present.

Conparability--The 1990 data on conplete plunbing facilities are not
strictly conparable with the 1980 data. In 1980, conplete plunbing
facilities were defined as hot and cold piped water, a bathtub or shower,
and a flush toilet in the housing unit for the exclusive use of the
residents of that unit. In 1990, the Census Bureau dropped the requirenent
of exclusive use fromthe definition of conplete plunbing facilities. O
the 2.3 mllion year-round housing units classified in 1980 as | acking
conpl ete plunmbing for exclusive use, approxi mately 25 percent of these
units had conplete plunmbing but the facilities were al so used hy

menbers of another household. From 1940 to 1970, separate and nore
detail ed questions were asked on piped water, bathing, and toilet
facilities. In 1970 and 1980, the data on plunmbing facilities were

shown only for year-round units.

POVERTY STATUS OF HOUSEHOLDS I N 1989

The data on poverty status of househol ds were derived from answers

to the inconme questions. The incone itens were asked on a sanpl e basis.
Househol ds are classified below the poverty | evel when the total 1989
income of the family or of the nonfanmi |y househol der is below the
appropriate poverty threshold. The incone of persons living in the
househol d who are unrelated to the househol der is not considered when
determi ning the poverty status of a household, nor does their presence
af fect the household size in determ ning the appropriate poverty



threshol d. The poverty threshol ds vary dependi ng upon three criteria:

size of fam |y, nunber of children, and age of the fam |y househol der

or unrelated individual for one and two-persons househol ds. (For nore

i nformati on, see the discussion of "Poverty Status in 1989" and "lIncone in
1989" under Popul ati on Characteristics.)

REAL ESTATE TAXES

The data on real estate taxes were obtained fromquestionnaire item
H21, which was asked at owner-occupi ed one-fam |y houses, condoni ni uns,
and nobile homes. The statistics fromthis question refer to the tota
amount of all real estate taxes on the entire property (land and
bui | di ngs) payable in 1989 to all taxing jurisdictions, including
speci al assessnents, school taxes, county taxes, and so forth.

Real estate taxes include State, local, and all other real estate taxes
even if delinquent, unpaid, or paid by soneone who is not a nenber of

t he househol d. However, taxes due fromprior years are not included. If
taxes are paid on other than a yearly basis, the paynents are converted
to a yearly basis.

The paynment for real estate taxes is added to paynments for fire,
hazard, and flood insurance; utilities and fuels; and nortgages (both
first and juni or nortgages and hone equity | oans) to derive

"Sel ected Monthly Omer Costs" and "Sel ected Monthly Owner

Costs as a Percentage of Household Incone in 1989." A separate
question (H23c) determ nes whether real estate taxes are included in

t he nortgage paynment to the Iender(s). This makes it possible to avoid
counting taxes twi ce in the conputations.

Conparability--Data for real estate taxes were collected for the first tinme
in 1980. The question was asked only at owner-occupi ed one-fam |y houses.
Excl uded were nmobile hones or trailers, condom niuns, houses with a

busi ness or nedical office on the property, houses on 10 or nobre acres,

and housing units in multi-unit buildings. In 1990, the question was

asked of all one-family owner-occupi ed houses, including houses on 10

or nore acres. It also was asked at nobile honmes, condomni niums, and
one-fam |y houses with a business or nedical office on the property.

ROOMS

The data on roons were obtained from questionnaire item H3, which

was asked at both occupied and vacant housing units. The statistics on
rooms are in terns of the nunmber of housing units with a specified
nunber of roons. The intent of this question is to count the nunber of
whol e roonms used for |iving purposes.

For each unit, roons include living roons, dining roomns, Kkitchens,
bedr oons, finished recreation roons, enclosed porches suitable for
year-round use, and | odger's roonms. Excluded are strip or pullmn

ki tchens, bathroons, open porches, balconies, halls or foyers,

hal f-roonms, utility roons, unfinished attics or basenments, or other
unfini shed space used for storage. A partially divided roomis a
separate roomonly if there is a partition fromfloor to ceiling, but
not if the partition consists solely of shelves or cabinets.



Medi an Roomns--This neasure divides the roomdistribution into two equa
parts, one-half of the cases falling below the nmedi an nunber of roons and
one-hal f above the median. |In conputing median roons, the whol e nunber

is used as the midpoint of the interval; thus, the category "3

roonms" is treated as an interval ranging from2.5 to 3.5 roons.

Medi an roons is rounded to the nearest tenth. (For nore information on
nmedi ans, see the discussion under "Derived Measures.")

Aggregate Rooms--To cal cul ate aggregate roonms, an arbitrary val ue of "10"
is assigned to roonms for units falling within the term nal category, "9
or nore." (For nmore information on aggregates and neans, see the

di scussi on under "Derived Measures.")

Conparability--Data on roons have been collected since 1940. In 1970 and
1980, these data were shown only for year-round housing units. In 1990,
these data are shown for all housing units.

SECOND OR JUNI OR MORTGAGE PAYMENT

The data on second or junior nortgage paynents were obtained from
guestionnaire items H24a and H24b, which were asked at owner-occupied
one-fam |y houses, condom niunms, and nobile hones. Question H24a asks
whet her a second or junior nortgage or a home equity |loan exists on the
property. Question H24b provides the regular nmonthly amount required to
be paid to the | ender on all second or junior nortgages and hone equity
| oans. Ampunts are included even if the paynents are delinquent or paid
by soneone el se. The amounts reported are included in the conputation
of "Selected Monthly Ower Costs" and "Sel ected Monthly Oaner

Costs as a Percentage of Household Inconme in 1989" for units with a
nort gage.

Al'l nortgages other than first nortgages are classified as

"junior" nortgages. A second nortgage is a junior nortgage that

gives the lender a claimagainst the property that is second to the
claimof the holder of the first nortgage. Any other junior nortgage(s)
woul d be subordinate to the second nortgage. A honme equity loan is a
line of credit available to the borrower that is secured by rea

estate. It may be placed on a property that already has a first or
second mortgage, or it may be placed on a property that is owned free
and cl ear.

If the respondents answered that no first nortgage existed, but a
second nortgage did (as in the above case with a home equity loan), a
conputer edit assigned the unit a first nortgage and nmade the first
nort gage nonthly paynment the anount reported in the second nortgage.
The second nortgage data were then nmade "No" in question H24a and

bl ank i n question H24b.

Conparabi lity--The 1980 census obtained total regular nonthly nortgage
paynments, including paynents on second or junior nortgages, fromone single
guestion. Two questions were used in 1990: one for regular nonthly

payments on first nortgages, and one for regular nonthly paynments on

second or junior nortgages and hone equity | oans.



SELECTED MONTHLY OWNER COSTS

The data on selected nonthly owner costs were obtained from
questionnaire itens H20 through H26 for a sanple of owner-occupied
one-fam |y houses, condom niunms, and nobile hones. Sel ected nonthly
owner costs is the sum of paynents for nortgages, deeds of trust,
contracts to purchase, or simlar debts on the property (including
payments for the first nortgage, second or junior nortgages, and hone
equity loans); real estate taxes; fire, hazard, and flood insurance on
the property; utilities (electricity, gas, and water); and fuels (oil
coal, kerosene, wood, etc.). It also includes, where appropriate, the
nont hl y condomi ni um fee for condom ni uns and nobile honme costs
(personal property taxes, site rent, registration fees, and license
fees) for nobile hones.

In certain tabul ations, selected nonthly owner costs are presented
separately for specified owner-occupi ed housing units (owner-occupied
one-fam |y houses on fewer than 10 acres without a business or nedica
of fice on the property), owner-occupi ed condom ni uns, and
owner - occupi ed nobile honmes. Data usually are shown separately for
units "with a nortgage" and for units "not nortgaged."”

Medi an Sel ected Monthly Omer Costs--This neasure is rounded to the nearest
whol e dol | ar.

Conparability--The conponents of selected nonthly owner costs were
collected for the first time in 1980. The 1990 tabul ati ons of sel ected
nmont hl y owner costs for specified owner-occupied housing units are
virtually identical to 1980, the primary difference was the anpbunts of the
first and second nortgages were collected in separate questions in 1990,
whil e the amobunts were collected in a single question in 1980. The
conponent parts of the itemwere tabulated for nobile hones and

condom niunms for the first time in 1990.

In 1980, costs for electricity and gas were col |l ected as average
monthly costs. In 1990, all utility and fuel costs were collected as
yearly costs and divided by 12 to provide an average nonthly cost.

SELECTED MONTHLY OWNER COSTS AS A PERCENTAGE OF HOUSEHCOLD | NCOVE I N
1989

The information on selected nonthly owner costs as a percentage of
househol d i nconme in 1989 is the conputed ratio of selected nonthly
owner costs to nmonthly household inconme in 1989. The ratio was conmputed
separately for each unit and rounded to the nearest whol e percentage.
The data are tabul ated separately for specified owner-

occupi ed units, condom niuns, and nobile hones.

Separate distributions are often shown for units "with a nortgage" and for
units "not nortgaged." Units occupi ed by househol ds reporting no incone or
a net loss in 1989 are included in the "not conputed" category. (For nore
i nformati on, see the discussion under "Selected Monthly Omer Costs.")

Conparability--The conponents of selected nonthly owner costs were
collected for the first time in 1980. The tabul ati ons of "Sel ected Mnthly
Omner Costs as a Percentage of Household Incone in 1989" for specified
owner - occupi ed housing units are conparable to 1980.



SEVWAGE DI SPOSAL

The data on sewage di sposal were obtained from questionnaire item HL6
whi ch was asked at both occupied and vacant housing units. This item
was asked on a sanple basis. Housing units are either connected to a
public sewer, to a septic tank or cesspool, or they dispose of sewage
by other neans. A public sewer may be operated by a governnment body or
by a private organization. A housing unit is considered to be connected
to a septic tank or cesspool when the unit is provided with an
underground pit or tank for sewage di sposal. The category, "O her
means” includes housing units which di spose of sewage in sone other
way .

Conparability--Data on sewage di sposal have been collected since 1940. In
1970 and 1980, data were shown only for year-round housing units. In 1990,
data are shown for all housing units.

SOURCE OF WATER

The data on source of water were obtained from questionnaire item

H15, which was asked at both occupi ed and vacant housing units. Housing
units may receive their water supply froma nunber of sources. A conmpn
source supplying water to five or nore units is classified as a

"Public systemor private conpany." The water nmmy be supplied by
acity, county, water district, water conpany, etc., or it nmay be
obtained froma well which supplies water to five or nore housing
units. If the water is supplied froma well serving four or fewer
housi ng units, the units are classified as having water supplied by
either an "Individual drilled well"™ or an "Individual dug

well.” Drilled wells or small dianeter wells are usually | ess than
1-1/2 feet in dianeter. Dug wells are usually larger than 1-1/2 feet

wi de and generally hand dug. The category, "Sone other source"

i ncl udes water obtained fromsprings, creeks, rivers, |akes, cisterns,
etc.

Conparability--Data on source of water have been collected since 1940. In
1970 and 1980, data were shown only for year-round housing units. In 1990,
data are shown for all housing units.

TELEPHONE | N HOUSI NG UNI T

The data on tel ephones were obtained from questionnaire item H12

whi ch was asked at occupi ed housing units. This item was asked on a
sanpl e basis. A tel ephone nust be inside the house or apartment for the
unit to be classified as having a tel ephone. Units where the respondent
uses a tel ephone |l ocated inside the building but not in the
respondent’'s living quarters are classified as having no tel ephone.

Conparability--Data on tel ephones in 1980 are conparable to 1990. The 1960
and 1970 censuses col |l ected data on tel ephone availability. A unit was
classified as having a tel ephone available if there was a tel ephone

nunber on whi ch occupants of the unit could be reached. The tel ephone
could have been in another unit, in a comon hall, or outside the
bui I di ng.



TENURE

The data for tenure were obtained fromquestionnaire item H4, which
was asked at all occupied housing units. All occupied housing units are
classified as either owner occupied or renter occupied.

Owner Cccupi ed--A housing unit is owner occupied if the owner or co-owner
lives in the unit even if it is nortgaged or not fully paid for. The owner
or co-owner mnmust live in the unit and usually is the person listed in
colum 1 of the questionnaire. The unit is "Oamed by you or someone

in this household with a nortgage or loan" if it is being purchased

with a nortgage or sone other debt arrangenent such as a deed of trust,
trust deed, contract to purchase, |and contract, or purchase agreenent.
The unit is also considered owned with a nortgage if it is built on

| eased | and and there is a nortgage on the unit.

A housing unit is "Omed by you or sonmeone in this household free

and clear (without a nortgage)" if there is no nortgage or other

simlar debt on the house, apartment, or nobile honme including units

built on leased land if the unit is owned outright w thout a nortgage.

Al t hough owner-occupied units are divided between nortgaged and owned free
and clear on the questionnaire, census data products containing 100-percent
data show only total owner-occupied counts. Mire extensive nortgage

i nformati on was collected on the | ong-form questionnaire and are shown

in census products containing sanple data. (For nore information, see

t he di scussion under "Mortgage Status.")

Renter Occupi ed--All occupi ed housing units which are not owner occupi ed,
whet her they are rented for cash rent or occupied w thout paynent of cash
rent, are classified as renter occupied. "No cash rent" units are
separately identified in the rent tabulations. Such units are generally
provided free by friends or relatives or in exchange for services such
as resident manager, caretaker, mnister, or tenant farmer. Housing
units on mlitary bases also are classified in the "No cash rent"
category. "Rented for cash rent" includes units in continuing

care, sonetinmes called life care arrangenments. These arrangenents

usual ly involve a contract between one or nore individuals and a health
servi ces provider guaranteeing the individual shelter, usually a house

or apartment, and services, such as neals or transportation to shopping
or recreation.

Conparability--Data on tenure have been coll ected since 1890. In 1970, the
qguestion on tenure also included a category for condoni nium and cooperative
ownership. In 1980, condom nium units and cooperatives were dropped
fromthe tenure item and since 1980, only condom niumunits are

identified in a separate question

For 1990, the response categories were expanded to allow the respondent
to report whether the unit was owned with a nortgage or free and cl ear
(wi thout a nortgage). The distinction between units owned with a
nortgage and units owned free and clear was added in 1990 to inprove
the count of owner-occupied units. Research after the 1980 census

i ndi cated sonme respondents did not consider their units owned if they
had a nortgage.



UNI TS I N STRUCTURE

The data on units in structure (also referred to as "type of
structure”) were obtained from questionnaire item H2, which was

asked at all housing units. A structure is a separate building that

ei ther has open spaces on all sides or is separated from ot her
structures by dividing walls that extend fromground to roof. In
determining the nunber of units in a structure, all housing units, both
occupi ed and vacant, are counted. Stores and office space are excluded.

The statistics are presented for the nunber of housing units in
structures of specified type and size, not for the nunmber of
residential buildings.

1-Unit, Detached--This is a 1-unit structure detached from any other house;
that is, with open space on all four sides. Such structures are considered
detached even if they have an adjoining shed or garage. A one-fam |y house
that contains a business is considered detached as |ong as the buil ding has
open space on all four sides. Mbile hones or trailers to which one or

nor e permanent roons have been added or built also are included.

1-Unit, Attached--This is a 1-unit structure that has one or nore walls
extending fromground to roof separating it from adjoining structures. In
row houses (sonetines called townhouses), double houses, or houses attached
to nonresidential structures, each house is a separate, attached structure
if the dividing or conmon wall goes from ground to roof.

2 or More Units--These are units in structures containing 2 or nore housing
units, further categorized as units in structures with 2, 3 or 4, 5to 9,
10 to 19, 20 to 49, and 50 or nore units.

Mobi |l e Hone or Trailer--Both occupied and vacant nobile honmes to which no
per manent roons have been added are counted in this category. Mbile hones
or trailers used only for business purposes or for extra sl eeping space and
nobi |l e hones or trailers for sale on a dealer's lot, at the factory, or in
storage are not counted in the housing inventory.

O her--This category is for any living quarters occupied as a housing unit
that does not fit the previous categories. Exanples that fit this
category are houseboats, railroad cars, canpers, and vans.

Conparability--Data on units in structure have been collected since 1940
and on nobile homes and trailers since 1950. In 1970 and 1980, these data
were shown only for year-round housing units. In 1990, these data are shown
for all housing units. In 1980, the data were collected on a sanple basis.
The category, "Boat, tent, van, etc." was replaced in 1990 by the

category "Other." In sonme areas, the proportion of units
classified as "Other” is far larger than the nunber of units that
were classified as "Boat, tent, van, etc."” in 1980.

USUAL HOVE ELSEWHERE

The data for usual honme el sewhere are obtained from questionnaire
item B, which was conpl eted by census enpl oyees. A housing unit
temporarily occupied at the tine of enuneration entirely by persons
with a usual residence elsewhere is classified as vacant. The occupants
are classified as having a "Usual home el sewhere" and are counted



at the address of their usual place of residence. Typical exanples are
people in a vacation hone, persons renting living quarters tenporarily
for work, and m grant workers.

Limtation of the Data--Evidence from previ ous censuses suggests that in
sonme areas enunerators marked units as "vacant--usual hone el sewhere" when
t hey shoul d have marked "vacant--regular."

Conparability--Data for usual hone el sewhere was tabulated for the first
time in 1980.

UTI LI TI ES

The data on utility costs were obtained fromquestionnaire itens
H20a t hrough H20d, which were asked of occupied housing units. These
items were asked on a sanple basis.

Questions H20a through H20d asked for the yearly cost of utilities
(electricity, gas, water) and other fuels (oil, coal, wood, kerosene,
etc.). For the tabul ations, these yearly amounts are divided by 12 to
derive the average monthly cost and are then included in the
conputation of "Gross Rent," "Gross Rent as a Percentage of

Househol d I ncone in 1989," "Selected Monthly Omer Costs," and

"Sel ected Monthly Omer Costs as a Percentage of Household Inconme in
1989. "

Costs are recorded if paid by or billed to occupants, a wel fare agency,
relatives, or friends. Costs that are paid by landlords, included in
the rent paynment, or included in condom nium or cooperative fees are
excl uded.

Limtation of the Data--Research has shown that respondents tended to
overstate their expenses for electricity and gas when conpared to utility
conpany records. There is sone evidence that this overstatement is reduced
when yearly costs are asked rather than nonthly costs. Caution should be
exercised in using these data for direct anal ysis because costs are not
reported for certain kinds of units such as renter-occupied units with al
utilities included in the rent and owner-occupi ed condom niumunits wth
utilities included in the condom nium fee.

Conparability--The data on utility costs have been collected since 1980 for
owner - occupi ed housing units, and since 1940 for renter-occupied

housi ng units. In 1980, costs for electricity and gas were col |l ected as
average nmonthly costs. In 1990, all utility and fuel costs were

collected as yearly costs and divided by 12 to provide an average

nmont hl y cost.

VACANCY STATUS

The data on vacancy status were obtained from questionnaire item C1,
whi ch was conpl eted by census enunerators. Vacancy status and ot her
characteristics of vacant units were deternined by enunerators
obtaining information from | andl ords, owners, neighbors, rental agents,
and ot hers. Vacant units are subdivided according to their housing

mar ket classification as foll ows:



For Rent--These are vacant units offered "for rent," and vacant units

offered either "for rent" or "for sale.”

For Sale Only--These are vacant units being offered "for sale only,"
including units in cooperatives and condom nium projects if the individua
units are offered "for sale only."

Rented or Sold, Not Cccupied--If any noney rent has been paid or agreed
upon but the new renter has not noved in as of the date of enuneration, or
if the unit has recently been sold but the new owner has not yet noved in
the vacant unit is classified as "rented or sold, not occupied.”

For Seasonal, Recreational, or Cccasional Use--These are vacant units used
or intended for use only in certain seasons or for weekend or other
occasi onal use throughout the year

Seasonal units include those used for sunmer or wi nter sports or
recreation, such as beach cottages and hunting cabins. Seasonal units
al so may include quarters for such workers as herders and | oggers.

I nterval ownership units, sonetines called shared-ownership or

ti me-sharing condom niunms, also are included here.

For M grant Workers--These include vacant units intended for occupancy by
m gratory workers enployed in farmwork during the crop season. (Wrk in a
cannery, a freezer plant, or a food-processing plant is not farm work.)

Ot her Vacant--If a vacant unit does not fall into any of the
classifications specified above, it is classified as "other vacant." For
exanpl e, this category includes units held for occupancy by a caretaker or
janitor, and units held for personal reasons of the owner.

Homeowner Vacancy Rate--This is the percentage rel ationship between the
nunber of vacant units for sale and the total homeowner inventory. It is
conput ed by dividing the nunber of vacant units for sale only by the sum of
the owner-occupied units and the nunber of vacant units that are for sale
only.

Rental Vacancy Rate--This is the percentage relationship of the nunber of
vacant units for rent to the total rental inventory. It is conputed by

di vidi ng the nunmber of vacant units for rent by the sumof the renter-
occupi ed units and the nunber of vacant units for rent.

Conparability--Data on vacancy status have been collected since 1940. For
1990, the category, "seasonal/recreational/occasional use" conbined vacant
units classified in 1980 as "seasonal or mgratory" and "held

for occasional use." Also, in 1970 and 1980, housing characteristics
generally were presented only for year-round units. In 1990, housing
characteristics are shown for all housing units.

VALUE

The data on value (also referred to as "price asked" for vacant units) were
obtai ned from questionnaire item H6, which was asked at housing units that
wer e owned, being bought, or vacant for sale at the tinme of enuneration.
Value is the respondent's estimate of how rmuch the property (house and | ot,
nmobi | e hone and lot, or condomi niumunit) would sell for if it were for
sale. If the house or nobile hone was owned or being bought, but the |and



on which it sits was not, the respondent was asked to estimate the comnbi ned
val ue of the house or nobile hone and the | and. For vacant units, val ue was
the price asked for the property.

Val ue was tabul ated separately for all owner-occupied and
vacant-for-sal e housing units, owner-occupied and vacant-for-sale
nobi | e hones or trailers, and specified owner-occupi ed and specified
vacant-for-sal e housing units. Specified owner-occupied and specified
vacant-for-sale housing units include only one-fam |y houses on fewer
than 10 acres wi thout a business or medical office on the property. The
data for "specified units" exclude nobile homes, houses with a

busi ness or nedical office, houses on 10 or nore acres, and housing
units in multi-unit buildings.

Medi an and Quartile Val ue--The nmedi an divides the value distribution into
two equal parts. Quartiles divide the value distribution into four equa
parts. These neasures are rounded to the nearest hundred dollars. (For nore
i nformati on on nedi ans and quartiles, see the discussion under

"Derived Measures.")

Aggregate Val ue--To cal cul ate aggregate val ue, the anopunt assigned for the
category "Less than $10,000" is $9,000. The anount assigned to the
category "$500,000 or nmore" is $600,000. Mean value is rounded to

the nearest hundred dollars. (For nore information on aggregates and
nmeans, see the discussion under "Derived Measures.")

Conparability--1n 1980, val ue was asked only at owner-occupi ed or vacant-
for-sale one-fam |y houses on fewer than 10 acres with no business or

medi cal office on the property and at all owner-occupied or vacant-for-sale
condom ni um housing units. ©Mbile hones were excluded. Value data were
presented for specified owner-occupied housing units, specified vacant-for-
sal e-only housing units, and owner-occupi ed condom ni um housi ng units.

In 1990, the question was asked at all owner-occupied or

vacant-for-sal e-only housing units with no exclusions. Data presented
for specified owner-occupi ed and specified vacant-for-sal e-only housing
units will include one-fam |y condom ni um houses but not condom niuns in
multi-unit structures since condom niumunits are now identified only in
| ong-form questi onnaires.

For 1990, quartiles have been added because the range of val ues and
rents in the United States has increased in recent years. Upper and
| ower quartiles can be used to note |arge value and rent differences
anong vari ous geographic areas.

VEHI CLES AVAI LABLE

The data on vehicles avail able were obtained from questionnaire item
H13, which was asked at occupied housing units. This item was asked on
a sanple basis. These data show the nunber of households with a
speci fi ed nunber of passenger cars, vans, and pickup or panel trucks of
one-ton capacity or |ess kept at home and avail able for the use of
househol d nenbers. Vehicles rented or |eased for one nmonth or nore,
conpany vehicles, and police and governnment vehicles are included if
kept at home and used for nonbusi ness purposes. Dismantled or inmobile
vehicles are excluded. Vehicles kept at hone but used only for business
pur poses al so are excl uded.



Vehi cl es Per Househol d--This is conputed by dividing aggregate vehicles
avai | abl e by the nunber of occupied housing units.

Limtation of the Data--The 1980 census eval uati ons showed that the nunber
of autonobiles was slightly overreported; the nunber of vans and trucks
slightly underreported. The statistics do not neasure the nunber of
vehicles privately owned or the number of househol ds owni ng vehicl es.

Conparability--Data on autonobiles avail able were collected from 1960 to
1980. In 1980, a separate question also was asked on the nunber of trucks
and vans. The data on autonobiles and trucks and vans were presented
separately and al so as a conbi ned vehicles avail abl e tabul ation. The
1990 data are conparable to the 1980 vehicles avail abl e tabul ati ons.

YEAR HOUSEHOLDER MOVED | NTO UNI' T

The data on year househol der noved into unit were obtained from
questionnaire item H8, which was asked at occupi ed housing units. This
item was asked on a sanple basis. These data refer to the year of the

| atest nmove by the householder. If a househol der noved back into a
housi ng unit he or she previously occupied, the year of the |atest nove
was reported. If the househol der noved from one apartnent to another
within the same building, the year the househol der noved into the
present apartnent was reported. The intent is to establish the year the
present occupancy by the househol der began. The year that the
househol der noved in is not necessarily the same year other nenbers of
t he househol d noved, although in the great ngjority of cases an entire
househol d noves at the sanme tine.

Conparability--1n 1960 and 1970, this question was asked of every person
and included in population reports. This itemin housing tabulations refers
to the year the householder noved in. In 1980 and 1990, the question was
asked only of the househol der.

YEAR STRUCTURE BUI LT

The data on year structure built were obtained from questionnaire
item H17, which was asked at both occupi ed and vacant housing units.
This item was asked on a sanple basis. Data on year structure built
refer to when the building was first constructed, not when it was
renodel ed, added to, or converted. For housing units under construction
that met the housing unit definition--that is, all exterior w ndows,
doors, and final usable floors were in place--the category "1989 or
March 1990" was used. For a houseboat or a nobile hone or trailer,

the manufacturer's nodel year was assunmed to be the year built. The
figures shown in census data products relate to the nunmber of units
built during the specified periods that were still in existence at the
time of enumeration.

Medi an Year Structure Built--The median divides the distribution into two
equal parts. The nmedian is rounded to the nearest cal endar year. Medi an age
of housing can be obtained by subtracting nmedian year structure built from
1990. For exanple, if the nmedian year structure built is 1957, the nedian
age of housing in that area is 33 years (1990 mi nus 1957).



Limtation of the Data--Data on year structure built are nore susceptible
to errors of response and nonreporting than data on many other itens
because respondents nust rely on their nmenory or on estimates by persons
who have |lived in the neighborhood a long time. Avail abl e evidence

i ndicates there is underreporting in the ol der-year-structure- built
categories, especially "Built in 1939 or earlier." The introduction of the
"Don't know' category (see the discussion on "Conparability") may have
resulted in relatively higher allocation rates. Data users should refer to
the di scussion in Appendi x C, Accuracy of the Data, and to the allocation
t abl es.

Conparability--Data on year structure built were collected for the first
time in the 1940 census. Since then, the response categories have been
nodi fied to accommopdate the 10-year period between each census. In 1990,
the category, "Don't Know," was added in an effort to mninize the
response error nentioned in the paragraph above on limtation of the

dat a.

DERI VED MEASURES

Census data products include various derived neasures, such as

nmedi ans, neans, and percentages, as well as certain rates and rati os.
Derived neasures that round to |l ess than 0.1 are not shown but

i ndicated as zero. In printed reports, zero is indicated by a dash

(-).
I nt er pol ation

Interpolation frequently is used in calcul ating nedians or quartiles
based on interval data and in approxi mating standard errors from

tabl es. Linear interpolation is used to estinmate val ues of a function
bet ween two known val ues. "Pareto interpolation" is an

alternative to linear interpolation. It is used by the Census Bureau in
cal cul ati ng nedian incone within intervals wi der than $2,500. In Pareto
i nterpol ation, the nedian is derived by interpol ati ng between the

| ogarithnms of the upper and lower incone limts of the nedian category.

Mean

This neasure represents an arithnetic average of a set of values. It

is derived by dividing the sumof a group of nunerical itens (or
aggregate) by the total nunber of items. Aggregates are used in
conmputing nmean val ues. For exanple, nmean fam |y inconme is obtained by
di vidi ng the aggregate of all incone reported by persons in famlies by
the total nunber of families. (Additional information on nmeans and
aggregates is included in the separate explanations of nany popul ation
and housi ng subjects.)

Medi an

This measure represents the mddle value in a distribution. The

medi an divides the total frequency into two equal parts: one-half of
the cases fall below the nedi an and one-half of the cases exceed the
medi an. The nedian is conputed on the basis of the distribution as
tabul ated, which is sonetinmes nore detailed than the distribution shown
in specific census publications and other data products.



In reports, if the nedian falls within the upper interval of the
tabul ati on distribution, the median is shown as the initial value of
the interval followed by a plus sign (+); if within the |ower interval
the median is shown as the upper value of the category followed by a
mnus sign (-). For sumuary tape files, if the nmedian falls within the
upper or lower interval, it is set to a specified value. (Additiona

i nformati on on nedians is included in the separate explanations of nany
popul ati on and housi ng subjects.)

Per cent ages, Rates, and Rati os

These neasures are frequently presented in census products to

conpare two nunbers or two sets of neasurenents. These conparisons are
made in two ways: (1) subtraction, which provides an absol ute neasure
of the difference between two items, and (2) the quotient of two
nunbers, which provides a relative neasure of difference.

Quartile

This measure divides a distribution into four equal parts. The first
quartile (or lower quartile) is the value that defines the upper limt
of the | owest one-quarter of the cases. The second quartile is the
medi an. The third quartile (or upper quartile) defines the lower lint
of the upper one-quarter of the cases in the distribution. The

di fference between the upper and lower quartiles is called the
interquartile range. This interquartile range is |less affected by wi de
variations than is the nean. Quartiles are presented for certain
financial characteristics such as housing value and rent.
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INTRODUCTION

The data contained in this data product are based on the
1990 census sample. The data are estimates of the actual
figures that would have been obtained from a complete
count. Estimates derived from a sample are expected to be
different from the 100-percent figures because they are
subject to sampling and nonsampling errors. Sampling
error in data arises from the selection of persons and
housing units to be included in the sample. Nonsampling
error affects both sample and 100-percent data, and is
introduced as a result of errors that may occur during the
collection and processing phases of the census. Provided
below is a detailed discussion of both types of errors and a
description of the estimation procedures.

SAMPLE DESIGN

Every person and housing unit in the United States was
asked certain basic demographic and housing questions
(for example, race, age, marital status, housing value, or
rent). A sample of these persons and housing units was
asked more detailed questions about such items as income,
occupation, and housing costs in addition to the basic
demographic and housing information. The primary sam-
pling unit for the 1990 census was the housing unit,
including all occupants. For persons living in group quar-
ters, the sampling unit was the person. Persons in group
quarters were sampled at a 1-in-6 rate.

The sample designation method depended on the data
collection procedures. Approximately 95 percent of the
population was enumerated by the mailback procedure. In
these areas, the Bureau of the Census either purchased a
commercial mailing list, which was updated by the United
States Postal Service and Census Bureau field staff, or
prepared a mailing list by canvassing and listing each
address in the area prior to Census Day. These lists were
computerized and the appropriate units were electronically
designated as sample units. The questionnaires were
either mailed or hand-delivered to the addresses with
instructions to complete and mail back the form.

ACCURACY OF THE DATA

Housing units in governmental units with a precensus
(1988) estimated population of fewer than 2,500 persons
were sampled at 1-in-2. Governmental units were defined
for sampling purposes as all incorporated places, all coun-
ties, all county equivalents such as parishes in Louisiana,
and all minor civil divisions in Connecticut, Maine, Massa-
chusetts, Michigan, Minnesota, New Hampshire, New Jer-
sey, New York, Pennsylvania, Rhode Island, Vermont, and
Wisconsin. Housing units in census tracts and block num-
bering areas (BNA's) with a precensus housing unit count
below 2,000 housing units were sampled at 1-in-6 for those
portions not in small governmental units (governmental
units with a population less than 2,500). Housing units
within census tracts and BNA's with 2,000 or more housing
units were sampled at 1-in-8 for those portions not in small
governmental units.

In listtenumerate areas (about 5 percent of the popula-
tion), each enumerator was given a blank address register
with designated sample lines. Beginning about Census
Day, the enumerator systematically canvassed an assigned
area and listed all housing units in the address register in
the order they were encountered. Completed question-
naires, including sample information for any housing unit
listed on a designated sample line, were collected. For all
governmental units with fewer than 2,500 persons in
list’'enumerate areas, a 1-in-2 sampling rate was used. All
other list/enumerate areas were sampled at 1-in-6.

Housing units in American Indian reservations, tribal
jurisdiction statistical areas, and Alaska Native villages
were sampled according to the same criteria as other
governmental units, except the sampling rates were based
on the size of the American Indian and Alaska Native
population in those areas as measured in the 1980 census.
Trust lands were sampled at the same rate as their
associated American Indian reservations. Census desig-
nated places in Hawaii were sampled at the same rate as
governmental units because the Census Bureau does not
recognize incorporated places in Hawaii.

The purpose of using variable sampling rates was to
provide relatively more reliable estimates for small areas
and decrease respondent burden in more densely popu-
lated areas while maintaining data reliability. When all
sampling rates were taken into account across the Nation,
approximately one out of every six housing units in the
Nation was included in the 1990 census sample.

CONFIDENTIALITY OF THE DATA

To maintain the confidentiality required by law (Title 13,
United States Code), the Bureau of the Census applies a
confidentiality edit to the 1990 census data to assure that
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published data do not disclose information about specific
individuals, households, or housing units. As a result, a
small amount of uncertainty is introduced into the esti-
mates of census characteristics. The sample itself provides
adequate protection for most areas for which sample data
are published since the resulting data are estimates of the
actual counts; however, small areas require more protec-
tion. The edit is controlled so that the basic structure of the
data is preserved.

The confidentiality edit is implemented by selecting a
small subset of individual households from the internal
sample data files and blanking a subset of the data items
on these household records. Responses to those data
items were then imputed using the same imputation pro-
cedures that were used for nonresponse. A larger subset of
households is selected for the confidentiality edit for small
areas to provide greater protection for these areas. The
editing process is implemented in such a way that the
quality and usefulness of the data were preserved.

ERRORS IN THE DATA

Since statistics in this data product are based on a
sample, they may differ somewhat from 100-percent fig-
ures that would have been obtained if all housing units,
persons within those housing units, and persons living in
group quarters had been enumerated using the same
questionnaires, instructions, enumerators, etc. The sample
estimate also would differ from other samples of housing
units, persons within those housing units, and persons
living in group quarters. The deviation of a sample estimate
from the average of all possible samples is called the
sampling error. The standard error of a sample estimate is
a measure of the variation among the estimates from all the
possible samples and thus is a measure of the precision
with which an estimate from a particular sample approxi-
mates the average result of all possible samples. The
sample estimate and its estimated standard error permit
the construction of interval estimates with prescribed con-
fidence that the interval includes the average result of all
possible samples. Described below is the method of cal-
culating standard errors and confidence intervals for the
data in this product.

In addition to the variability which arises from the
sampling procedures, both sample data and 100-percent
data are subject to nonsampling error. Nonsampling error
may be introduced during any of the various complex
operations used to collect and process census data. For
example, operations such as editing, reviewing, or han-
dling questionnaires may introduce error into the data. A
detailed discussion of the sources of nonsampling error is
given in the section on “Control of Nonsampling Error” in
this appendix.

Nonsampling error may affect the data in two ways.
Errors that are introduced randomly will increase the
variability of the data and should therefore be reflected in
the standard error. Errors that tend to be consistent in one
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direction will make both sample and 100-percent data
biased in that direction. For example, if respondents con-
sistently tend to under-report their income, then the result-
ing counts of households or families by income category
will tend to be understated for the higher income categories
and overstated for the lower income categories. Such
biases are not reflected in the standard error.

Calculation of Standard Errors

Totals and Percentages— Tables A through C in this
appendix contain the information necessary to calculate
the standard errors of sample estimates in this data
product. To calculate the standard error, it is necessary to
know the basic standard error for the characteristic (given
in table A or B) that would result under a simple random
sample design (of persons, households, or housing units)
and estimation technique; the design factor for the particu-
lar characteristic estimated (given in table C); and the
number of persons or housing units in the tabulation area
and the percent of these in the sample. For machine-
readable products, the percent-in-sample is included in a
data matrix on the file for each tabulation area. In printed
reports, the percent-in-sample is provided in data tables at
the end of the statistical tables that compose the report.
The design factors reflect the effects of the actual sample
design and complex ratio estimation procedure used for
the 1990 census.

The steps given below should be used to calculate the
standard error of an estimate of a total or a percentage
contained in this product. A percentage is defined here as
a ratio of a numerator to a denominator where the numera-
tor is a subset of the denominator. For example, the
proportion of Black teachers is the ratio of Black teachers
to all teachers.

1. Obtain the standard error from table A or B (or use
the formula given below the table) for the estimated
total or percentage, respectively.

2. Find the geographic area to which the estimate
applies in the appropriate percent-in-sample table
or appropriate matrix, and obtain the person or
housing unit “percent-in-sample” figure for this area.
Use the person “percent-in-sample” figure for per-
son and family characteristics. Use the housing unit
“percent-in-sample” figure for housing unit charac-
teristics.

3. Use table C to obtain the design factor for the
characteristic (for example, employment status, school
enroliment) and the range that contains the percent-
in-sample with which you are working. Multiply the
basic standard error by this factor.

The unadjusted standard errors of zero estimates or of
very small estimated totals or percentages will approach
zero. This is also the case for very large percentages or
estimated totals that are close to the size of the tabulation
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areas to which they correspond. Nevertheless, these esti-
mated totals and percentages still are subject to sampling
and nonsampling variability, and an estimated standard
error of zero (or a very small standard error) is not
appropriate. For estimated percentages that are less than
2 or greater than 98, use the basic standard errors in table
B that appear in the “2 or 98” row. For an estimated total
that is less than 50 or within 50 of the total size of the
tabulation area, use a basic standard error of 16.

An illustration of the use of the tables is given in the
section entitled “Use of Tables to Compute Standard
Errors.”

Sums and Differences— The standard errors estimated
from these tables are not directly applicable to sums of and
differences between two sample estimates. To estimate
the standard error of a sum or difference, the tables are to
be used somewhat differently in the following three situa-
tions:

1. For the sum of or difference between a sample
estimate and a 100-percent value, use the standard
error of the sample estimate. The complete count
value is not subject to sampling error.

2. For the sum of or difference between two sample
estimates, the appropriate standard error is approxi-
mately the square root of the sum of the two
individual standard errors squared; that is, for stand-
ard errors:

SE and SEY of estimates X and Y:

This method, however, will underestimate (over-
estimate) the standard error if the two items in a
sum are highly positively (negatively) correlated or if
the two items in a difference are highly negatively
(positively) correlated. This method may also be
used for the difference between (or sum of) sample
estimates from two censuses or from a census
sample and another survey. The standard error for
estimates not based on the 1990 census sample
must be obtained from an appropriate source out-
side of this appendix.

3. For the differences between two estimates, one of
which is a subclass of the other, use the tables
directly where the calculated difference is the esti-
mate of interest. For example, to determine the
estimate of non-Black teachers, one may subtract
the estimate of Black teachers from the estimate of
total teachers. To determine the standard error of
the estimate of non-Black teachers apply the above
formula directly.

Ratios— Frequently, the statistic of interest is the ratio of
two variables, where the numerator is not a subset of the
denominator. For example, the ratio of teachers to students
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in public elementary schools. The standard error of the
ratio between two sample estimates is estimated as fol-
lows:

1. If the ratio is a proportion, then follow the procedure
outlined for “Totals and Percentages.”

2. If the ratio is not a proportion, then approximate the
standard error using the formula below.

Medians— For the standard error of the median of a
characteristic, it is necessary to examine the distribution
from which the median is derived, as the size of the base
and the distribution itself affect the standard error. An
approximate method is given here. As the first step,
compute one-half of the number on which the median is
based (refer to this result as N/2). Treat N/2 as if it were an
ordinary estimate and obtain its standard error as instructed
above. Compute the desired confidence interval about N/2.
Starting with the lowest value of the characteristic, cumu-
late the frequencies in each category of the characteristic
until the sum equals or first exceeds the lower limit of the
confidence interval about N/2. By linear interpolation, obtain
a value of the characteristic corresponding to this sum.
This is the lower limit of the confidence interval of the
median. In a similar manner, continue cumulating frequen-
cies until the sum equals or exceeds the count in excess of
the upper limit of the interval about N/2. Interpolate as
before to obtain the upper limit of the confidence interval for
the estimated median.

When interpolation is required in the upper open-ended
interval of a distribution to obtain a confidence bound, use
1.5 times the lower limit of the open-ended confidence
interval as the upper limit of the open-ended interval.

Confidence Intervals

A sample estimate and its estimated standard error may
be used to construct confidence intervals about the esti-
mate. These intervals are ranges that will contain the
average value of the estimated characteristic that results
over all possible samples, with a known probability. For
example, if all possible samples that could result under the
1990 census sample design were independently selected
and surveyed under the same conditions, and if the esti-
mate and its estimated standard error were calculated for
each of these samples, then:

1. Approximately 68 percent of the intervals from one
estimated standard error below the estimate to one
estimated standard error above the estimate would
contain the average result from all possible samples;

2. Approximately 90 percent of the intervals from
1.645 times the estimated standard error below the
estimate to 1.645 times the estimated standard
error above the estimate would contain the average
result from all possible samples.
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3. Approximately 95 percent of the intervals from two
estimated standard errors below the estimate to two
estimated standard errors above the estimate would
contain the average result from all possible samples.

The intervals are referred to as 68 percent, 90 percent,
and 95 percent confidence intervals, respectively.

The average value of the estimated characteristic that
could be derived from all possible samples is or is not
contained in any particular computed interval. Thus, we
cannot make the statement that the average value has a
certain probability of falling between the limits of the
calculated confidence interval. Rather, one can say with a
specified probability of confidence that the calculated con-
fidence interval includes the average estimate from all
possible samples (approximately the 100-percent value).

Confidence intervals also may be constructed for the
ratio, sum of, or difference between two sample figures.
This is done by first computing the ratio, sum, or difference,
then obtaining the standard error of the ratio, sum, or
difference (using the formulas given earlier), and finally
forming a confidence interval for this estimated ratio, sum,
or difference as above. One can then say with specified
confidence that this interval includes the ratio, sum, or
difference that would have been obtained by averaging the
results from all possible samples.

The estimated standard errors given in this appendix do
not include all portions of the variability due to nonsampling
error that may be present in the data. The standard errors
reflect the effect of simple response variance, but not the
effect of correlated errors introduced by enumerators,
coders, or other field or processing personnel. Thus, the
standard errors calculated represent a lower bound of the
total error. As a result, confidence intervals formed using
these estimated standard errors may not meet the stated
levels of confidence (i.e., 68, 90, or 95 percent). Thus,
some care must be exercised in the interpretation of the
data in this data product based on the estimated standard
errors.

A standard sampling theory text should be helpful if the
user needs more information about confidence intervals
and nonsampling errors.

Use of Tables to Compute Standard Errors

The following is a hypothetical example of how to
compute a standard error of a total and a percentage.
Suppose a particular data table shows that for City A 9,948
persons out of all 15,888 persons age 16 years and over
were in the civilian labor force. The percent-in-sample table
lists City A with a percent-in-sample of 16.0 percent
(Persons column). The column in table C which includes
16.0 percent-in-sample shows the design factor to be 1.1
for “Employment status.”

The basic standard error for the estimated total 9,948
may be obtained from table A or from the formula given
below table A. In order to avoid interpolation, the use of the
formula will be demonstrated here. Suppose that the total
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population of City A was 21,220. The formula for the basic
standard error, SE, is

SE(9,948) = \/5(9,948) (1—9,948/21,220)
= 163 persons.

The standard error of the estimated 9,948 persons 16
years and over who were in the civilian labor force is found
by multiplying the basic standard error 163 by the design
factor, 1.1 from table C. This yields an estimated standard
error of 179 for the total number of persons 16 years and
over in City A who were in the civilian labor force.

The estimated percent of persons 16 years and over
who were in the civilian labor force in City A is 62.6. From
table B, the unadjusted standard error is found to be
approximately 0.85 percentage points. The standard error
for the estimated 62.6 percent of persons 16 years and
over who were in the civilian labor force is 0.85 x 1.1 = 0.94
percentage points.

A note of caution concerning numerical values is nec-
essary. Standard errors of percentages derived in this
manner are approximate. Calculations can be expressed to
several decimal places, but to do so would indicate more
precision in the data than is justifiable. Final results should
contain no more than two decimal places when the esti-
mated standard error is one percentage point (i.e., 1.00) or
more.

In the previous example, the standard error of the 9,948
persons 16 years and over in City A who were in the civilian
labor force was found to be 179. Thus, a 90 percent
confidence interval for this estimated total is found to be:

[9,948 — 1.645(179)] to [9,948 + 1.645(179)]
or

9,654 to 10,242

One can say, with about 90 percent confidence, that this
interval includes the value that would have been obtained
by averaging the results from all possible samples.

The following is an illustration of the calculation of
standard errors and confidence intervals when a difference
between two sample estimates is obtained. For example,
suppose the number of persons in City B age 16 years and
over who were in the civilian labor force was 9,314 and the
total number of persons 16 years and over was 16,666.
Further suppose the population of City B was 25,225.
Thus, the estimated percentage of persons 16 years and
over who were in the civilian labor force is 55.9 percent.
The unadjusted standard error determined using the for-
mula provided at the bottom of table B is 0.86 percentage
points. We find that City B had a percent-in-sample of 15.7.
The range which includes 15.7 percent-in-sample in table
C shows the design factor to be 1.1 for “Employment
Status.” Thus, the approximate standard error of the
percentage (55.9 percent) is 0.86 x 1.1 = 0.95 percentage
points.
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Now suppose that one wished to obtain the standard
error of the difference between City A and City B of the
percentages of persons who were 16 years and over and
who were in the civilian labor force. The difference in the
percentages of interest for the two cities is:

62.6 - 55.9 = 6.7 percent.
Using the results of the previous example:

SE(6.7) =\/ (SE(62.6))2+(SE(55.9))2=\/ (0.94)2+(0.95)?

= 1.34 percentage points

The 90 percent confidence interval for the difference is
formed as before:

[6.70 — 1.645(1.34)] to [6.70 + 1.645(1.34)]
or
4.50 to 8.90

One can say with 90 percent confidence that the interval
includes the difference that would have been obtained by
averaging the results from all possible samples.

For reasonably large samples, ratio estimates are nor-
mally distributed, particularly for the census population.
Therefore, if we can calculate the standard error of a ratio
estimate then we can form a confidence interval around the
ratio. Suppose that one wished to obtain the standard error
of the ratio of the estimate of persons who were 16 years
and over and who were in the civilian labor force in City A
to the estimate of persons who were 16 years and over and
who were in the civilian labor force in City B. The ratio of the
two estimates of interest is:

9948/9314 = 1.07
SE (L07) (9948) 1792 188?
E (1.07) = +

9314 (9948)%  (9314)?

=.029

Using the results above, the 90 percent confidence
interval for this ratio would be:

[1.07—1.645(.029)] to [1.07+1.645(.029)]
or
1.02 to 1.12

ESTIMATION PROCEDURE

The estimates which appear in this publication were
obtained from an iterative ratio estimation procedure (itera-
tive proportional fitting) resulting in the assignment of a
weight to each sample person or housing unit record. For
any given tabulation area, a characteristic total was esti-
mated by summing the weights assigned to the persons or
housing units possessing the characteristic in the tabula-
tion area. Estimates of family or household characteristics
were based on the weight assigned to the family member
designated as householder. Each sample person or hous-
ing unit record was assigned exactly one weight to be used
to produce estimates of all characteristics. For example, if
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the weight given to a sample person or housing unit had
the value 6, all characteristics of that person or housing unit
would be tabulated with the weight of 6. The estimation
procedure, however, did assign weights varying from per-
son to person or housing unit to housing unit. The estima-
tion procedure used to assign the weights was performed
in geographically defined “weighting areas.” Weighting
areas generally were formed of contiguous geographic
units which agreed closely with census tabulation areas
within counties. Weighting areas were required to have a
minimum sample of 400 persons. Weighting areas never
crossed State or county boundaries. In small counties with
a sample count below 400 persons, the minimum required
sample condition was relaxed to permit the entire county to
become a weighting area.

Within a weighting area, the ratio estimation procedure
for persons was performed in four stages. For persons, the
first stage applied 17 household-type groups. The second
stage used two groups: sampling rate of 1-in-2; sampling
rate less than 1-in-2. The third stage used the dichotomy
householders/nonhouseholders. The fourth stage applied
180 aggregate age-sex-race-Hispanic origin categories.
The stages were as follows:

Within a weighting area, the first step in the estimation
procedure was to assign an initial weight to each sample
person record. This weight was approximately equal to the
inverse of the probability of selecting a person for the
census sample.

The next step in the estimation procedure, prior to
iterative proportional fitting, was to combine categories in
each of the four estimation stages, when needed to increase
the reliability of the ratio estimation procedure. For each
stage, any group that did not meet certain criteria for the
unweighted sample count or for the ratio of the 100-percent
to the initially weighted sample count, was combined, or
collapsed, with another group in the same stage according
to a specified collapsing pattern. At the fourth stage, an
additional criterion concerning the number of complete
count persons in each race/Hispanic origin category was
applied.
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As the final step, the initial weights underwent four
stages of ratio adjustment applying the grouping proce-
dures described above. At the first stage, the ratio of the
complete census count to the sum of the initial weights for
each sample person was computed for each stage | group.
The initial weight assigned to each person in a group was
then multiplied by the stage | group ratio to produce an
adjusted weight.

In stage Il, the stage | adjusted weights were again
adjusted by the ratio of the complete census count to the
sum of the stage | weights for sample persons in each
stage Il group. Next, at stage lll, the stage Il weights were
adjusted by the ratio of the complete census count to the
sum of the stage Il weights for sample persons in each
stage Ill group. Finally, at stage 1V, the stage lll weights
were adjusted by the ratio of the complete census count to
the sum of the stage Ill weights for sample persons in each
stage IV group. The four stages of ratio adjustment were
performed two times (two iterations) in the order given
above. The weights obtained from the second iteration for
stage IV were assigned to the sample person records.
However, to avoid complications in rounding for tabulated
data, only whole number weights were assigned. For
example, if the final weight of the persons in a particular
group was 7.25 then 1/4 of the sample persons in this
group were randomly assigned a weight of 8, while the
remaining 3/4 received a weight of 7.

The ratio estimation procedure for housing units was
essentially the same as that for persons, except that vacant
units were treated differently. The occupied housing unit
ratio estimation procedure was done in four stages, and the
vacant housing unit ratio estimation procedure was done in
a single stage. The first stage for occupied housing units
applied 16 household type categories, while the second
stage used the two sampling categories described above
for persons. The third stage applied three units-in-structure
categories; i.e. single units, multi-unit less than 10 and
multi-unit 10 or more. The fourth stage could potentially
use 200 tenure-race-Hispanic origin-value/rent groups. The
stages for ratio estimation for housing units were as
follows:

The estimates produced by this procedure realize some
of the gains in sampling efficiency that would have resulted
if the population had been stratified into the ratio estimation
groups before sampling, and if the sampling rate had been
applied independently to each group. The net effect is a
reduction in both the standard error and the possible bias
of most estimated characteristics to levels below what
would have resulted from simply using the initial, unad-
justed weight. A by-product of this estimation procedure is
that the estimates from the sample will, for the most part,
be consistent with the complete count figures for the
population and housing unit groups used in the estimation
procedure.
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Control of Nonsampling Error

As mentioned earlier, both sample and 100-percent data
are subject to nonsampling error. This component of error
could introduce serious bias into the data, and the total
error could increase dramatically over that which would
result purely from sampling. While it is impossible to
completely eliminate nonsampling error from an operation
as large and complex as the decennial census, the Bureau
of the Census attempted to control the sources of such
error during the collection and processing operations.
Described below are the primary sources of nonsampling
error and the programs instituted for control of this error.
The success of these programs, however, was contingent
upon how well the instructions actually were carried out
during the census. As part of the 1990 census evaluation
program, both the effects of these programs and the
amount of error remaining after their application will be
evaluated.

Undercoverage— It is possible for some households or
persons to be missed entirely by the census. The under-
coverage of persons and housing units can introduce
biases into the data.

Several coverage improvement programs were imple-
mented during the development of the census address list
and census enumeration and processing to minimize under-
coverage of the population and housing units. These
programs were developed based on experience from the
1980 census and results from the 1990 census testing
cycle. In developing and updating the census address list,
the Census Bureau used a variety of specialized proce-
dures in different parts of the country.

® |n the large urban areas, the Census Bureau purchased
and geocoded address lists. Concurrent with geocoding,
the United States Postal Service (USPS) reviewed and
updated this list. After the postal check, census enu-
merators conducted a dependent canvass and update
operation. In the fall of 1989, local officials were given
the opportunity to examine block counts of address
listings (local review) and identify possible errors. Prior
to mailout, the USPS conducted a final review.

e In small cities, suburban areas, and selected rural parts
of the country, the Census Bureau created the address
list through a listing operation. The USPS reviewed and
updated this list, and the Census Bureau reconciled
USPS corrections and updated through a field operation.
In the fall of 1989, local officials participated in reviewing
block counts of address listings. Prior to mailout, the
USPS conducted a final review.

® The Census Bureau (rather than the USPS) conducted a
listing operation in the fall of 1989 and delivered census
questionnaires in selected rural and seasonal housing
areas in March of 1990. In some inner-city public hous-
ing developments, whose addresses had been obtained
via the purchased address list noted above, census
questionnaires were also delivered by Census Bureau
enumerators.
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Coverage improvement programs continued during and
after mailout. A recheck of units initially classified as vacant
or nonexistent improved further the coverage of persons
and housing units. All local officials were given the oppor-
tunity to participate in a post-census local review, and
census enumerators conducted an additional recanvass. In
addition, efforts were made to improve the coverage of
unique population groups, such as the homeless and
parolees/probationers. Computer and clerical edits and
telephone and personal visit followup also contributed to
improved coverage.

More extensive discussion of the programs implemented
to improve coverage will be published by the Census
Bureau when the evaluation of the coverage improvement
program is completed.

Respondent and Enumerator Error—  The person answer-
ing the questionnaire or responding to the questions posed
by an enumerator could serve as a source of error,
although the questions were phrased as clearly as possible
based on precensus tests, and detailed instructions for
completing the questionnaire were provided to each house-
hold. In addition, respondents’ answers were edited for
completeness and consistency, and problems were fol-
lowed up as necessary.

The enumerator may misinterpret or otherwise incor-
rectly record information given by a respondent; may fail to
collect some of the information for a person or household;
or may collect data for households that were not desig-
nated as part of the sample. To control these problems, the
work of enumerators was monitored carefully. Field staff
were prepared for their tasks by using standardized train-
ing packages that included hands-on experience in using
census materials. A sample of the households interviewed
by enumerators for nonresponse were reinterviewed to
control for the possibility of data for fabricated persons
being submitted by enumerators. Also, the estimation
procedure was designed to control for biases that would
result from the collection of data from households not
designated for the sample.

Processing Error— The many phases involved in process-
ing the census data represent potential sources for the
introduction of nonsampling error. The processing of the
census questionnaires includes the field editing, followup,
and transmittal of completed questionnaires; the manual
coding of write-in responses; and the electronic data
processing. The various field, coding and computer opera-
tions undergo a number of quality control checks to insure
their accurate application.

Nonresponse— Nonresponse to particular questions on
the census questionnaire allows for the introduction of bias
into the data, since the characteristics of the nonrespon-
dents have not been observed and may differ from those
reported by respondents. As a result, any imputation
procedure using respondent data may not completely

reflect this difference either at the elemental level (indi-
vidual person or housing unit) or on the average. Some
protection against the introduction of large biases is afforded
by minimizing nonresponse. In the census, nonresponse
was reduced substantially during the field operations by the
various edit and followup operations aimed at obtaining a
response for every question. Characteristics for the nonre-
sponses remaining after this operation were imputed by the
computer by using reported data for a person or housing
unit with similar characteristics.

EDITING OF UNACCEPTABLE DATA

The objective of the processing operation is to produce
a set of data that describes the population as accurately
and clearly as possible. To meet this objective, question-
naires were edited during field data collection operations
for consistency, completeness, and acceptability. Question-
naires also were reviewed by census clerks for omissions,
certain specific inconsistencies, and population coverage.
For example, write-in entries such as “Don’t know” or “NA”
were considered unacceptable. For some district offices,
the initial edit was automated; however, for the majority of
the district offices, it was performed by clerks. As a result of
this operation, a telephone or personal visit followup was
made to obtain missing information. Potential coverage
errors were included in the followup, as well as a sample of
questionnaires with omissions and/or inconsistencies.

Subsequent to field operations, remaining incomplete or
inconsistent information on the questionnaires was assigned

using imputation procedures during the final automated
edit of the collected data. Imputations, or computer assign-
ments of acceptable codes in place of unacceptable entries
or blanks, are needed most often when an entry for a given
item is lacking or when the information reported for a
person or housing unit on that item is inconsistent with
other information for that same person or housing unit. As
in previous censuses, the general procedure for changing
unacceptable entries was to assign an entry for a person or
housing unit that was consistent with entries for persons or
housing units with similar characteristics. The assignment
of acceptable codes in place of blanks or unacceptable
entries enhances the usefulness of the data.

Another way in which corrections were made during the
computer editing process was through substitution; that is,
the assignment of a full set of characteristics for a person
or housing unit. When there was an indication that a
housing unit was occupied but the questionnaire contained
no information for the people within the household or the
occupants were not listed on the questionnaire, a previ-
ously accepted household was selected as a substitute,
and the full set of characteristics for the substitute was
duplicated. The assignment of the full set of housing
characteristics occurred when there was no housing infor-
mation available. If the housing unit was determined to be
occupied, the housing characteristics were assigned from
a previously processed occupied unit. If the housing unit
was vacant, the housing characteristics were assigned
from a previously processed vacant unit.

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ENUMERATI ON AND RESI DENCE RULES

In accordance with census practice dating back to the first United
States census in 1790, each person was to be enunerated as an

i nhabitant of his or her "usual residence" in the 1990 census.

Usual residence is the place where the person |lives and sl eeps nost of
the tine or considers to be his or her usual residence. This place is
not necessarily the same as the person's |egal residence or voting
residence. In the vast mpjority of cases, however, the use of these

di fferent bases of classification would produce substantially the sane
statistics, although there m ght be appreciable differences for a few
areas.

The inplenmentation of this practice has resulted in the establishnment
of rules for certain categories of persons whose usual place of
residence is not i mediately apparent. Furthernore, this practice nmeans
that persons were not always counted as residents of the place where

t hey happened to be staying on Census Day (April 1, 1990).

Enuner ati on Rul es

Each person whose usual residence was in the United States was to be

i ncluded in the census, without regard to the person's |egal status or
citizenship. In a departure fromearlier censuses, foreign diplomtic
personnel participated voluntarily in the census, regardless of their
resi dence on or off the prem ses of an enbassy. As in previous
censuses, persons in the United States specifically excluded fromthe
census were foreign travel ers who had not established a residence.

Americans with a usual residence outside the United States were not
enunerated in the 1990 census. United States mlitary and Federa
civilian enployees, and their dependents overseas, are included in the
popul ation counts for States for purposes of Congressiona
apportionnment, but are excluded fromall other tabulations for States
and their subdivisions. The counts of United States nmilitary and
Federal civilian enployees, and their dependents, were obtained from
adm ni strative records maintai ned by Federal departnments and agenci es.
Ot her Anericans living overseas, such as enpl oyees of internationa
agenci es and private businesses and students, were not enunerated, nor
were their counts obtained from adm nistrative sources. On the other
hand, Anericans tenporarily overseas were to be enunerated at their
usual residence in the United States.



Resi dence Rul es

Each person included in the census was to be counted at his or her

usual residence--the place where he or she |lives and sl eeps nost of the
time or the place where the person considers to be his or her usua
home. If a person had no usual residence, the person was to be counted
where he or she was staying on April 1, 1990.

Persons tenporarily away fromtheir usual residence, whether in the
United States or overseas, on a vacation or on a business trip, were
counted at their usual residence. Persons who occupied nore than one
resi dence during the year were counted at the one they considered to be
their usual residence. Persons who noved on or near Census Day were
counted at the place they considered to be their usual residence.

Persons in the Arned Forces--

Menbers of the Arned Forces were counted as residents of the area in
which the installation was | ocated, either on the installation or in
the surroundi ng conmunity. Fam |y menbers of Armed Forces personne
were counted where they were living on Census Day (for exanple, with
the Arnmed Forces person or at another |ocation).

Each Navy ship not deployed to the 6th or 7th Fleet was attributed to
the municipality that the Departnent of the Navy designhated as its
homeport. |If the honeport included nore than one nunicipality, ships
berthed there on Census Day were assigned by the Bureau of the Census
to the municipality in which the | and i medi ately adjacent to the dock
or pier was actually |located. Ships attributed to the honmeport, but not
physical ly present and not deployed to the 6th or 7th Fleet, were
assigned to the nmunicipality naned on the Departnment of the Navy's
homeport |ist. These rules also apply to Coast CGuard vessels.

Per sonnel assigned to each Navy and Coast Guard ship were given the
opportunity to report a residence off the ship. Those who did report an
of f-ship residence in the conmunities surroundi ng the honmeport were
counted there; those who did not were counted as residents of the ship
Per sonnel on Navy ships deployed to the 6th or 7th Fleet on Census Day
were considered to be part of the overseas popul ation

Persons on Maritinme Ships--
Persons aboard nmaritine ships who reported an of f-ship residence were
counted at that residence. Those who did not were counted as residents

of the ship, and were attributed as foll ows:

The port where the ship was docked on Census Day, if that port was
in the United States or its territories.

The port of departure if the ship was at sea, provided the port was
inthe United States or its territories.

The port of destination in the United States or its territories, if
the port of departure of a ship at sea was a foreign port.



The overseas population if the ship was docked at a foreign port or
at sea between foreign ports. (These persons were not included in the
overseas popul ation for apportionment purposes.)

Persons Away at School - -

Col | ege students were counted as residents of the area in which they
were living while attending college, as they have been since the 1950
census. Children in boarding schools below the college | evel were
counted at their parental hone.

Persons in Institutions--

Persons under formally authorized, supervised care or custody, such as
in Federal or State prisons; local jails; Federal detention centers;
juvenile institutions; nursing, conval escent, and rest hones for the
aged and dependent; or hones, schools, hospitals, or wards for the
physi cal |y handi capped, nmentally retarded, or nentally ill, were
counted at these pl aces.

Persons Away From Their Usual Resi dence on Census Day- -

M grant agricultural workers who did not report a usual residence

el sewhere were counted as residents of the place where they were on
Census Day. Persons in worker canps who did not report a usua

resi dence el sewhere were counted as residents of the canp where they
were on Census Day.

In some parts of the country, natural disasters displaced significant
nunbers of households fromtheir usual place of residence. If these
persons reported a destroyed or damaged resi dence as their usua

resi dence, they were counted at that |ocation

Persons away fromtheir usual residence were counted by means of
interviews with other nmenmbers of their famlies, resident nmanagers, or
nei ghbors.

DATA COLLECTI ON PROCEDURES

The 1990 census was conducted primarily through self-enuneration.

The questionnaire packet included general information about the 1990
census and an instruction guide explaining howto conplete the

guesti onnaire. Spanish-

| anguage questionnaires and instruction guides were avail able on
request. Instruction guides also were available in 32 other |anguages.

Enuner ati on of Housing Units

Each housing unit in the country received one of two versions of the
census questionnaire:

A short-form questionnaire that contained a |imted nunber of basic
popul ati on and housi ng questions; these questions were asked of al
persons and housing units and are often referred to as 100-percent
guesti ons.



A long-form questionnaire that contained the 100-

percent itens and a nunber of additional questions; a sanpling procedure
was used to determ ne those housing units that were to receive the

| ong-form questionnaire.

Three sanpling rates were enployed. For slightly nore than one-half

of the country, one in every six housing units (about 17 percent)
received the long-formor sanple questionnaire. In functioning |oca
governmental units (counties and incorporated places, and in sonme parts
of the country, towns and townships) estimted to have fewer than 2,500
i nhabi tants, every other housing unit (50 percent) received the sanple
questionnaire in order to enhance the reliability of the sanple data
for these small areas. For census tracts and bl ock nunbering areas
having nore than 2,000 housing units in the Census Bureau's address
files, one in every eight housing units (about 13 percent) received a
sanpl e questionnaire, providing reliable statistics for these areas
while permitting the Census Bureau to stay within a limt of 17.7
mllion sanple questionnaires, or a one-in-six sanple, nationw de.

The mail -out/mail -back procedure was used mainly in cities, suburban
areas, towns, and rural areas where mailing addresses consisted of a
house nunber and street nanme. In these areas, the Census Bureau

devel oped mailing lists that included about 88.4 mllion
addresses. The questionnaires were delivered through the mail and
respondents were to return themby nmail. Census questionnaires were

delivered 1 week before Census Day (April 1, 1990)

The update/l eave/ mail -back nmethod was used nmainly in densely popul ated
rural areas where it was difficult to develop mailing lists because
mai | i ng addresses did not use house nunber and street nane.

The Census Bureau conpiled lists of housing units in advance of the
census. Enunerators delivered the questionnaires, asked respondents to
return them by mail, and added housing units not on the mailing lists.
This method was used mainly in the South and M dwest, and al so included
some high-rise, lowincone urban areas. A variation of this nethod was
used in urban areas having | arge nunbers of boarded-up buil di ngs. About
11 million housing units were enunerated using this nethod.

The list/enunmerate nethod (fornerly called conventional or door-to-door
enumeration) was used mainly in very renote and sparsely-settled areas.
The United States Postal Service delivered unaddressed short-form
guestionnaires before Census Day. Starting a week before Census Day,
enunerat ors canvassed these areas, checked that all housing units
received a questionnaire, created a list of all housing units,

conpl eted | ong-form questionnaires, and picked up the conpleted
short-form questionnaires. This nethod was used mainly in the West and
Northeast to enunmerate an estinmated 6.5 million housing units.

Fol I owup
Nonr esponse Fol | owup- -
In areas where respondents were to nmail back their questionnaires, an

enunerator visited each address from which a questionnaire was not
recei ved.



Coverage and Edit-Failure Foll owup—

In the mail -back areas, some househol ds returned a questionnaire that
did not neet specific quality standards because of inconplete or

i nconsi stent information, or the respondent had indicated difficulty in
deci ding who was to be listed on the questionnaire. These househol ds
were contacted by tel ephone or by personal visit to obtain the m ssing
information or to clarify who was to be enunerated in the household. In
areas where an enunerator picked up the questionnaires, the enumerator
checked the respondent-filled questionnaire for conpleteness and

consi stency.

Speci al Enuneration Procedures

Speci al procedures and questionnaires were used for the enuneration
of persons in group quarters, such as college dormtories, nursing
homes, prisons, military barracks, and ships. The questionnaires
(I'ndi vidual Census Reports, Mlitary Census Reports, and Shipboard
Census Reports) included the 100-percent popul ation questions but did
not include any housing questions. In all group quarters, all persons
wer e asked the basic popul ation questions; in npst group quarters,
addi tional questions were asked of a sanple (one-in-six) of persons.

Shelter and Street N ght (S-Night)

The Census Bureau collected data for various conponents of the

honel ess popul ation at different stages in the 1990 census. "Shelter
and Street Night" (S-Night) was a special census operation to count
the popul ation in four types of |ocations where honel ess people are
found. On the evening of March 20, 1990, and during the early norning
hours of March 21, 1990, enunerators counted persons in pre-identified
| ocati ons:

Emergency shelters for the honel ess popul ation (public and private;
per manent and tenporary).

Shelters with tenporary |odging for runaway youths.
Shelters for abused wonen and their children

Open locations in streets or other places not intended for
habi t ati on.

Enmer gency shelters include all hotels and notels costing $12 or |ess
(excludi ng taxes) per night regardl ess of whether persons living there
consi dered thensel ves to be honel ess, hotels and notels (regardl ess of
cost) used entirely to shelter honel ess persons, and pre-identified
rooms in hotels and notels used for honel ess persons and fanilies.
Enunmeration in shelters usually occurred from6 p.m to mdnight;
street enuneration, from2 a.m to 4 a.m; abandoned and boarded-up
buildings from4 a.m to 8 a.m; and shelters for abused wonen, from®6
p.m on March 20 to noon on March 21

O her conponents, which sone consider as part of the honel ess
popul ati on, were enunerated as part of regular census operations. These
i ncl ude persons doubled up with other fanilies, as well as persons with
no ot her usual honme living in transient sites, such as commercia



canmpgrounds, maternity homes for unwed nothers, and drug/al cohol abuse
detoxification centers. In institutions, such as local jails and nenta
hospital s, the Census Bureau does not know who has a usual hone

el sewhere; therefore, even though sonme are literally honel ess, these
persons cannot be identified separately as a conponent of the honel ess
popul ati on.

There is no generally agreed-upon definition of "the honel ess,"

and there are limtations in the census count that prevent obtaining a
total count of the honel ess popul ati on under any definition. As such
the Census Bureau does not have a definition and will not provide a
total count of "the honeless.” Rather, the Census Bureau wl|l

provi de counts and characteristics of persons found at the tine of the
census in selected types of living arrangements. These

sel ected conponents can be used as building blocks to construct a count
of honel ess persons appropriate to particul ar purposes as long as the
data linitations are taken into account.

In preparation for "Shelter-and-Street-N ght" enuneration, the

regi onal census centers (RCC s) mailed a certified letter (Form D33
(L)) to the highest elected official of each active functioning
government of the United States (nore than 39, 000) requesting themto
i dentify:

All shelters with sleeping facilities (permanent and tenporary,
such as church basenents, arnories, public buildings, and so forth,
that could be open on March 20).

Hotel s and notels used to house honel ess persons and fanilies.

A list of outdoor |ocations where honel ess persons tend to be at
ni ght .

Pl aces such as bus or train stations, subway stations, airports,
hospi tal emergency rooms, and so forth, where honel ess persons seek
shel ter at night.

The specific addresses of abandoned or boarded-up buil di ngs where
honel ess persons were thought to stay at night.

The letter fromthe RCC s to the governnental units enphasi zed the

i mportance of listing night-tine congregating sites. The |ist of

shel ters was expanded using information from admnistrative records and
i nforned | ocal sources. The street sites were linmited to the |ist

provi ded by the jurisdictions. Al governmental units were eligible for
"Shelter and Street Night." For cities with 50,000 or nore

persons, the Census Bureau took additional steps to update the Iist of

shelter and street locations if the local jurisdiction did not respond

to the certified letter. Smaller cities and rural areas participated if
the local jurisdiction provided the Census Bureau a |list of shelters or
open public places to visit or if shelters were identified through our

i nventory devel opnent, | ocal know edge update, or during the Specia

Pl ace Prelist operation.

The Census Bureau encouraged persons fanmiliar with honmel ess persons and
the honel ess thensel ves to apply as enunerators. This recruiting effort
was particularly successful in larger cities.



For shelters, both | ong- and short-form I ndividual Census Reports
(ICR s) were distributed. For street enumeration, only short-form
ICR s were used. Persons in shelters and at street |ocations were
asked the basic popul ati on questions. Additional questions about socia
and econonic characteristics were asked of a sanple of persons in
shelters only.

Enumerators were instructed not to ask who was honel ess;

rather, they were told to count all persons (including children)
stayi ng overnight at the shelters, and everyone they saw on the street
except the police, other persons in uniform and persons engaged in
enpl oynment or obvi ous noney-neki ng activities other than beggi ng and
panhandl i ng.

At both shelter and street sites, persons found sl eeping were not
awakened to answer questions. Rather, the enunerator answered the sex
and race questions by observation and estinmated the person's age to the
best of his or her ability. In shelters, adm nistrative records and
informati on fromthe shelter operator were used, when available, for
persons who were already asleep

Less than 1 percent of shelters refused to participate in the census
count at first. By the end of the census period, npst of those
eventual |y cooperated and the nunber of refusals had been reduced to a
few. For the final refusals, head counts and popul ation characteristics
wer e obtained by enunmerators standi ng outside such shelters and
counting people as they left in the norning.

The "street" count was restricted to persons who were visible

when the enunerator canme to the open, public |ocations that had been
identified by local jurisdictions. Honel ess persons who were wel

hi dden, noving about, or in locations other than those identified by
the local governnents were |ikely mssed. The nunber missed will never
be known and there is no basis to nmake an estimte of the nunber nissed
fromcensus data. The count of persons in open, public places was

af fected by many factors, including the extra efforts nade to encourage
people to go to shelters for "Shelter and Street Night," the

weat her (which was unusually cold in many parts of the country), the
presence of the nedia, and distrust of the census. Expectations of the
nunber of honel ess persons on the street cannot be based on the nunber
seen during the day because the night-tinme situation is normally very
different as nore honel ess persons are in shelters or very well hidden.

For both "Shelter-and-Street-N ght" |ocations, the Census Bureau
assunmed that the usual home of those enunmerated was in the bl ock where
they were found (shelter or street).

The "Shelter-and-Street-Night" operation replaced and expanded

the 1980 M ssion Night (M N ght) and Casual Count operations. These two
operations were ained at counting the popul ati on who reported havi ng no
usual residence. M Night was conducted a week after Census Day, in
April 1980. Enunerators visited hotels, notels, and sinmlar places
costing $4 or less each night; mssions, flophouses, local jails and
simlar places at which the average |l ength of stay was 30 days or |ess;
and nonshelter |ocations, such as bus depots, train stations, and al

ni ght movie theaters. Questions were asked of everyone, regardless of



age. Enunerators conducted M Night up to m dnight on April 8, 1980, and
returned the next nmorning to collect any fornms conpl eted after
m dni ght .

The Casual Count operation was conducted in May 1980 at additiona

nonshel ter |ocations, such as street corners, pool halls, welfare and

enpl oynent offices. This operation |lasted for approxinmately 2 weeks.

Casual Count was conducted during the day only in selected |arge

central cities. Only persons who appeared to be at |east 15 years of

age were asked if they had been previously enunerated. Casual Count was
actually a coverage-inmprovenent operation. It was not specifically an operation
to count homel ess persons living in the streets. Persons were excluded if they
said they had a usual hone outside the city because it was not cost effective
to check through individual questionnaires in another city to try to find

t he person.

PROCESSI NG PROCEDURES

Respondents returned nmany census questionnaires by mail to 1 of over
344 census district offices or to one of six processing offices. In
t hese offices, the questionnaires were "checked in" and edited

for conpl eteness and consi stency of the responses. After this initia
processi ng had been perfornmed, all questionnaires were sent to the
processi ng offices.

In the processing offices, the household questionnaires were

m crofil med and processed by the Film Optical Sensing Device for Input
to Conmputers (FOSDIC). For npbst itens on the questionnaire, the

i nformati on supplied by the respondent was indicated by filling circles
in predesignated positions. FOSDIC el ectronically "read" these

filled circles fromthe mcrofilmcopy of the questionnaire and
transferred the information to conputer tape. The conputer tape did not
i ncl ude i ndividual nanes, addresses, or handwritten responses.

The data processing was performed in several stages. All questionnaires
were mcrofilmed, "read" by FOSDIC, and transferred to conputer

disk. Selected witten entries in the race question on both the short
and long forns were keyed fromthe mcrofilmand coded using the data
base devel oped fromthe 1980 census and subsequent content and
operational tests. Keying of other witten entries on the long forns
occurred in the seven processing offices.

The information (for exanple, income dollar anpunts or homeowner
shelter costs) on these keyed files was nmerged with the FOSDI C data or
processed further through one of three automated codi ng progranms. The
codes for industry, occupation, place-of-birth, mgration

pl ace- of -wor k, ancestry, |anguage, relationship, race, and Hi spanic
origin were nerged with the FOSDI C data for editing, weighting, and
tabul ati ng operations at Census Bureau headquarters. All responses to
the questions on Individual Census Reports (ICR s), Mlitary Census
Reports (MCR s), and Shi pboard Census Reports (SCR s) were keyed, not
processed by mcrofilmor FOSDIC.
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The 1990 census data products, being rel eased during 1991-93, are
available in a variety of new and traditional nedia. The Census Bureau
has i ncreased the product options available to data users in an effort
to neet a variety of requirements and naxi m ze the useful ness of the
data. For exanple, |aser discs, called CD-ROM (conpact disc--read-
only nenory), are a new data delivery nedi um

The Census Bureau al so has expanded services and sources of assistance
avail able to data users. For exanple, the State Data Center Program has
been expanded to include over 1,400 organizations to provide data and
services to the public.

Thi s appendi x provides a detailed introduction to the 1990 census data
products and related materials, such as nmaps and reference
publications. It concludes by describing sources of assistance and

ot her Census Bureau data available to the public.

DATA PRODUCTS

Printed reports and conputer tape files traditionally are the nost

wi dely used products. The Census Bureau al so offers data on m crofiche,
on CD-ROM | aser discs, and through its online service,

CENDATA™ These various products are described bel ow. For

i nformati on about prices and how to order, wite or call Custoner
Services. (See the "Sources of Assistance" section for the

address and phone nunber.)

The data products present statistics about the subjects covered in the
1990 census questionnaires. These subjects are listed in figure 1, page
F-7. As the figure shows, there are 100-percent subjects (those

covered in questions asked of everyone or about every housing unit) and
sanpl e subjects (those covered in questions asked at about one out of
every six housing units). Generally, a data product presents either
100- percent data prepared by tabulating the responses to the

100- percent questions fromall questionnaires, or sanple data prepared
by tabul ating only the responses to the 100-percent and sanple
questions fromthe "long-forni' questionnaires. Two report series,

1990 CPH-3 and 1990 CPH-4 (see figure 2, page F-8), present both

100- percent and sanpl e data.



Printed Reports

Printed reports are the nost convenient and readily avail abl e source
of data for npst census users. The Census Bureau rel eases the reports
in several series (see figure 2) that are grouped under three broad
titles: 1990 Census of Popul ati on and Housi ng (1990 CPH),

1990 Census of Population (1990 CP), and 1990 Census

of Housing (1990 CH). There also are reports, not reflected in

figure 2, for the outlying areas of the Pacific. The reports are sold
by the Superintendent of Documents, U S. CGovernnment Printing Ofice.
(See the "Sources of Assistance" section for the address and

phone nunber.)

In several series, there are separate reports for each State. The
geographic coverage of the State reports is listed in figure 2. The
United States sumuaries for these report series contain, for the npst
part, data for the United States, regions, divisions, States,
metropolitan areas (MA's), urbanized areas (UA s), counties, American

I ndi an and Al aska Native areas, places with 10,000 or nore persons, and
ot her large substate areas (for exanple, county subdivisions, such as
towns and townshi ps, with 10,000 or nore persons in selected States).

Report series that present data for snmall areas, such as census tracts,
contain limted subject-matter detail (for exanple, counts of people by
age ranges--under 5 years, 5 to 9 years, etc.--rather than by single
years). Report series that include greater anpbunts of subject-matter
detail include | ess geographic detail

Comput er Tape Files

The Census Bureau provides nore data on tape and ot her

machi ne-readabl e products than in printed reports. These products are
sold by the Census Bureau's Custoner Services. There are several
general types of data files rel eased on conputer tape (avail able on
both reels and cartridges). They are introduced bel ow, and nore
information is presented in figures 3 and 4, pages F-11 through F-13.

Public Law 94-171 Data--This data file presents the

counts designed and formatted for use in |legislative re-

districting. These counts also are avail able on CD- ROM and paper
listings. Excerpts are avail able on CENDATA™ The

counts, for areas as small as blocks, census tracts, and voting
districts, include totals for population, race groups, persons of

Hi spani c origin, population 18 years and over, and housing units. (See
figure 4.)

Summary Tape Files (STF s)-- These conputer tape files

provi de statistics with greater subject-matter detail than printed
reports. They al so present statistics for sone types of areas, such as
bl ock groups and bl ocks, that are not included in the reports. (See
figure 3.)



Here are sone inportant features of STF' s:

Each STF presents a particul ar set of data tables for specific types
of geographi c areas.

Each STF has three or nmore file types (indicated by a letter suffix
attached to the STF nunber) that differ in the geographic |evels
reported, but contain the sane data detail

STF's 1 and 2 contain 100-percent data, and STF's 3 and 4 offer
sanpl e data

STF's 1 and 3 report on snmaller areas and offer |ess data detai
than STF's 2 and 4.

STF's 1 through 4 offer greater data detail than the 1980 STF's 1
t hrough 4.

Subj ect Summary Tape Files (SSTF s)--These files are the

source of the subject reports and provide greater subject-matter detali
than the STF's. They present data for the United States, regions, and
di vi sions, and, in sonme cases, also for States, counties, and | arge
cities. (See figure 4.)

Public Use Mcrodata Sanple (PUMS) Files--These conputer

tape files (see figure 4) contain data from sanples of |ong-form

housi ng-unit records ("nmicrodata") for |arge geographic

areas. Each sanpl e housing-unit record includes essentially all the 1990
census data coll ected about each person in a sanple household and the
haracteristics of the housing unit. Information that could be used to
identify an individual or a housing unit is not included in the file.

M crodata files enable users to prepare custom zed tabul ati ons and
cross-tabul ati ons of nobst itens on the census questionnaire. There are
two PUMS files:

A file presenting a 5-percent sanple of housing units in which each
househol d record includes codes to |let the user know in what area, such
as a group of counties, a single county, or a place, the household is

| ocated. Each area identified nmust have a popul ati on of at |east

100, 000 and boundaries that do not cross State |ines.

A file presenting a 1-percent sanple of housing units. Its household
records include codes associating themwith MA's and other |arge areas,
t he boundari es of which may cross State lines. (For the 1980 census,
there were two files with 1-percent sanples. The 1l-percent sanple
showi ng data for selected urbanized areas and other large areas wll
not be produced for the 1990 census.)

Ot her Special Conputer Tape Files--OQher files include

t he Census/ Equal Enpl oyment Opportunity (EEO Special File and the
County-to-County Mgration File. (See figure 4.) The Census Bureau may
prepare additional special files.



M crofiche

Bl ock statistics are avail able on microfiche as they were for the

1980 census. The microfiche present, in table format, a subset of the
tabul ati ons for census bl ocks found in STF 1B (see figure 3). In the
1990 census, for the first time, the entire land area of the Nation and
its possessions was bl ock-nunmbered. This increased the nunber of bl ocks
for which the Census Bureau provides data from2.5 mllion in 1980 to 7
mllion for 1990. The cost and storage of block data of this magnitude
woul d be prohibitive if the data were published in printed reports.

STF's 1A and 3A are available on mcrofiche, as well. As noted in
figure 3, they provide data for a variety of geographic areas. Al so,
all printed reports are offered on mcrofiche from Custoner Services
soon after they are published.

Conpact Disc--Read-Only Menory (CD- ROM

For the 1990 census, the Public Law (P.L.) 94-171 file; an extract

of STF 1B that presents selected statistics for blocks; and STF' s 1A,
1C, 3A, 3B, and 3C are also available on CD-ROM (One 4 3/4-inch
CD-ROM a type of optical or |aser disc, can hold the contents of
approximately 1,600 flexible diskettes, or three or four high-
density conputer tapes.)

Online Information Systens

The Census Bureau began CENDATA™ its online

information service, in 1984. CENDATA™ is accessible

t hrough two informati on vendors, ConpuServe and DI ALOG. A number of
Census Bureau reports, in whole or in part, are offered online. For
the 1990 census, CENDATA™ provides up-to-date information

about the availability of data products and carries selections of
State, county, MA, and place data fromthe P.L. 94-171 tape file and
STF's 1 and 3.

Cust om Dat a Products

These products are for users who require unique tabulations that are
not included in standard products; for exanple, information for locally
defi ned geographic areas. Users al so can order special mcrodata files.

The cost of preparing custom products nust be paid by the users who
request them Any data that the Census Bureau provides in these
products are subject to the sane standards applied to other data to
ensure that confidential individual information is not reveal ed.

User - Def i ned Areas Program (UDAP) Tabul ati ons-- UDAP can

provide a set of predefined data tables for locally defined areas that
do not correspond to standard 1990 census geographic areas. Users

i dentify the geographic areas of interest to them by delineating
boundari es around groupi ngs of census bl ocks on 1990 census County

Bl ock Maps or by electronically submitting the geographic conponents of
their area of interest. (A contact for nore information is given in the
"Sources of Assistance" section.)



Speci al Tabul ati ons--The Census Bureau can prepare

speci al data tabul ations for any specific geographic or subject-matter
area. Users should rely on standard reports, tapes, mcrofiche, or
user -defined area tabul ati ons whenever possible, since specia

tabul ations tend to be substantially nore expensive and take tinme to
arrange and produce. (Contacts for nmore information are given in the
"Sources of Assistance" section.)

GEOGRAPHI C PRODUCTS
Maps

Census Bureau maps are necessary for virtually all uses of
smal | -area 1990 census data. They are needed to |locate the specific
geographic areas for which the census provides data and to study the
spatial relationship of the data for analytic purposes. The Census
Bureau prepares a variety of 1990 census maps. Anong the nost usefu
are these four series:

County Bl ock Maps--These maps show census bl ocks and

their nunbers; boundaries for statistical and governnental entities,
such as census tracts and pl aces; and physical features. The P.L.
94-171 version of these maps al so shows voting district boundaries in
those States that furnished them The nmaps are prepared on

el ectrostatic plotters by county (or equivalent entity) with one or
nore map sheets each, depending on the size and shape of the area and
the density of the block pattern. An average county requires 20 nap
sheets. The maps may be purchased from Custonmer Services.

County Subdivision Qutline Maps--Maps in this State-

based series present the boundaries of the counties, county
subdi vi si ons, places, Anmerican Indian and Al aska Native areas
(including off-reservation trust lands), tribal designated statistica
areas, and tribal jurisdiction statistical areas. Electrostatic-plotter
copies are available for purchase from Customer Services. Also, they
appear on nultiple page-size sheets in the State reports of these
series: 1990 CPH- 1, 1990 CPH-2, 1990 CPH 5, 1990 CP-1, 1990 CP-2, 1990
CH 1, and 1990 CH 2.

Census Tract/ Bl ock Nunmbering Area (BNA) Qutline

Maps--Maps in this county-based series depict census tract or BNA
boundari es and nunbers, and the features underlying the boundari es.
They al so show governnmental units in relation to the census
tracts/BNA' s. Custoner Services sells electrostatic-plotter copies, and
t he Superintendent of Docunments sells printed copies.

Voting District Qutline Maps--Maps in this county-based

series depict voting district boundaries (for those counties for which
States furni shed boundary information) and the features underlying the
boundari es. They al so show governmental unit boundaries in relation to
the voting districts. They are prepared on electrostatic plotters and
sol d by Custoner Services.

Geographi c Publications

The Geographic ldentification Code Schene report in the
1990 CPH-R series shows the 1990 census geographic area codes and



Federal information processing standards (FIPS) codes, as appropriate,
for States, netropolitan areas, counties, county subdivisions, places,
American I ndian and Al aska Native areas, and other entities, along with
sone descriptive informati on about the codes. The code schene also is
of fered on conputer tape.

Machi ne- Readabl e Geographic Files

Al'l 1990 census summary tape files include 1990 census geographic

area codes, FIPS codes, certain area nanes, land and inland water area
in square kil ometers, geographic coordinates for an internal point for
each entity, and other geographic information.

The Census Bureau devel oped an aut omat ed geographi c data base, known as
the TIGER (Topologically Integrated Geographic Encodi ng and

Ref erenci ng) System to produce the geographic products for the 1990
census. TICGER provides coordinate-based digital map information for the
entire United States, Puerto Rico, the U S. Virgin Islands, and the
Pacific territories over which the United States has jurisdiction.

The TI GER System has significantly inproved the utility of 1990 census
maps and geographic reference products. Extract files generated from
the TIGER System pernit users, with appropriate software, to perform
such tasks as linking the statistical data in the P.L. 94-171 file or
the STF's and displaying selected characteristics on maps or a video

di splay screen at different scales and with whatever boundaries they
sel ect for any geographic area of the country. For exanple, a nmap for a
particul ar county could show the distribution of the voting age

popul ation by city bl ock.

The first extract of sel ected geographic and cartographic information
i ntended for conputer applications, such as plotting maps and buil di ng
geographic information systems, is called the TIGER/ Li ne™

files. TIGER' Line™files contain attributes for the

segnents of each boundary and feature (for exanple, roads, railroads,
and rivers), including 1990 census geographic codes for adjacent areas,
| atitude/l ongi tude coordi nates of segment end points and the curvature
of segments, the name and type of the feature, and the rel evant census
feature class code identifying the feature segment by category.

TIGER/ Line™ files al so furnish address ranges and

associ ated ZI P Codes for each side of street segnents in ngjor urban
areas; provide the nanmes of |andmarks, such as | akes and golf courses;
and include other information.

TIGER/ Line™ files and other TIGER System extracts, such as

Tl GER/ Boundary™ and Tl GER/ Dat aBase™ are

rel eased on conputer tape and, in sone cases, CD-ROM For information
on TIGER extract files, contact Custoner Services.

Also, nmany libraries
purchase census reports and maps for their areas. The Census

Cat al og and CGuide includes a list of all depository libraries.

OTHER CENSUS BUREAU RESOURCES

The Census Bureau has nore to offer than just the results of the
census of popul ati on and housi ng. Through other censuses, surveys, and
estimates prograns, it conpiles and issues (in reports, conmputer tape,
and ot her nmedia) data on subjects as diverse as appliance sal es,

nei ghbor hood conditions, and exports to other countries. Here are
exanmpl es of the information published about--

Peopl e: Age, race, sex, incone, poverty, child care
child support, fertility, noncash benefits, education, comruting
habits, pension coverage, unenpl oynent, ancestry.

Busi ness and i ndustry: Nunmber of enployees, total
payrol |, sales and receipts, products nmanufactured or sold.

Housi ng and construction: Value of new construction
nunbers of owners and renters, property value or rent paid, housing
starts, fuels used, nortgage costs.



Farms: Nunber, acreage, |ivestock, crop sales.

Governments: Revenues and expendi tures, taxes, enploynent, pension
funds.

Foreign trade: Exports and inports, origin and destination, units
shi pped.

Ot her nations: Population, birth rates, death rates, literacy,
fertility.

The ot her censuses, such as agriculture, retail trade, manufactures,
and governments, are collected for years ending in "2" and

"7." Surveys and estinmates programs generate results as often as
every nonth.

Many of the nmonthly "econom c indicators" that nmeasure how the
Nation is doing conme directly or indirectly fromthe Census Bureau.
Exanpl es: enpl oyment and unenpl oynment; housing starts; whol esal e and
retail trade; manufacturers' shipments, inventories, and orders;
export and inport trade; and sales of single-fam |y homes.

The other statistical activities of the Census Bureau are descri bed
bel ow. Data users will find nore informati on about them and
descriptions of their data products in the annual Census Catal og

and Guide. Also, special guides and brochures are prepared for

nmost of them Contact the Census Bureau's Custonmer Services for nore
i nformati on.

Current Denographi c and Housi ng Prograns

Two types of current prograns conpl enent the 10-year census:

popul ati on estimates and surveys. The total population of the United
States is estimated nonthly; the population of States, counties, and
metropolitan areas is estimted annually; and the popul ati on of places
and ot her governnental units is estimated every 2 years. Projections of
future popul ation are nmade at the national and State |evels.

The Census Bureau's many househol d surveys update popul ati on and
housi ng characteristics at the national |evel and sonmetines for States
and netropolitan areas, as well. These surveys al so obtain nany
characteristics not included in the 10-year census. The Current

Popul ation Survey is taken monthly; the American Housing Survey

nati onal sanple is taken biennially; the Anerican Housi ng Survey
nmetropolitan sanple is taken in 44 areas, 11 per year in a 4-year
cycle; nost other surveys are annual or |ess frequent.

Econom ¢ Censuses and Surveys

The economi ¢ censuses provide statistics about business

establishnents once every 5 years, covering years ending in "2"

and "7." The 1987 Econonic Censuses include the censuses of

retail trade, wholesale trade, service industries, transportation,

manuf actures, mineral industries, and construction industries. Also

i ncluded are related programs, such as statistics on mnority- and
wonen- owned busi nesses, enterprise statistics, and censuses of economc



activity in Puerto Rico and sone of the outlying areas under U.S.
jurisdiction.

Several key statistics are tabulated for all industries covered in the
censuses. They are nunber of establishments, nunber of enployees,
payrol |, and neasure of output (sales or receipts, and val ue of

shi pments or of work done). OQther itens vary from sector to sector

The Census Bureau al so has prograns that provide current statistics on
such measures as total sales of particular kinds of businesses or
production of particular products. These progranms include nonthly,
quarterly, and annual surveys, the results of which appear in
publication series such as Current Business Reports and

Current Industrial Reports. The County Busi ness Patterns
program of fers annual statistics based on data conpiled primarily from
admi ni strative records.

Agricul ture Census and Surveys

The agriculture census is conducted concurrently with the economc
censuses. It is the only source of uniformagriculture data at the
county level. It provides data on such subjects as the nunber and size
of farnms; |and use and ownership; |ivestock, poultry, and crops; and
val ue of products sold.

Results of three surveys--the 1988 Farm and Ranch Irrigation Survey,
1988 Census of Horticulture Specialties, and 1988 Agri cul tural
Econom cs and Land Ownership Survey--are published in conjunction with
the 1987 Census of Agriculture. Al so, the Census Bureau regularly

i ssues reports froma survey on cotton ginnings.

Governnents Census and Surveys

The census of governnents, also for years ending in "2" and

"7," covers all types of governnents: Federal, State, county,

muni ci pal (place), township (county subdivision), school district, and
special district. It provides data on such subjects as number of public
enpl oyees, payrolls, revenue, and expenditures.

Annual and quarterly surveys cover the same principal subjects but
generate data only for States and the | argest |ocal governnents.

Foreign Trade Statistics

Monthly U.S. nerchandi se trade data conpiled by the Census Bureau
sumrari ze export and inport transactions and are based on the officia
docunents filed by shippers and receivers. These figures reflect the
flow of merchandi se but not intangibles |ike services and financia
commitnments. The trade figures trace commpdity novenents out of and
into the U S. Custons jurisdiction, which includes Puerto Rico and the
U.S. Virgin Islands as well as the 50 States and the District of

Col unbi a. Data are published separately on trade between the United
States and Puerto Rico, the U S. Virgin Islands, and other U.S.
possessi ons.



O her Statistical Activities

The Census Bureau al so offers international data. It maintains an

i nternational data base which is available to the public on conputer
tape and is used to produce the biennial World Popul ation

Profile report. It prepares studies dealing with the denopgraphic
and econonic characteristics of other countries and world regions.

Statistical conpendia are another inportant data product. These
publications (sonetinmes also offered in nachine-

readabl e form draw data from many sources and reorgani ze them for
conveni ent use. The nobst w dely used conpendia are the annua
Statistical Abstract of the United States, the County

and City Data Book (published every 5 years), and the State

and Metropolitan Area Data Book (published approximtely every 4
years).
